Another time, when a partner and I 


| were hunting the Pyramid Pass area 


east of Seeley Lake in Montana, I shot 
a bull elk that had about 30 feet of wire 
tangled around the antlers. After pack- 
ing out we took our meat to be frozen 
at Missoula, Mont., and were surprised 
to find there six more sets of elk antlers 


| with anywhere from 10 to 40 feet of 


wire on the antlers. All these elk, in- 
cluding mine, were in fine condition. 
We discovered that in all cases the 
wire was of the single-strand galvanized 
variety, about 8 gauge. As near as we 
could find out, this is the type of wire 
used by the forest rangers on their 
phone lines to the various lookout 
stations.—F’. Blake, Arco, Idaho.

For Safer Hunting 


Every year there is a lot of talk 
about cutting down hunting accidents, 
but not a great deal gets done about it. 
It is my belief that many such mishaps 
would be avoided, so far as deer hunt- 
ing is concerned, if every sportsman 
would make it an unbreakable rule not 
to raise his gun until he sees horns— 
or, if he is hunting under an any-deer 
law, not to raise his gun until the deer 
is in a good spot and clearly ideatified. 

Notice that what I’m advocating isn’t 
just that the hunter hold his fire until 
he knows he has a legal target. I’m 
urging him to keep his gun away from 
his shoulder until he is sure. I’m con- 
vinced many accidents happen because 
an eager hunter brings his gun up at 
the first hint of movement or noise in 
the brush and then squeezes off a shot 
without even knowing he is shooting. 

Most hunters, even old-timers, be- 
come excited when they get a deer in 


their sights. Their hearts pound and 
they shoot by instinct. I saw the same 
thing happen frequently on army target 
ranges. Some nervous, on-edge soldier 
was forever beating the signal, and 
when a sergeant ate him out he said he 
couldn’t help it, he didn’t know he was 
going to shoot. It wasn’t too serious 
there, but in the woods it’s deadly. 

If every hunter would train himself 
to keep his gun down until he has a 
clear look at his target, I believe the 
hunting-accident rate would take a nose 
dive.—Carl T. Johnson, Grand Rapids, 
Mich. 


Korea Pheasants 


After reading Charles Elliott’s ‘‘Don’t 
Bet on Roosters,” I felt a little sad over 
the author’s plight. I hope his frus- 
trated day of ringneck hunting in 
Nebraska has not soured him on the 
sport altogether. Anyway, a week of 
pheasant hunting here in Korea would 
give him new faith. 

No stalking or planning is necessary 
here. All you need is a gun and a pair 
of legs. It’s a rare occasion when a 
hunter doesn’t flush a dozen birds, in 
range and in the clear, in one day's 
hunting. Less sporting, but more pro- 
ductive than walking through the 
woods, is the method of riding in a jeep 
along the road until a pheasant is spot- 
ted (usually in a rice paddy), then 
sneaking up and shooting him. Using

Big Georgia Deer 


Last fall you published an article by 
your field editors, listing regions where 
the average sportsman might kill a 
deer, and some of the high spots for the 


trophy hunter. One of the places you 
recommended was the Piedmont area in 
Jones, Jasper, and Putnam counties, in 
middle Georgia. 

I am the game ranger in charge of 
that area, where we have an organized 
hunt each year, and I thought you’d be 
interested in some statistics on our kill 
last season. 

Of the first 40 deer taken, 13 weighed 
over 200 pounds. In that group the 
largest head was a 15-point, 23'4-inch 
spread on a buck that weighed 308 
pounds. It was taken by H. G. Car- 
michael of Macon, Ga., who says that 
an even bigger one got away. The 
picture shows Carmichael with his deer. 
Each deer killed in the hunt was 
brought into the checking station and 
weighed on accurate scales before being 
dressed out. Here in the South we 
count the points on both antlers.—A. B.

“We sailed out of Perth Amboy Boat |

“Began trolling in Spermaceti Cove 
off Sandy Hook, New Jersey. About 
7:25 AM, I got a strike. After about | 
twenty minutes of excitement, I boated | 
the fish.

boat, the novice fell into a puzzled 
silence. He jerked to attention when 
the skiff made a circular maneuver and 
then passed slowly by an outer reef. 
The movement swung the lures into a 
foam-crested hole. Almost at once, 
the trolled lines were stretched taut 
under the onslaughts of a pair of 
stripers which, .after some lively 
minutes, were played to the net. They 
were hefty fish, probably larger than 
any my shore pal had ever caught. 

“Did you notice how neatly your 
friend worked the lures into that hole 
without crossing over it with the 
boat?” the youngster beamed. “He 
knows his stuff, doesn’t he?” 

The praise didn’t surprise me. I'd 
been with a younger Burtt on many a 
surf-casting safari, and our companion- 
ship continued after the old gentleman 
turned to trolling. An artful fisherman 
always, Burtt continues to haul in fish, 
and some of the little tricks he used 
while trolling might help you to raise 
your scores. 


everal seasons ago, while trolling 

with Burtt along the upper reaches 
of Connecticut’s Niantic Bay, I made 
what turned out to be a most foolish 
suggestion. But, as mistakes often do, 
it taught me a valuable lesson. 

“Let’s pass up the big hole off that 
sand beach,” I yawned, sensing that 
this was the spot Burtt was going to 
try. “I’ve been watching the other 
boats, and at least 20 have combed 
that hole without raising a fish. Let’s 
move down to the bridges instead.” 

“Pass up that hole?” scowled Burtt. 
“Man, are you crazy? That’s one of 
the best spots in the bay.” 

“Sometimes it is,’’ I admitted. “But 
it’s been trolled to death during the 
last hour and a half.” 

Burtt smiled. “There are two ways 
to troll that hole—one if you want to 
catch fish, and one if you just want a 
boat ride.” 

We were trailing worms behind 
willow-leaf spinners, old favorites for 
bass. When our boat passed the cur- 
rents that flowed directly into the big 
hole, Burtt stripped off about 30 feet 
of line from his reel. Then, gunning his 
outboard, he swung the boat a few de- 
grees .so that instead of passing over 
the hole we skimmed its edges. 

Burtt’s line, swinging directly toward 
the hole’s center, was kept from foul-

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ing in the shallow waters by the boat’s 
speed. As the spinner and worm reached 
deeper water, Burtt held his rod, a slim 
job with a 6-ft. tip, at a 45° angle. 
Then he lowered it slowly until the tip 
guide was only a few inches above the 
water. At the same time he cut the 
engine’s speed. 

Suddenly the placid surface of the 
bay was whipped by the plunging tip of 
Burtt’s rod. A bass had grabbed his 
worm. 

“See what I mean?” asked Burtt as 
I held up a wide-mouthed net filled 
with 10 lb. of glistening bass. ‘There 
are plenty of bass in that hole. Most 
fellows make the mistake of riding their 
lures too high. Bass feed deep most of 
the time. This time you try it.” 

I had to make three passes at the 
hole before I connected. On my first 
attempt, I let out too much line as I 
guided the lure over the shallows, and 
on the second I dropped too deep in the 
hole and fouled my rig on the bottom. 
When I finally got the feel of the tech- 
| nique I hooked a 7-lb. striper. 

That drop-back technique has paid 
off for me many times when I’ve been 
| prospecting holes in new territory. One 
| day, in a tidal river near my home, I 
| used the stunt on a convention of school 
| stripers. Dropping back every time I 
swung past the hole, I kept catching, 
tagging, and releasing bass until I 
hung up a score of 33. 

I noticed that Burtt invariably ap- 
proached that hole in Niantic Bay from 
the same direction. That’s a good idea. 
First, however, you should study the 
grounds for tide, current, depths, food 
supply, and all the other factors that 
account for the feeding habits of bass. 
| You may find that you'll have to put 
considerable time and effort into experi- 
mental approaches to a hole, but keep 
at it. In time it'll pay off.

oy also showed me that a change 
of pace at the right time often will 
turn a blank trip into a fruitful one. 


Once we were trolling an estuary 
strange to both of us. It was a flat 
stretch of water made difficult to judge 
by an exceptionally high tide. Even 
| bass-wise Burtt found it hard to savvy 
| its bottom and the set of the current. 

“This isn’t getting us anywhere,” he 
grumbled after a couple of hours. “We'll 
| try something more drastic. Stack the 
loose stuff in the boat so it won’t roll. 
I’m going to do some zigs and zags. 
First I'll run the boat around three 
knots, in case there are any big bass 
around. If that doesn’t work, I’ll speed 
up to five knots. That’s a good pace for 
school fish.” 

Burtt then made a long series of 


~~ | corkscrewing maneuvers that some- 


| times took us across the river directly 
|}and. at other times diagonally. After 
| 20 minutes of that he increased our 
| speed. 
| We were pulling out of our fourth 
| jigged-up turn when my rod. dipped 
|sharply. I was fast into a 5-lb. bass. 
| The fish was still taking out line when 
Burtt’s bait was hit. Before the trip 
| Was over we’d change-paced ourselves 
| into seven good bass. 
| “It’s natural that this sort of twist- 


ing would work,’ Burtt explained, 
“since we're constantly raising and 
lowering the lure’s riding level. Chang- 
ing the speed of the boat is like switch- 
ing the reeling speed in retrieving a 
lure in surf casting. Only in this case 
the boat does the work.” 

Most of the time, though, it isn’t 
necessary to give a boat a workout to 
increase a lure’s action. Except when 
the bass are especially aloof, you can 
build up enough lure motion by raising 
and lowering your rod as the bait is 
being trolled. Reeling in and slacken- 
ing off line also helps to stimulate 
action. Some anglers even throw their 
reels into free spool to get a more 
natural change of pace. Unless you’ve 
had considerable experience, however, 
that isn’t advisable. Tardy, tender 
thumbs have lost many a fine striper. 


{tee of Burtt’s basic trolling rules is 
to avoid running a boat right over 
the feeding grounds. There’s no ques- 
tion that in many cases the reverbera- 
tions of a motor will put the fish on 
guard. Not always, of course. There 
are times when fishermen in the sixth 
boat to pass directly over feeding bass 
will fill their lines. That’s the excep- 
tion, not the rule. Most times you’l) 
do better with a cautious approach and 
skillful handling of your lure. 

Trollers who have mastered the trick 
of running lures through a feeding hole 
or channel without having their boats 
intrude usually bring home fish. This 
requires knowledge of tidal drifts and 
current sets—and horse sense. It’s 
easier than it sounds. You often can 
increase the size of a day’s catch by 
trolling your lure through a hole im- 
possible to pass over with the boat. 
This applies especially to small holes 
(often among the best) isolated by 
shallow bars. A well-calculated swing 
of the boat will send a lure into the 
fish as though it were a guided missile. 

If you can’t figure the run of the 
water by watching it, try tossing over- 
board a few small sticks or corks. These 
will readily chart the whole works for 
you. 

Mouths of rivers, intersections of 
creeks and rivers, and inlets often are 
rich in bass schools. But most times it’s 
foolish to troll directly up and down 
a river. I’ve been with Burtt when 
we've trolled through the entire flood 
and ebb of a tide—diagonally across the 
water, bank to bank. Why? It permits 
the lure to find holes and pockets 
through the natural sweep of tide and 
current. Just as drifting food finds 
catchalls, so will your bait. 

Many tidal rivers are narrow and 
have their deepest bass-holding holes 
almost directly under heavy growths 
of meadow grass which overhang the 
banks. These holes can be detected 
easily by the way the steadiest and 
most persistent currents in the vicinity 
converge upon them. Because they are 
so near the bank, you can’t guide a 
lure into these holes by steering your 
boat across the river. And you don’t 
want to chance alarming the bass by 
running directly over them. 

So do as Burtt does: skirt the edges

NIGHT PATROL 


by RONALD ENGLISH PARK 


hen the order came that sent me 
\\) as a watershed ranger to a new 
post in the forest, I had some 
misgivings. I felt as all men do who 
enter a strange new locale and take up 
new work. I hated to leave the 15 miles 
of the Capilano River which had been 
my daily beat, and the two tiny, white- 
painted cabins where I had spent al- 
ternate tours of duty. 

But after a hike of three miles from 
the end of a jeep track, when I un- 
slung my loaded packboard, I knew at 
once that I was going to like the new 
location. The sturdy old log cabin 
looked down from 3,700 feet elevation 
across Vancouver’s beautiful harbor. 
In the growing darkness I could clearly 
see the lights of Boundary Bay, 26 
miles distant, where British Columbia 
shook hands with the State of Wash- 
ington. Away to the southward Mt. 
Baker’s ivory pyramid glowed faintly 
through an opal cloud veil. 


I pushed open the cabin door and 
looked over the interior. Box bed and 
radio telephone against one wall; sink, 
stove, pots and pans; the customary 
.30/30 resting on wooden pegs. And, 
of course, there was the loneliness, the 
complete silence of isolation. 

In no time at ail I found that I was 
a newcomer in a society which had been 
going on its quiet way long before the 
first men came tramping through these 
uplands of hemlock and heather. On 
the way to the cabin I had seen tracks 
of deer and coyotes, and a black bear 
had looked up from her browsing in a 
blueberry patch. In the cabin itself I 
knew I would not be alone, for there 
were ample signs of a mousy occupancy. 

During the previous winter I had 
improvised a crude flash gun for my 
camera, consisting of two dry cells and 
a switch built around a small hinge. 
My intention was to let my wild neigh-

On my first night in the cabin I set 
u.) my Rube Goldberg flash gun and 
left open the shutter of my antique 
Zeiss camera. I baited the draw thread 
with bacon rind and settled down -to 
sleep in the cozy box bed. Much sooner 
than I had expected, the baleful light 
flared—and things really began to hap- 
pen on my kitchen table. There was a 
crash as a mouse dashed madly into 
the rack of forks and spoons, and a 
tinkle as another butted a cup and 
saucer. My shaving brush toppled from 
the window ledge onto the tin basin, 
which rang like a great bell. There was 
a final, desperate clicking and rustling 
from the kindling box as the last of the 
fleeing mice vanished. 


was soon graduated to a larger 

breed of rodent while on a tempo- 
rary stay at another patrol cabin in 
the district. Here, in a lonely mountain 
pass where the Capilano River was a 
mere trickle two feet wide, I was rude- 
ly wrenched awake one night by a 
tremendous twanging and scratching 
of the wire gauze that covered the 
window above my head. I lay very 
still, and soon the solo was repeated 
fortissimo. It was the sort of jangling 
music that might be produced by a 
maniac turned loose in a zither factory. 

With high hopes I set up my appa- 
ratus outside the cabin, hanging the 
bait almost a foot in the air so that the 
swarming white-footed mice couldn’t 
reach it. As an added inducement I 
smeared Cheddar cheese on the piece of 
tough old bread crust dangling at the 
end of the bait thread. I knew that 
with nightfall the mad zither player 
would be prowling around again. 

One disadvantage of this method of 
photography is that you have to wake 
up at outrageously unsuitable hours to 
close the camera shutter before dawn’'s 
growing light can fog the film.

TROUT ARE 
APRIL FOOLS

This is the easiest month I know of to 
catch ‘em. All it takes is common sense 
plus a little know-how--and here it is. 











Hemlock Hole, pinned the first big, juicy night crawler 

on my hook, and tied on a sinker heavy enough to keep 
the bait on the bottom in a current already bank-high. I 
dropped the worm into the deepest part of the pooi. 

A minute later I was fast to a trout that put on a first- 
class tantrum. He high-tailed it for a hole under the rocks, 
but I checked that rush. Then he ran for the current, and 
made it. With that power behind his big tail he went 
downstream like a jet, and in no time at all was in the 
rapids below. I took off after him. 

I was fishing Chichester Creek, almost as famous a trout 
stream as Esopus Creek into which it flows at Phoenicia, 
New York. Because clay banks cause the lower half of 
the Chichester to run the color of strong coffee when it 
rains, I’d gone pretty far upstream to fish a deep, rock- 
rimmed pool where I’ve frequently knocked trout silly on 
many a drenching April day. 

The hole gets its name from an old hemlock that leans 
crazily over the water. It spreads green boughs like a 
tent over enough mossy bank to shelter me from the worst 
rains, and over enough water to protect trout from fish- 
eating birds. Trout school up below the little falls at the 
head of the pool when it rains, and sometimes you can 
stand in one place and take several good fish. 


I was 9 a.m. and pouring rain when I arrived at the 


had a good one on now, a brownie, but I couldn’t stand 

in one place—not unless I wanted him to strip my reel. 
So I ran. Then I slipped on a rock and sat down in the 
middle of the stream. As I was falling I dropped my fly 
rod, and when I scrambled to my feet, I saw it out in the 
current playing the fish all by itself. So I waded over 
and gave it a hand, finally leading the trout to quiet water 
and into my. net. He wasn’t half as big as he’d acted, but 
every one of his 13% inches had been tightly packed with 
rage. 

Two hours and eight trout later a young fellow came 
downstream. He was draped in a black poncho, a rubber 
rain hat, and hip boots, and he wore a scowl on his face 
darker than the clouds overhead. 

“Some day,” he growled as he joined me under the 
hemlock. “Cold, miserable, and no trout. Aren’t you 
disgusted ?” 

“No,” I replied. ‘Having a wonderful time.” 

“Y’are?” he said, looking surprised. “Catching any?” 

“Eight,” I said, and watched his mouth drop open. Then 
I felt sorry for him. I opened my coffee jug and poured 
him a steaming cup. 

“T haven’t had a bite,” he said.

I asked what he was fishing with. “Worms,” he said. 
“Night crawlers.” 

“That’s what I’m using,” I told him. 

“Where'd you catch those fish?” he wanted to know. 

“Right here, in that pool.” 

“Think there are any left?” 


told him it’s the best pool in the upper Chichester, and 

that I think trout move into it when it rains hard, to get 
out of the mud below. Besides, I added, the stream’s banks 
at this point are so low the water reaches out into the 
woods and carries back all sorts of juicy things from under 
the leaves, stones, and rotting logs. He looked at the pool 
thoughtfully. ‘‘Go ahead,” I said, “give it a try.” 

He put on a fresh worm and dropped it at the head of the 
pool. I watched as the current caught the bait and swirled 
it downstream, barely an inch below the surface, until it 
reached the tail of the pool. 

“See?” he said. ‘““Why don’t I get trout?” 

“For one thing,” I told him, “April fishing is bottom 
fishing—all month.” I explained that when the water's 
as cold as it was then, trout lie low in the deepest pools

and feed directly off the bottom or within a few inches of 
it. They won’t come up six inches, even for a nice worm. 

There are several reasons for this. Most trout food is 
on the bottom when the water is cold. Also, trout don’t 
like to swim against fast currents, so when spring freshets 
come they stay below where stones break the flow and 
provide a layer of fairly slow, warmer water. 

“You mean there’s quiet water underneath that torrent ?”’ 
he asked, pointing to the pool. 

“Yes,” I said. ‘Trout, too.” 

I looked at his rig. His worm was pinned up in a tight 
ball on a snelled hook. No leader. The line had three 
small split shot pinched on it. In that current they wouldn’t 
submerge the worm more than an inch. 


I gave him a six-foot, five-pound-test nylon level leader and 
a No. 8 hook. To the leader I attached a round, swiveled 
sinker heavy enough to carry the bait down to the trout and 
keep it there, and showed him how to hook a night crawler 
through the collar so it looks natural in the water. 

Then I pointed out the deepest part of the pool and told 
him to drop the worm in. He did, and after a minute looked

To Smith, and to many West Coast- 
ers, bait means salmon eggs. To East- 
erners it mostly means worms, but even 
in areas where eggs are forbidden some 
anglers fool trout with novel imitations 
like balls of cotton, vaseline, and tapi- 
oca; red glass beads, and even kernels 
of yellow corn—as Wynn Davis points 
out in “Trout Are April Fools.” 

But egging rigs and techniques, West 


or East, are all pretty much the same. 

Leaders must be light, say one-pound- 
test or finer. If you use a standard 
trout line, a long leader is best. For 
spinning, attach a short leader to three- 
pound-test monofilament. Some anglers 
keep a spare reel loaded with four or 
six-pound-test monofilament just for 
bait fishing. 

Any style of salmon-egg hook is O.K. 
so long as you can hide it completely in 
the egg. Be careful not to split the egg. 


While sometimes a carelessly attached 
egg on a large hook will produce strikes, 
well-hidden hooks do better. 

A couple of small split shot pinched 
onto the leader about 18 inches above 
the hook make for better casting, sink 
the egg quickly, and also provide weight 
which helps keep the line taut. 

A gentle flick of the wrist will send 
the egg sailing and plop it lightly into 
the water. Take up slack as the egg

at the landing said to me. “Too many logs and stuff 

around. It’s no good fishing.” That didn’t make any 
difference to me just then. I'd asked if there were any 
northern pike around the sawmill’s dock, but I was mostly 
interested in testing a new spinning outfit I’d got especially 
for this trip to Lake Victoria in Quebec’s La Vérendrye 
Park, one of the few great wilderness fishing spots left 
in North America. 

We'd arrived only a few minutes before, and the sun 
was sinking fast, but I wanted to unlimber the rod at once 
since I knew we had a long canoe trip ahead of us in the 
morning. I’d been told the area was alive with pike, but 
I knew we'd have to go far down the lake—30 miles or 
more—for the type of fishing we were after. Here the 
water was dark and discolored from the soaking bark of 
the logs. 

As I stepped onto the landing and snapped a little red- 
and-white spoon onto my line, I noticed that a small log 
boom marked the distance limit for casting. My first cast 
confirmed the need for trying out the rig, for the 12-pound- 
test monofilament tangled badly. I'd evidently overloaded 
the spool, so I cut off the snarl and about 10 yards of line. A 
swirl on the water near the boom’s far edge made me hurry. 


f Vhey don’t come around here much,” one of the guides 
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The spoon dropped inches short of the logs, traveled 
several feet underwater, then relayed a hard bump to the 
rod. I was fast to the first fish of the trip. It was a pike, 
just over 20 inches, and before the sun had gone com- 
pletely I'd tossed back five more about the same size. Six 
pike in half an hour; not bad for “no good”’ fishing. 

We were plenty tired after the 650-mile drive from our 
homes in Berwick, Pa., to the upper end of the park. Even 
so, it was tough trying to get to sleep at the base camp 
that night. Those six pike kept me awake wondering what 
the fishing would be like when we reached our destination. 


rs. Ralph Johnson, Cletus Kershner, and Kenneth Drake, 

fellow townsmen of mine, shared my excitement. 
Ralph and Cletus had fished Victoria’s waters the year 
before during this same month—-May—just after the ice 
was out, and they were itching to get back. Maybe I did 
close my eyes that night, but if I did they soon were opened 
by Bruno, part Indian and our head guide. 

“You sports want to go with me to check my net,” he 
called loudly, ‘‘you better get up.’’ Tomorrow had sneaked 
up on us. 

The morning was beautifully clear and quiet as our two 





canoes glided out onto the smooth bay, Bruno in the lead 
and Ken and I following. On the way Bruno carefully 
pointed out that Indians are legally permitted to net fish 
to round out their food supply. 

His gill net was nearly 100 feet long, and Bruno told 
us he keeps it staked out in the bay from spring to fall. 
Sometimes, after a good night, it traps enough fish to take 
care of his immediate needs and also some left over to 
smoke for the lean days. 

This was just an average catch. The water was still 
too cold for the fish to be on the move much at night, but 
Bruno managed to disentangle enough to cover the bottom 
of his washtub. There were several wall-eyes, a five-pound 
pike, a sucker, and several whitefish. Some were still alive. 

“Biggest fish we ever ketch,” he said, “was wall-eye, 
18 pounds. Most we ketch in net are much smaller.” 

Sight of the fish spurred us back to the landing, where 
we found the freighter canoe being readied for the trip 
down the lake. We helped pile the remaining duffel into 
it and, shortly after breakfast, climbed aboard. 

“T’ve hit good pike in Canada before,” I said to the boys 
later as the 25-horsepower outboard pushed us easily 
through the calm water. “But I’ve never had them come 
as fast as they did last night.” 

“You haven't seen anything yet,” Ralph grinned. “Wait 
until we hit the spot we fished last year. They come just 
as fast, and lots of ’em come five times as big.”

Those were two-pounders I'd been fooling around with 
at the landing. Five times two makes 10—pounds! But 
I believed Ralph. He and Cletus had brought moving 
pictures back to prove it, and I’d actually seen some of 
their fish. 

I’ve always felt that northern pike are sold much too 
short. Anglers have traditionally used heavy tackle on 
them just because they’re usually big fish. But, pound 
for pound, pike aren’t built to fight as long or as hard as 
shorter, broader gamefish, and only the real monsters are 
a match for heavyweight tackle. 

On this trip I was out for some real sport with pike, 
hence the spinning rod and the small lures. To make my 
plans pay off I knew it would be necessary to find places 
where pike were fairly thick, for old Yellow-spots wouldn't 
be likely to trouble himself chasing far after the type of 
lures I intended to offer. 

Pike usually spawn in March and April, but the season 
sometimes extends into May. That’s true in the area we 
planned to fish. Eggs hatch in about two weeks, but fry 
sometimes hang around their birthplaces for as long as 
three months. In the first weeks they eat aquatic insects, 
then start chasing small fish, and their appetites and nasty 
dispositions soon make them go for lures resembling 
minnows. 

Young pike grow fast. They usually reach 10 inches 
the first year, and add another eight (continued on page 95)

as I eased my first rainbow, a six-pounder, to the 


M partners were beside me exclaiming with enthusiasm 
water’s edge. “Just a baby,’’ I said, and knelt to un- 


hock him. Then-I released him—right before their eyes— 
while George and R. V. stared in disbelief. 

“Look, you guys,” I grinned, “there are big ones up in 
Lake Titicaca. Why waste time here?” 

We were in South America, on the beautiful little Caba- 
nillas River. Another 60 miles, and we’d reach the end of 
our 5,000-mile trip from Texas to Lake Titicaca, on the 
border between Peru and Bolivia. We had stopped the little 
rail car we were riding in to sample the river, and my one 
cast with a hip-swinging orange wobbler had taken the six- 
pound rainbow. 

I’d been to Titicaca twice before. It’s the highest navi- 
gable lake in the world, 12,500 feet high, 130 miles long, 
about 40 miles wide, and 1,000 feet deep in places. I knew 
it to be full of giant rainbow trout, and after seeing me let 
that six-pounder swim away, R. V. and George were con- 
vinced our cue was “On to Titicaca!” 

But we had to walk slowly back to our autocarril—an 
automobile with iron-flanged wheels for riding the rails 

because the altitude had us out of breath. We were well 
over 13,000 feet up and had crossed the continental divide 
of South America just a couple of hours earlier at 14,660, 
about 550 feet higher than Pike’s Peak. 

We got back in the rail car and told the driver to get 
going. At the moment we could have used the oxygen tank 
and breathing masks which we had insisted on leaving be- 
hind us at Arequipa, where we had started on this final leg 
of our trip. We had flown to Lima, Peru, the previous day 
and taken another plane 700 miles south to Arequipa 
elevation 8,500 feet. After spending the night at that beauti- 
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ful city to get used to the thin air in which we’d live and 
fish for a week, we went to the railroad station to board 
the autocarril. 

There’s where we scuttled the oxygen tank. I had written 
a couple of months earlier to Ricketts & Co., whose offices 
are in Arequipa and Lima. They are travel agents, im- 
porters and exporters, and they made all arrangements for 
us. I thought then there would be four of us and had 
ordered two rail cars. Only three of us could make it, so 
we decided to squeeze ourselves and our tackle into one car. 

The front seat of the autocarril was occupied by a “‘piloto”’ 
and a “copiloto,’’ and half the rear end was taken up with 
a huge oxygen tank fitted with several valves and breathing 
masks. The bystanders watched in amusement as we argued 
for a simpler arrangement. I turned to the assistant driver 
and said, “Copiloto, no se necessita.” 


ut he was necessary, the driver protested. ‘“Regula- 

tions’”’ required a copilot for the 220-mile run to Juliaca, 
our base city near Titicaca. In addition, it was apparent 
that the copiloto had been looking forward to the trip—a 
nice, restful day over and day back, and a fat North Ameri- 
can tip. But two drivers for a day’s automobile trip was 
carrying it a little far. It wasn’t his pay that mattered— 
the price was the same with one driver or two—but we 
needed the space. 

After we talked our way down to a single driver we 
started on the oxygen tank. Here we ran into real opposi- 
tion. Regulations required the tank and breathing masks 
for travelers who might not be able to stand the altitude. 
We explained that we were all airmen and accustomed to 
great heights. We finally lifted out the tank and put it on

the ground, saying as firmly as we could, “It stays here.” 

The driver shrugged. After all, he’d done his best and we 
were Very, Very Important People, as we were paying $45 
for the trip. While this came to about 10c a mile, it was a 
fortune in Peruvian money. Hiring the rail car at this 
fantastic price was proof of our importance and gave us 
priority over any and all local trains. Word of our progress 
was flashed ahead from every station so the locals could 
pull off onto sidings. 

As we left, the Cabanillas River and kept on toward 
Juliaca, we forgot about the altitude in talk of the big trout 
we'd get tomorrow. We were, we concluded, a bunch of 
lucky guys. We love fishing, and our jobs make it easy for 
us to fish the best spots in the world. I’m a vice president 
of Braniff International Airways and, since we commenced 
our service to South America in 1948, I’ve managed to get 
in several fishing trips a year down there—along the coast, 
and in half a dozen South American countries. I fished

Titicaca in 1952 from the Bolivian side, then from the 
Peruvian side in ’53.

e had an unusual caller at the house,’ Jim Stanton 
W wets me. “I heard a disturbance at 3 a.m., got up 

to see what my wife’s pet raccoons were into, and 
ran square into the rump of a big grizzly right at the back 
door, alongside the refrigerator. His wet fur sure felt cold 
on my bare flanks. The yell I let out chased him off. He 
walked around the house and sat down on the front porch, 
so I went back to bed. 

“Half an hour later we heard a big crash. I got up again, 
this time with a flashlight and the shotgun. The noise we 
heard was the rending of the lower door of the refrigerator. 
The bear had torn it off with one swipe and was lying on it 
with his head and neck in the lower compartment. I held 
the gun on his neck and told him to get out of there, which 
he did. I should have shot him. But the missus begged so 
hard—and, besides, what are you going to do with a grizzly 
that will let you bump into his hind end without taking 
offense ? 

“Now we are afraid to leave home for fear he will come 
again, tip over the refrigerator, and burn the house down. 
As you know, our refrigerator is operated by coal oil. He’s 
big enough to do it. Left claw marks 8% feet from the 
floor. Guess my luck is still holding out. That’s the third 
time I’ve been in actual bodily contact with a grizzly and 
there are no scratches on me yet.” 

Somewhere in the back country of the Yukon Territory of 
Alaska, there may be an Indian or a sourdough who can 
match Jim’s record. It’s not likely, though, for Jim still has 
a whole skin after three contacts with wild grizzlies.

He has enjoyed some unique advantages. Now past 70, 
James R. Stanton is a wiry welterweight who can outwalk 
and outclimb the average hunter of half his age. He has 
spent more than 30 years in the Knight Inlet country of 
British Columbia. This inlet is remote and spectacular, 
penetrating about 60 miles into the mountainous mainland. 
His house is close to the mouth of the Klinaklini River, in 
the center of an area with as many grizzly bears as can 
now be found anywhere. Most of the time he has lived with 
them peacefully. His experiences with grizzlies have been 
so many and so varied that he probably knows them as 
well as any man, and he’s a good talker. But that doesn’t 
mean he can give you a complete picture of the grizzly in 
one sitting. The subject, as he understands it, is too big. 


y7/ hat lore I absorbed from Jim was offered during two 
trips we made in 1953 to collect an outstanding grizzly 
specimen. In 19 days of hunting, he showed me 18 bears of 
all sizes. The one we finally got was larger than any that 
had been listed in 63 years, and tied the world record set 
in 1890. And Jim’s data on grizzlies, I soon realized, was 
more important than our trophy. 

Born in the state of Washington and orphaned at an early 
age, Jim spent a winter or two with a trapper who taught 
him the ways of wilderness life. He worked in Seattle ship- 
yards during World War I, and at the end of the war, he 
and his bride, Lorette, decided to take a vacation. They 
bought an outboard motor, packed an outfit into a sturdy

little canoe, and began a voyage that took them up along 
the east coast of Vancouver Island. Then, at Alert Bay, a 
little village studded with totem poles, they ran across a 
couple of prospectors. These men had traveled along Knight 
Inlet. 


here’s an abandoned trapper’s cabin not too far up in 

that country,” one of the prospectors said. “It’s beside 
a creek that the Indians call Kwalati. I don’t know what 
the name means, but the creek is packed full of great rain- 
bow trout. The cabin isn’t in bad shape, either.” 

So, late in the summer of 1919, Jim and Lorette cruised 
up to that cabin on Kwalati for a few days fishing. And 
they stayed there for nearly 10 years. 

“In those days, there was nobody along the whole Knight 
Inlet except a few Indians,” Jim told me. “We treated them 
right and got along fine. Lorette liked the life a lot better 
than any we could have had in town.” 

Martens were plentiful in the region, and there was a 
scattering of other fur bearers. He trapped enough fur to 
cover their cash needs, with something to spare. A trip 
“outside” could be made in a few days when they needed any 
special supplies, but that wasn’t too often, as it was good 
country for a man who knew how to deal with it. Huge 
Chinook salmon came in the spring, and in summer there 
were other kinds of salmon, and also trout. Lorette did well 
with a little vegetable garden and picked wild berries in 
season. The autumn brought great flocks of ducks and 


Canada geese. Grouse whirred in the brush, and Jim had 
no trouble finding deer when it was cold enough to keep 
winter meat. Sometimes he brought in a mountain goat. 
But it was the bears, I think, that interested him more than 
anything else. He never killed them unless he had to, for 
the bears of the salmon country are too fishy to eat. He 
just liked to study them. 

He and Lorette moved all the way up to the head of the 
inlet, planning for something more than a canoe and a 
trapper’s cabin. They now have a good-size power boat for 
the salt water and a smaller one which Jim built especially 
for use in the Klinaklini River. Their comfortable little 
house has modern conveniences, and their radio keeps them 
well informed. 


p here there are lots of grizzlies and not many black 

bears,” Jim explained, as a perfectly natural reason 
for picking a place to live. ‘Farther down the inlet, it’s 
just the reverse.”’ 

“Did you ever hear of a character named Grizzly Adams ?”’ 
I asked him. “A hundred years ago, in California, he raised 
a grizzly cub. He trained it to carry a pack for him when 
he went hunting, and on cold nights he snuggled against it 
to keep warm. He never kept it chained, either.” 

“I never did anything like that,” Jim said, “but I'll show 
you a picture of three cubs we had around all one summer. 
One of ’em stayed until she was three years old. Lorette

The nearest town to our cabin is 
Churchill, located where the river enters Hudson Bay 25 
miles below us. But it’s a familiar life—I’ve been a trapper 
in the northern regions of Canada for more than 35 years. 

During low water Herriott Creek is 100 yards wide as it 
passes our cabin on the sprawling flatlunds. For 40 miles 
upstream from us, the creek meanders through a barren, 
treeless country where purmafrost is close to the surface. 
After two days of bright spring sunshine, the snow melts 
on these barrens and the resulting run-off breaks the creek 
ice and starts it down past us toward Hudson Bay. 

At the mouth of the creek, the Churchill River is three 
miles wide. Its channel is on the far side, and the rest of 
the river is so shallow that the ice remains frozen to the 
bed until melted. Each spring the ice that comes down the 
creek pushes out on the river ice and piles up, forming a 
jam that finally reaches up the creek for miles. 

Usually the creek’s 30-foot banks can contain the ice 
and the run-off. That was not so in the year 1954. 

During the month of April we didn’t have the usual thaw 
in the middle of the day, followed by frost at night. Instead, 
there was a 214-foot fall of snow, more than the entire 


evening water began to show along 
the bank of the creek. The night 
temperature remained above freezing. 

The following day, May 19, was warm with many hours 
of sunshine. Again there was no frost during the night. 

When we woke up the morning of May 20, we noted that 
robins, blackbirds, and many of the shore birds had arrived 
with the south wind. The sun shone steadily from the time 
it rose, at about 3 in the morning, until it set shortly before 
9 in the evening. The mercury that day rose to 60. By 
3 o’clock that afternoon several feet of snow on the creek 
had turned to water and its level was rising at the rate of a 
foot an hour. 

In previous years, the broken ice masses reached the 
mouth of the creek several days after the first two consecu- 
tive days of spring thaw. Now the rapid rise of the water 
level indicated such terrific pressure farther upstream that 
it seemed the great push might come at any minute. 

My wife also had been checking on the rate of the water’s 
rise. We wondered whether the push would be as spectacular 
as in some years. Would it go through quickly or move 
slowly? Would many trees come with it? Would any

at dawn. The rut of the moose was moving to a climax,

Collier’s prospective subjects were a bull and a cow 

moose. The battlers shown above are both cows, and 

a fight between female moose is almost unheard of. 

In 1930 before Isle Royal, in Lake Superior, became 
a national park, East visited the island with two 
Michigan conservation officers, Dick Lahti and Ells- 
worth St. Germain. At that time, about 2,500 moose 
were packed into this 200 square miles of roadless 
wilderness. They seemed thick as flies around a honey 
jar. 

East and the two conservationists were at the 
island’s Lake Richie photographing the moose that 
came there to feed and wallow. During a lull in the 
heavy moose traffic, East and St. Germain peeled off 
their clothes and took a swim. They were just leaving 
the water when two cow moose walked from a cedar 
swamp into the lake and began feeding on lily pads 
100 yards away. Stepping into his boots, East grabbed 
his camera and crept nude and vulnerable through 
squadrons of mosquitoes to try for a picture. 

Then something went wrong. The two cows stopped 
feeding, glared at each other, laid their ears back, and 
started for one another at a fast walk. 

“They reared up and swung their front feet like a 
pair of boxers,’ East says. “A good many of their 
blows landed, and I could hear a solid whack each 
time. Any punch they threw would have knocked a 
man clear out of the ring.” 

There was plenty of time to take the picture above. 
Then one cow broke away and ran. The other followed 
a few yards and stopped, apparently satisfied that 
she’d trounced her opponent. 

“So far as I know,” says East, “these are the only 
pictures ever made of a fight between cow moose.

northwestern Nevada on U. S. 95, little-traveled short- 

cut to southern California from U. S. 50, and you see 
what looks like a mirage to end all mirages, I suggest 
you stop at the next gas station. 

After you’ve had a cold drink, and maybe dropped a 
few dimes in the slot machine, glance around. If there’s 
a fishing rod leaning against the wall, ask the attendant 
whether that mirage you saw isn’t actually Walker Lake. 
If he says yes, get your car right back on the road and 
don’t stop until you reach Hawthorne, a colorful Wild 
West, war-boom town on the shore of this 33-mile long, 
6 to 7-mile-wide desert sea. Then find a place to stay, 
and prepare for the fishing surprise of your life. 

If you do these things you'll be a lot smarter than I was 
three years ago. I saw the lake, all right, but a stiff wind 
was whipping it to foam, and gusts were kicking up weird 
columns out of the surrounding wilderness of sand, rocks, 
and sagebrush. While I knew desert sandstorms often 
stop as suddenly as they start, I vetoed a hunch to fish 
the lake, and in doing so muffed a chance to be among the 
first anglers to discover Walker Lake’s fantastic superpan- 
fish. 

I kept on going, got to the gas station, and talked with 
the attendant, a leathery guy dressed in the best modern- 
Western style with a 10-gallon hat and Hawaiian sport 
shirt. He lost no time reeling off a hot line about what 
he called the lake’s “bass.” 

“Bass?’’ I shot back, looking him straight in the eye. 
Well, no, not exactly, though they acted like bass. Actually 
they were perch, Sacramento perch. Biggest panfish in 
the world, he bragged. 

I told him I thought I'd fished all the good spots in the 
West on and off in the past 30 years, and I’d heard about 
the big trout Walker used to be famous for. But what 
about these perch? If they were that good, why all the 
secrecy? Were the local boys taking their cue from the 
Navy, which operates a huge ammunition depot south of 
Hawthorne and has decorated the landscape with as many 
Restricted Area and No Photography signs as there are 
shaving-cream jingles? 

“Nope,” the man said. “Reckon it’s mostly because 
nobody hereabouts thought of anything but trout—until 
trout fishing got lousy 10 years ago. And even Californians 
won't drive several hundred miles over desert for perch. 
They don’t know how big they are. When fishing’s hot, 
three and four-pounders are child’s play. A guy from 


[ you happen to be driving across the wastelands of 


“Some fish, huh, mister? Weighs 4 pounds” 


Fallon took a seven-pounder last year. And they eat 
better’n cutthroats. Fight hard too.” 

I thought a lot about that, but for one reason or another 
it took me longer to discover those king-size perch than 
it took Joe Walker to blaze a trail to the lake’s shores 
back in°1833 with the first wagon train overland from Salt 
Lake to California. In fact, it took me a couple of years. 

I took one crack at them the following July, only to 
find I’d waited until the height of the perch season was over. 
Tom Trelease, chief of fisheries for the Nevada Fish and 
Game Commission, and Lloyd Boone, chief steam fitter at 
the Navy depot and a member of the Commission, were 
with me, and we whipped the lake’s surface for two 
days. We could have filled the boat with small perch 
if you call 144-pound panfish small—but the big boys had 
finished spawning and were back in deep water. 

“Come next May,” Boone said. “I'll guarantee you'll hit 
the jackpot. You’ll take perch up to four pounds.” 

I took him at his word, even though it meant passing 
up the opening of the trout season in the California Sierra 
for the first time in years. I phoned Boone on May 1 last 
year to ask how things looked. 

“Better postpone it,” he advised. “Cold weather’s delayed 
spawning, and the wind’s been terrific. I'll let you know.” 


e flashed the green light two weeks later, and within 
hours of his call Paul Johnson, my fishing buddy, and 

I were on our way. Paul’s been fishing California streams 
since he was a kid, and while he’s still in his early 30’s he 
knows where more hot spots are than do most old-timers. 

Because of a burned-out brake, we pulled. into Hawthorne 
three hours behind schedule, and so weren't surprised 
to learn that Boone had gone fishing. We left word we'd 
get our licenses at the El Capitan Club, headquarters for 
fishermen, and would stay there until he showed up. L. K. 
(Fergie) Ferguson, right-hand man to Barney O’Malia, the 
club’s manager, came in just as we were shelling out $3.50 
apiece for five-day nonresident permits. 

“You guys missed the boat,” Fergie grinned. 

“Don’t say it,” Paul groaned. “No king-size perch?” 

“Plenty of perch,” Fergie allowed, “but trout are scarce.

We followed his slight, wiry figure 
down through the rocks and stunted growth, using every 
hollow and every bush, slanting, back-tracking, always with 
one eye on the stag and his harem. They were moving slow- 
ly to the outer side of the thicket. 

After half an hour we were about 100 feet from the be- 
ginning of the thick brush, sitting low in the tangled moss 
and spiny, evergreen furze. The wind was forgotten, as were 
the blackfly bites that had all but (continued on page 120

of 101 pounds, and the packer will have a strike on his hands 
until he removes that extra pound. 

After the piloto had screamed a few minutes, partly in 
Spanish and partly in Indian dialect, he finally hit the right 
word. The llamas gave him an understanding look and 
moved obediently off the tracks. 


W: reached Juliaca about 4 p.m. and found a delegation 
at the station to meet us. Our bagguge was sent to our 
suite at the Hotel Bineque, while we were surrounded by 
friends from my last trips, notably José Bernal, owner of the 
largest sporting-goods store in town, Alfredo Arnillas, local 
tax assessor, and Alberto Santillana, a dry-goods whole- 
saler, all of whom are fine fishermen and even better hosts. 

They are three of the half-a-dozen Juliaca residents who 
speak English, and they translated speeches by other digni- 
taries, the sum of it being that we were welcome to the 
city, the mountains, the lake, and were invited to stay 
forever. 

After an escorted tour of the city, a few rounds of drinks, 
and an excellent meal, we pleaded exhaustion and were per- 
mitted to retire to our bedrooms. These closed and shuttered 
rooms were too cold for us, after sunny Texas, so we rang 
for a houseboy and requested fires. Then came the sad 
news: room fires had never been considered necessary in 
this moderate climate and there were no portable stoves. 

Although the temperature dropped into the 20’s each night, 
this was mild to the hardy Peruvians. We settled down to 
the first of six cold nights at an altitude of nearly 13,000 feet. 

Within an hour, Carleton developed a slight headache, a 
little nausea, and a vague feeling of restlessness. I doubt if 
he got more than two hours’ sleep that night. Hogan and I 
were feeling remarkably well until shortly after midnight. 
Then we both awoke with mild cases of mountain sickness. 

While the altitude and the temperature were a little 
strange and uncomfortable, the Peruvian hospitality and the 
fishing were out of this world. That first morning Carlos 
Pineda, owner and driver of the station wagon our friends 
had engaged for our use, recommended that we try the lower 
stretches of the Cabanillas River, which flows into Titicaca 
a few miles from Juliaca. For acting as guide, driving us

30 to 60 miles a day, helping us carry 
fish, preparing lunch and in general 
treating us like helpless royalty, he 
charged us $10 a day. 

Carleton and Hogan were struck, as 
I had been on my first trip, by the 
country’s resemblance to the above- 
timberline meadow country of our 
own West. 

At the river, Carleton had his com- 
bination fly and spinning rod ready 
before Hogan and I could start the circulation in our cold 
hands. He cast an orange-and-black wobbler across a 60- 
yard pool and began a slow retrieve. 

There was a whirl and splash and he was fast to a monster 
rainbow. It fought hard, sulking on the bottom and roaring 
up and down the pool. Then it came up for a brief spell of 
tail-dancing. Carleton played him for about 10 or 15 minutes 
and was about to slide him into the shallows when the fish 
made a last desperate effort. 

We saw Carleton’s rod splinter about two thirds of the 
way up. He quickly lowered it to transfer the strain to his 
8-pound monofilament line and began leading the rainbow 
instead of fighting him. Hogan waded out and brought the 
trout in with a gaff through its gills. It was a beauty, about 
18 pounds, 10 pounds bigger than the one Carleton caught 
in Montana years ago and has bragged about ever since. 

That morning we took about 35 trout in all, ranging from 
five to 21 pounds—ordinary luck for the Titicaca country. 
We threw back the five to eight-pounders, of course, and 
gave the larger ones to Inca Indians. Every day we were 
at the lake shore, Indians popped up from nowhere to watch 
our strange actions. When we stopped for lunch, several of 
them sat on the half-frozen ground a dozen yards away and 
waited. Our guide explained that they were waiting to see 
what we would leave. When we finished lunch we pulled 
back 50 yards toward the river and began to get ready for 
the afternoon’s fishing, keeping an eye on our patiently 
waiting friends.

_  fomonegy haste or open rivalry they carefully worked 
over our noon camp and found what seemed to be an 
impressive amount of treasure: used paper plates and cups, 
empty tin cans, beer bottles and tops, and an empty cigarette 
package. 

From what our guide told us, these Ihfdians do not lack 
for food, clothing, shelter, or pottery utensils, but they 
possess few if any products of western civilization. Our 
discards were rare and precious to them. 

After lunch we renewed our routine—which never got 
old—of catching trout which would have been lifetime 
trophies if taken from other waters. Here they were con-

sidered on the puny side. I believe the biggest we got in the 
next couple of hours was a 16-pounder which Hogan took 
on a black wobbler. 

By midafternoon the altitude had commenced to bother us 
a little. Our helpful chauffeur-guide and our companions 
realized we were not completely acclimated and did every- 
thing possible to take the strain off us. The chauffeur would 
cheerfully trot a quarter of a mile—-something none of us 
could have done at the time—to bring a piece of equipment 
or help land a fish. As we moved upstream he’d trot back 
to the car, bring it abreast of us, and then come back to 
help some more. 

By the end of our stay we were nearly adjusted to the 
thin air and could move around with reasonable comfort, 
but not with the endurance of our Peruvian friends. 

The men of Spanish descent, who have run the country 
for hundreds of years, are barrel-chested, powerful individ- 
uals who can hike endlessly at altitudes up to 16,000 feet. 
The native Incas look as if the next gust of wind might blow 
them across the river. Yet a 130-pound Indian will pick up 
a 150-pound load as if it were a pillow and half-trot with it 
for hours on end. One explanation is that they maintain an 
artificial sense of energy by chewing coca leaves. 

That afternoon we took time out from fighting fish in the 
thin air, to watch a group of Indian river fishermen. Their

method requires at least a dozen men but pays off in big 
trout and lots of them. They select a small, deep pool and 
the fisherman tosses out a handmade barbed hook about 
four inches across the bend and with an iron plate bradded 
to its flat shank. It’s tied on a long, heavy cord. The angler 
flattens himself on the bank where he can see the hook rest- 
ing on the bottom, barb up. His friends, in two groups, start 
stirring up the pools above and below his vantage point, 
throwing rocks and wading in the icy water. Finally they 
get a bunch of salmon-size trout herded into the small pool 
where the snag hook is lying. When the moment is right, 
the fisherman gives a quick jerk and out comes a trout of 
15 to 25 pounds. The fisherman kills his catch, heaves the 
hook back among the milling trout, and tries again. It’s not 
very sporting by our standards, but to the Indians it’s highly 
exciting and productive. 


W: couldn’t begrudge them their system. After all, it’s 
their country and they fish to live. Besides, trout are 
so plentiful in Titicaca and its rivers that the catches of 
Indians and sport fishermen haven’t dented the supply. 
After seeing Carleton break his lightweight rod the first 
day, we decided to stick to the heavier spinning gear for the 
balance of the trip. However, the country would be a fly 


here Inca woman salvaged anglers’ paper plates and cups 
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This matched set of three rainbows totaled about 60 pounds 
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fisherman’s paradise in at least one respect—no trees or 
bushes to interfere with backcasts. But there are few if any 
natural flies in that high country, so these big trout aren’t 
active surface feeders. 

The third day we got to see an Indian duck hunt. We 
were passing a large prairie lake on our way to the river 
when Hogan called to the driver to stop. The lake was half 
covered with ducks, and curved around the scattered flocks 
was a line of between 75 and 100 balsas, native boats made 
of reeds from Lake Titicaca. The Indian boatmen were 
poling them very slowly into a smaller semicircle, gradually 
herding the ducks into one flock. 

Finally, when the ducks were in a tight mass, all the 
Indians jumped to their feet screaming and whirling bolas 
over their heads. These bolas are a variation of the South 
American lassos used by the gauchos of the great cattle 
pampas of Argentina. They consist of three cords, two with 
heavy balls at the end and the third cord weighted by a 
heavy iron or lead handle. 

As the Indians began screaming, the entire flock of 
thousands tried to take off straight up and the air was 
almost solid with flapping ducks, crashing into one another 
in midflight. The Indians flung their bolas into the mass of 
ducks, killing and entangling hundreds. The rest of the 
flock circled wildly oyerhead while the Indians picked up 
their kill. There’d be a repeat performance later when the 
flock settled back on the lake. Our driver said that 100 
Indians would kill about 5,000 ducks a day. 

We spent two days fishing the lake itself and took our 
largest fish in water hundreds of feet deep. We worked out 
a simple method of fishing. I’d written ahead and asked my 
friend Arnillas if he could get us some sort of raft, as boats 
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weren’t available. He’d had four balsa logs hauled up the 
narrow-gauge railroad from the sea-level jungles and lashed 
them together in a raft 10 feet long and 3% feet wide—just 
big enough for one fisherman and the raftsman at a time. 
We found three was a crowd (see photo), so only one of us 
would fish from the rafi, one from a rock or peninsula, and 
one would wade the shallows near shore. 

The fishing required no special technique. We just heaved 
our lures as far as we could—and you can really get some 
distance with an eight-foot rod and eight-pound-test line- 
and reeled in slowly. A lunker rainbow usually interrupted 
the process. The water is free of brush or stumps, while 
the age-old rocks, worn smooth by waves and currents, do 
the least possible damage to your line. But you can’t hurry 
things with an ordinary spinning outfit, not with 20-odd 
pounds of frightened, fighting rainbow on the end of the line. 


evening several of our Peruvian friends would drop 
in at our hotel to ask about our luck and perhaps join 
us in a drink and dinner. They’re delightfully hospitable 
folk. One evening Sefior Santillana invited us to his home 
for a dinner of broiled perdiz which he and the mayor had 
shot for us that afternoon. The perdiz is a quail-like bird a 
little larger than our bobwhite and travels in pairs, not 
coveys. The flesh is delicious. 

Our small dinners at the Beneque consisted of soup, meat 
loaf, duck, beef, vegetables, and dessert—all for 32c. 

Several times at dinner we asked about the origin of the 
Titicaca trout, but I doubt if we’ll ever know the true story 
for sure. Everyone is agreed that the trout were introduced 
to the lake in this century, but some say Germans put them 
in before World War I, some say North Americans intro- 
duced them about 1935, and some say British commercial 
agents put in a few fingerlings in 1937. 

Anyway, they’ve done pretty well. The first year trout 
were discovered by sport fishermen—1951, as far as I know 
—a Bolivian doctor took a 3614-pound rainbow on a spoon. 
That’s only half a pound shy of the world record. It’s said 
that natives have speared 50-pounders—and I believe it. 

Those native spearmen earn whatever they catch; they 
have more patience than any fisherman I’ve ever seen. I 
was resting one day while George Hogan worked the shallows 
near shore. Suddenly he called to me in a low voice. I looked 
up and saw him pointing to the reeds about 100 feet off- 
shore. A balsa had been backed into the reeds with just its 
front end sticking out. Crouched on the platform of its 
prow was an Inca, poised motionless with a multi-barbed 
gig in his upraised hand. 

George waded quietly to shore and we sat down for a 
smoke while we waited for the spearman to move. We had 
about decided he must be one of the Peruvian mummies 
which are frequently discovered in the Inca burial chambers 
when, smooth as a diving kingfisher, he drove his spear 
down into a magnificent rainbow. His victory cry, ‘““Trucha!”’ 
(trout) came across the water as he swung the 20-pound 
fish onto his boat. He stretched once and went back into his 
crouch. In a few minutes or hours another big trucha would 
come cruising by. 

The weather during our stay was delightful. After a good 
breakfast Carlos, our chauffeur, would drive us to the day’s 
fishing grounds. The small pools back from the edge of the 
river or lake would have thin lids of ice. Frost would fly 
from our rod guides until the sun got an hour or two high, 
and our breath would come out in smoky puffs—but the 
thrill of a 23-pound rainbow on a medium spinning outfit is 
worth it. 

The 23-pounder was the biggest of the trip. I caught 
him, and like all good fish, he almost got away. My guide 
had hunkered down behind a bank for a nap in the sun and 
I'd gone a few hundred yards upriver without noticing he 
was gone. I cast a wobbler upstream so the current would 
sweep it near a big granite boulder. All of a sudden it felt as 
if I had a small alligator on my line. The trout came out of 
the pool and at least three feet into the air. Then he headed 
for the boulder and tried to rub the lure from his mouth. I 
turned him back into midstream and he started rolling on 
me, wrapping the line around his head and jaws. 

I was afraid he’d cut the line on his teeth or on the hooks, 
but my luck held. Finally we were both exhausted and he 
lay there in the shallows waving his tail and staring at me. 
I had no gaff and my sleeping guide hadn’t answered my 





calls for help during the 20 minutes I’d been playing that 
rascal. I didn’t have enough breath to call for him again. 
Somehow I had to get that monster over a 20-foot gravel 
bank to the grass. 

I waded in behind him, crouched over him on my hands 
and knees, and shoved him up the bank. Boosting him a 
couple of feet at a time, I finally got him up on the grass, 
and we both just lay there gasping. I'll always regret that 
R. V. wasn’t there with his movie camera to photograph 
the unorthodox landing of that great beauty. 

This country is a photographer’s delight. The air is thin 
and dust-free, and you just can’t miss if you set your 
camera on f/11 and shoot at 1/50 seconds. When I got 
back I sent my film to one of the better California color 
laboratories and they kept them a long time. Finally they 
sent me a set of transparencies with a letter saying they 
were baffled at the bluish cast and were sending duplicates 
to the film manufacturers in the hope that they could 
diagnose the trouble. 

Actually, the film and processing had reproduced the 
colors with complete fidelity. The trouble was that the 
laboratory people were unfamiliar with film shot at 14,000 
feet in dust-free, moisture-free air, and didn’t realize that 
the sun there is so brilliant that it has a bluish hue. 

Several times we saw the Titicaca steamers docked at 
Puno, Juliaca’s port. They are big ocean-going vessels, 
some of which were sailed to Peru from Great Britain. The 
first one was put on the lake in 1861, before the railroads. 
It was packed over the mountains on the backs of mules and 
Indians and reassembled on the lake. For some reason the 
Peruvian Corporation, which operates the line, sails them 
only at night. There are three steamers operating now, and 
they’re as swank as any luxury liners—gleaming brass, 
mahogany interiors, teak decks, fine linens and silver for 
the tables, and meals to match. 


he first time we saw one of the native balsas close up 
I passed my camera to Hogan. “George, get one of me 
on this thing,’’ I asked, “and I'll do the same for you.” 
I was up on the reed boat posing for a picture, when its 
Indian owner came trotting up from nowhere. He was the 
biggest Indian I saw on the trip—and the maddest. He 
crackled unfriendly noises in his native dialect and mo- 
tioned furiously for me to get out of his boat fast. I did, 
and he shouted at me a few more times and stalked away. 
Later, when our chauffeur joined us, he explained the diffi- 
culty. I’d boarded a fishing boat which had been blessed 
by a priest. My sitting on it somehow desecrated the boat, 
and now an expensive reblessing would be required before 
it would be safe and lucky again. 


These balsas take a skilled native craftsman about a 
month to make and may be purchased for about $5 American. 
They are just bundles of reeds tied and formed to an age- 
old pattern. They have no cockpit, just a solid platform of 
reeds. Although they have great buoyancy, they will water- 
log in a few days if left in the water, so they’re beached to 
dry after each trip. An Indian can carry a light balsa on 
his back, but they usually haul them on the back of a small 
burro. The Indians are daring boatmen and will go out 
miles from land searching for gopas. Once they locate a 
thick school of these small sardinelike fish, they scoop them 
up in hand nets by the hundreds. Broiled, gopas are the 
best fish I’ve ever tasted; the flesh is white and has a 
wonderful sweet flavor. 


* interlude of fishing went by so fast its end caught 
us by surprise. Carleton had to get back to Lima to 
make a flight. Hogan and I decided to stay on two more 
days, hoping to catch a world-record rainbow. 

We caught plenty of big ones—but no 38-pounder. We’re 
positive a world-record trout can be caught in Titicaca and 
we'll try it again next year. We’re going to do some trolling 
way down deep—100 to 200 feet down—if we can arrange 
for a boat. Lake-trout eggs from Michigan hatcheries were 
flown to Titicaca in 1944; there’s no telling what size those 
lakers are by now. As a matter of fact, there’s no telling 
what may be in the depths of Titicaca. It’s almost 1,000 
feet deep and few sport fishermen have fished it. 

I don’t think anyore has given big fly-rod streamers a 
real try. These trout should go for a wet fly that looks like 
a small fish. But the idea frightens me. Suppose one of 
those legendary 50-pounders hit your fly. With ordinary 
fly tackle you’d lose him or spend the rest of your trip 
trying to wear him down. 

Finally, Friday evening, Hogan and I had to start back 
to the States. We caught a Pullman at Juliaca for Arequipa, 
where we could get a plane to Lima. That Pullman was 
luxury. It was heated—and if you’ve never been cold for 
a week, you can’t know how wonderful that can be. 

Next morning we stood at the Arequipa airport, feeling 
a bit stifled in the thick air. It had been quite a trip. In 11 
fishing days we had taken approximately 122 trout weigh- 
ing from 10 to 23 pounds. We had shaken off many more 
from five to 10 pounds. We didn’t hook any under five 
pounds. Why, I don’t know. 

All I know so far is that Titicaca has the most unusual 
trout fishing in the world. If you don’t mind cold and high 
altitude, and do like wonderful hospitality, beautiful coun- 
try, and the prospect of snagging a world-record rainbow 
on any cast, the place is unsurpassed. THE END

to fast. So you use the change-of- 
direction cast and you’re there.” 
“You say that’s for slow water,” he 
said. “What about fast rivers, then?” 
“Use a variation of the change-of- 
direction,” I answered. “Just add a 








you can quickly learn the curves and 
rolls that put extra fish in your creel. 

“For instance,” I said into the loud-speaker, “the change- 
of-direction cast looks hard but is easy to do. Just take 
your time and let the rod and line do the work. Like this.” 

I stripped line off the reel, held the rod vertically in my 
right hand. Then I began false-casting up and down the 
gym, keeping the line going just fast enough to clear the 
floor. Ready then, I let the backcast drift behind me and 
pivoted from the waist to my right. As I did, I turned my 
wrist to the right and powered the line forward with a slow 
but positive snap of my wrist. The slowly moving line went 
straight out to my right and fell among the spectators. 

“The same thing can be done to the left,’’ I said. ‘In the 
same way: False-cast up and down, then, when your line’s 
behind you, pivot from the waist to your left, bring the wrist 
around to the left, and deliver the forward throw. You'll 
get a straight-line cast to the left.” 

After the session was over, a number of men came out of 
the crowd to ask questions. 

“These trick casts look pretty,” said one man. “And 
they’re fine for exhibitions. But when would I ever use 
them ?” 

“These aren’t stunt casts I’ve done tonight,” 
“They’re practical ways to catch fish.” 

“How would that change-of-direction cast to the right pay 
off?” the man asked, unconvinced. 

“Suppose you're fishing slow water where drag’s not a 
problem,” I said. “You’re in the midst of false-casting 


I said. 
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curve to it. I'll give you an example. 

I remember one time on the Laramie 
River in Colorado. I was facing upstream, close against a 
brushy shore to my left, while directly across the current a 
good fish was coming up. I couldn’t face him and backcast 
because of the trees. Deep water ruled out wading to an- 
other position. A roll cast wouldn’t have a chance for a free 
float because of the speed of the current. I needed to toss 
a curve of line upstream and across, one that would bend 
around to land fly and leader a few feet downstream from 
the line. That would give me a couple of feet of drag-free 
float, and I could mend the line for more. 


S° I turned my back to the shore, held the rod horizontally 
in front of me, and started to false-cast up and down 
the river, parallel to shore. I kept the line going back and 
forth slowly, just fast enough so it wouldn’t hit the water. 
When I had enough line out, I let the backcast roll slowly 
downstream from me and started the forward cast. As I 
brought the line forward I turned my wrist slowly to the 
right, until the rod pointed four feet above where I’d seen 
the fish. The line turned to the right and the end of the line 
and the leader turned over and dropped the fly right on the 
spot. It floated down, without drag, to the fish, and he took 
it hard.” ; 

“What about the change-of-direction to the left?” another 
fellow asked. “Do you use it very often?” 

“Sure do,” I said. “And it really pays off. Once on the 
























Yellowstone River near Livingston, Montana, it saved the day for me. 

“It was early October. The big browns were moving and I was after 
a lunker. I put on a No. 4 Muddler and started casting straight across 
the stream, working the fly back through the fast current in foot-long 
strips. As I moved downstream, I came to a bank on my right, so near 
and so high that I couldn’t get a backcast above it. And with a horizontal 
backhand cast (described in my article last month, page 86) I couldn’t 
get out to the fish. On top of all that, it was almost impossible to get that 
big fly out with a roll cast. 


o I thought of the change-of-direction to the left. Facing downstream 
S and standing at the edge of the water, I started false-casting down- 
stream and up, down and up, parallel with the shore. Then I started a 
downstream forward cast, but turned left from the waist and rolled my 
wrist slowly to the left. The line followed wrist and rod, curving across 
the current to land 40 feet out, far enough to get hits and fish.” 

Like those men from Richmond, many anglers think these unusual 
casts are merely for exhibition. But they’re part and parcel of a good 
fly caster’s craft. They'll take fish you can’t get otherwise. Besides that, 
there’s considerable fun and satisfaction in being able to toss a curve, 
an aerial roll, or any of the more intricate casts. 

The main thing to remember is that the cast must never be rushed. 
Timing is the essence and it’s surprising what you can do with a fly line 
once you get it into the air. That famous fly caster, Herb Welch of 
Mooselookmeguntic, Maine, could actually spell out his name in the air 
above him (but not the name of his home town!) without ever stopping 
his line or letting it touch the ground. Welch did this to please show 
crowds, but many a good fly caster can put his line in the air and, with 
a circular motion of the rod tip and a well-timed roll of his wrist, make 
the line perform a complete circle overhead. From any part of that 
circle he can deliver a fairly accurate and lengthy cast. And that is 
merely the ultimate in the change-of-direction cast. 

In all casts special attention must be paid to timing, and slow and easy 
does it. Too abrupt a change of direction, when the line is picked up for 
the next throw, can end with the angler tied in knots. 


ne day when I was fishing on the West Boulder in Montana with 

Allen Nelson, we decided that I should work a dry fly upstream 
while he cast downstream with a streamer, with the current on his left. 
At once I heard his line slapping into his rod. Then I heard him mutter- 
ing. Without looking I knew what was happening. I reeled in and 
made my way down to him. 

“I’m trying to reach that fish over there,” he told me, pointing te a 
riser directly across stream. He cast again, while I watched. 

“The trouble is,’ I said, ‘that you’re casting straight across the current. 
Your casting is fine, but each time, after your line has drifted down 40 
feet, you pick it up, and without a false cast, without gradually working 
the line up your way, you try to make a backcast. You’re trying to cover 
too much territory in a hurry. The change of direction is too great and 
becomes greater still because the current is swinging your line in below 
you. As a result you’re lifting your line as you would for a straight 
downstream cast, and then trying to make a forward cast directly across 
the stream.” 

“What should I do?” Allen asked. 

“Pick the line up and make the backcast,” I explained. “Then throw 
the forward false cast to your left, 15 feet farther upstream. Keep it in 
the air and come back on that level. Aim your next forward cast still 
another 15 feet upstream. Then you’re ready to shoot the real forward 
cast—right out to the fish. This false casting takes time but it keeps you 
out of trouble.” 

Advanced casts are not as difficult as they may appear, as long as the 
caster knows what he’s doing, and why. For instance, the curves to the 
right and left. 


he curve to the right is probably used more than any other advanced 

cast because most right-handed fly casters like to fish with the near 
bank on their left, in order to have the casting arm as free from brush 
interference as possible. The curve to the right is used to drop the fly 
so it will float down the current ahead of line and leader and free of drag. 
Thus the fish will take the fake for a natural and grab it without hesita- 
tion. There are also many times when an angler wants to get around 
some natural obstacle or into a hole under brush. Then the curve to the 
right is invaluable. 

The easiest curve to the right is a modification of the change-of- 
direction cast. Make the usual up and downstream false cast and then, 
as you start the forward cast, turn your wrist to the right. When wrist 
and fly rod are turned the line will follow, gradually curving around; 
and leader and fly will light on the water in an arc to the right. 

In a spot where water is racing out of the tail (continued on page 86)

his fishing season, anglers will take 
husky brown and brook trout from 
15 Maine ponds with a total area of 
725 acres, in which until recently there 
were only stunted fish of various kinds. 
This happy condition is the result of a 
project being carried out by the state’s 
Department of Inland Fisheries and 
Game. 
These ponds (and remember, in Maine 
a “pond” can be a good-size lake) are 
of the kind that fishery biologists classi- 
fy as borderline habitat, which means 
that they produce both warm-water and 
cold-water species. In such cases, the 
prolific warm-water species frequently 
take over, reducing the desirable game- 
fish population and overcrowding the 
lake so that all fish are stunted. 
Under the immediate supervision of 
biologist Robert Foye, the Maine proj- 
ect undertook to reclaim such ponds by 
removing the existing undesirable fish 
and replacing them with trout. Photo-

Get wise to nature’s storm 
signals. It'll help you to 
better fishing and hunting 


We live in an ocean of air, just as 
fish live in the sea. But this envelope 
of air is not level. Instead, it is some- 
times piled high like mountains, some- 
times scooped out like valleys. The 
barometer, which is simply an instru- 
ment for measuring the weight of the 








same scientific principles that meteor- 
ologists use in making their forecasts. 

Take, for instance, the old saw about a red sky at sunset 
indicating a fair day to follow. The scientific explanation 
is simple. Since all weather tends to move from west to 
east, when you look toward the sunset you are looking 
through air that will reach you tomorrow. If that air is wet 
and rainy, the sunset sky will be gray or yellow; if it is dry 
and clear, the sunset sky will be deep red. Not the sun it- 
self, mind you, but the surrounding sky. 

Drawings on the opposite page illustrate a dozen simple 
clues to the age-old mystery: is it going to rain? Men 
knew and depended on these ancient rules long before there 
was a science of meteorology, but the reasons for them are 
explained by our modern knowledge of the factors that 
produce weather. 
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atmosphere, gives a high reading under 
a mountain of air, a low reading 
under a valley. It is for this reason that we call the moun- 
‘sins high-pressure areas or “highs,” the valleys low- 
pressure areas or “lows.” 


hese mountains and valleys of air are not stationary, but 
continually in motion. Because in the United States the 
prevailing winds are from west to east, the highs and lows 
generally march across the country in that direction, mov- 
ing an average of 500 miles a day in summer and 700 in 
winter. If your newspaper has a good weather map, you 
can see the recent location of pressure areas, and get an 
idea what is headed your way.

LANDLOCKED STRIPERS

f what they say about striper bass is true,” Mac Boykin 
yelled, “we should be the world’s most successful 
fishermen.” 

I ducked my head against the lash of rain and held on 
while our boat reeled under the impact of a wave that threw 
spray a dozen feet into the air. I wiped the water out of 
my eyes and grabbed one of the reels which had almost gone 
overboard. 

“What do they say?” I gargled. 
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Mac drew the collar of his rain suit tighter around his 
neck to keep out some of the water. 

“The rougher the weather, the better they bite,” he 
declared. 

I glanced back at Webby Cross, who was trying to hold 
our bow at an angle to the angry storm. Webby nodded his 
drenched head. “In these parts, the biggest fish come with 
foul weather,” he said. 

We were on one of the lakes in South Carolina’s huge

Santee-Cooper Wildlife Area, in the low country between 
Columbia and Charleston, about 35 miles from the sea. I 
was braving those tempestuous whitecaps for only one 
reason—to find out for myself about the rare and unnatural 
condition that Mac Boykin and other conservationists had 
described to me. Mac and I had recently worked together 
on the story (OUTDOOR LIFE, Sept., 1954) of the remarkable 
conservation job done in Sumter County. 

The Santee-Cooper Wildlife Area has been developed for 
conservation as well as for hunting and fishing. In 1941 
state and federal authorities joined in creating the Santee 
National Wildlife Refuge in the area. Outside the refuge 
are more than 86,000 acres of unrestricted waters where 
fish have been stocked and around which food crops have 
been planted to attract ducks and geese. 

Most of the area consists of two big lakes—Lake Marion 
and Lake Moultrie. They are only a couple of miles apart, 
and the authorities jo‘ned them with a diversion canal, built 
dams to impound their waters, and stocked them with vari- 
ous kinds of fresh-water fingerlings. During the spawning 
season, as fish swam up the Cooper River, the locks on Lake 
Moultrie were operated so as to give them a lift from the 
river into the lake. Before the dam was built on Lake 
Marion, fish climbed up the Santee River and swam into 
it, too. 

Among the salt-water fish that climbed the rivers to 
spawn were large numbers of striped bass. When the twin 
lakes were impounded, early in 1942, these stripers were 
trapped in them. 


| oe 13 years now, these salt-water fish have lived there, 


reproducing as normally as any of the fresh-water 
species and providing some of the finest angling in the lakes. 
There have been reports of stripers weighing 40 pounds and 
of vast schools of yearlings nearly 10 inches long. The 
state game men have assured me that no other lake in 
South Carolina contains landlocked striped bass and that, so 
far as they knew, the species has never been successfully 
planted in fresh water anywhere. I wanted a close look at 
the Santee-Cooper stripers. 

Now, as we crossed the 10-mile stretch from the mouth 
of the diversion canal to Pinopolis Dam at the lower end of 
Lake Moultrie, I dug my fingernails into the boat seat and 
wondered how anyone could work up much enthusiasm for 
a fish of any kind on a day like this. We were in the angry 
tail lash of a hurricane which had roared along the South 
Carolina coast the day before, leaving the entire low country 
seething with lightning, thunder, and torrential rain. 


s far as I knew, this weather was typical of the Santee- 
Cooper Reservoir. My one previous pilgrimage to fish 
these waters had been with Mac Boykin a few months before 
—an expedition I’d remember as long as the rockfish, which 
is the local name for striped bass, was mentioned in polite 
fishing circles. 

Mac and I had left Sumter on one of those late-spring 
dream days, with a gentle southwest wind and a few lazy 
clouds dappling the sky. And I believe we might have had 
a good afternoon on the lake, if the wind hadn’t suddenly 
shifted and hit us in the face like a blast off an icecap. It 
churned the surface of the water into wrinkles, then waves, 
then whitecaps. That wind was cold. It blew right through 
our wet clothes and seemed to be getting colder by the 
minute. Later we learned the temperature on shore had 
dropped 23° in two hours. 

To add to the discomfort of the wind, the waves were 
filling up the boat.+I held the trolling rod with one hand 
and bailed with the other, but the water gained on me. I 
thought maybe we’d have to swim—if we got ashore at all. 

“I’m ready for that coffee,” I chattered over my shoulder. 


Some struck at Lou’s jig and missed, but this pair got hits 


Mac’s a hard quitter when he’s got a fishing rod in his 
hand, but he reluctantly pulled in his line and we turned 
back to the beach. 

“If this is a lesson on how to catch rockfish in this lake,” 
I said, “I'll stick to pumpkinseeds.”’ 

But now here I was again, almost under the same condi- 
tions, being tossed about like a fishing cork on the same 
lake, with rivulets of water running down my collar and 
the wind caterwauling like an off (continued on page 105)

I knew the water would be driving the ice with more force 
this year than I had ever seen before. I could not imagine 
how great the damage might be, and I was so worried that 
all my nerves seemed knotted. My throat was tightened 
and my heart thumping. 

“There’s going to be a flood,” I said, “and it’s not far off.” 

“If I hadn’t known that by the conditions, I’d have known 
it by how quiet you are and by the number of times you’ve 
looked at the creek,” my wife replied. “Is there any danger 
of our drowning?” 

“If the worst happens, we can get in the canoe and take 
the dogs with us.” I assured her. “We can’t go anywhere, 
but we could keep dry.” 

“Is there anything we can do, any preparations we should 
make?” she asked. 

“Not a great deal. We'll put everything in the cabin as 
high as possible. I doubt the cabin will be carried away, 
because the banking is still frozen.” Before freeze-up, I 
had banked three-foot piles of earth against the cabin walls 
in order to save heat during the winter. 

A flood was a certainty, and I expected that the banking 
could hold the cabin in place no matter how high the water 
came. However, a much greater hazard would be the ice. 
I had seen trees a foot in diameter sheared by ice as if they 
were straws. I know of buildings that were smashed and 
carried away by it. Would that happen to our cabin? 

As we worked, I realized the folly of trying to keep worry 
to one’s self. A sensitive person usually knows what is in 
the mind of a close companion. This is especially true when 
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they live, as we do, without being distracted by other people. 
I also found that talking about the possibilities, knowing 
my anxiety was shared, brought a great measure of relief. 
My body was no longer as taut as a fiddle string and I was 
better able to plan for contingencies. 

By the time darkness fell on May 20, we were as prepared 
as circumstances permitted. The five dogs, our team of 
huskies, had been moved to slightly higher ground. (We 
had no high hills near by.) Most of the perishables had been 
put on high shelves. Food had been our first thought and 
was moved first. A gunny sack containing the spring catch 
of fur was hanging from the ridgepole. The freight canoe, 
dug from under the snow, had been brought to the door 
and secured to the doorpost. In the canoe we put a gun, an 
ax, paddies, a sleeping bag, a tarpaulin, a grub box with 
food, a few dishes, and the tea pail—survival equipment. 


hat evening the wind shifted suddenly to the north and 
blew a gale. 

Neither of us undressed that night. We slept and watched, 
turn about, an hour at a time. 

At 3 o’clock on the morning of May 21, my turn came to 
keep guard and I went to the creek. The water level had 
held steady during the past hour. The ground was frozen. 
The temperature had dropped to 25. As it appeared unlikely 
the ice would move for a few hours, I decided to take a 
short sleep. 

It seemed I hardly had thrown myself on the bed when I 
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was disturbed by rumbling. I leaped for the door and pulled 
it open. 

Broken ice was hurtling downstream. While I was still 
looking, the movement ceased with startling suddenness. 
The push had come to a stop in front of our door. 


looked at my watch. It was 4 o’clock. Waking up my 
wife, I said, “The ice is here. I'll get breakfast. We'd 
better eat while we can.” 

A few minutes before 6 the ice began to move again. The 
rushing head of water was carrying great, tumbling blocks 
of ice six feet thick, many of which, when upended, had a 
20-foot thrust above the surface. Water reached the top of 
the bank. The ice was traveling as fast as a man can run. 
Field glasses disclosed that the height of water was carry- 
ing the ice around the curve below our cabin. If this move- 
ment continued, we were safe. 

For two hours we reveled in the spectacle of sight and 
sounds. Great chunks of ice were shoved high, then fell 
back and were swept along, carrying with them branches 
and trees. Some of the blocks were chocolate-brown with 
mud, others glowed soft, electric blue, and still others 
glinted like diamonds. Our ears were filled by grinding, 
crashing, pounding, and splashing, as if the gods were 
composing a symphony on the liberation of the waterways 
from the bonds of winter. 

As we watched, the speed of the ice slackened and the 
level of the creek dropped lower and lower. In front of our

door, the creek carried only an occasional, vagrant piece of 
ice, a chunk that had been thrust high on the bank and later 
had fallen back into the stream. Never had I known the 
broken ice to get out of the creek in less than two days. 
Several years it was two weeks between the time of break- 
up and of open water. This time the ice and the danger 
apparently had gone in two hours. 

And so, we thought, the most eagerly awaited event of the 
northern year, the opening of navigation, had come and 
no harm had been done us or any of our belongings. In a 
few days, ice in the channel of the river would go out, ice 
in the shallows would melt, and ice in the great harbor at 
Churchill would be swept into Hudson Bay. Then we could 
reach town, our headquarters, by canoe and outboard motor, 
there to see our friends, get our accumulated mail, and sell 
our furs. 


W: breathed a prayer of thankfulness and returned to 
the cabin for a second breakfast. 

Shortly before noon, while making another of many trips 
to the bank to delight in the miracle of flowing water, I 
found much ice and noted that willows which had been two 
feet above water a short time before were again submerged. 
Somewhere up the creek a jam which I had not suspected 
must have broken loose. 

“It’s not over,” I called. 

“Impossible!” cried my wife as she hurried to join me.

BAITS 
FOR [TROUT

always take trout on artificials, if 

not on flies, then with spinners, 
spoons, or plugs, but I must admit that 
I lack that magic touch. Trout that 
have tried spinners, you see, vastly pre- 
fer real, live minnows. 

I think it’s fine for an angler to have 
a fondness for artificials, because they 
often do better than natural baits, but 
don’t develop a weakness for them. My 
own loyalty to these fake trout foods 
used to leave me fishless and frustrated 
during days when natural-bait anglers 
made good catches. I’ve since learned 
my lesson. 

Lots of ponds are sorely disappoint- 
ing to fly fishermen, some so poor that 
trouters who are fly-fishing purists get 
to know them and pass them up for 
other waters. It was a small, deep pond 
in the Adirondacks of upstate New 
York that convinced me. I sweat blood 
trying to catch trout from this little 
lake with flies, and I never made a 
good catch numerically nor hooked a 
large fish. 

This was worm water, I later dis- 
covered, and a worm fished just right 
changed. the whole complexion of 
things. Even worms didn’t produce 
much when fished from shore. Canoes 
were hard to maneuver properly. The 
answer was a log raft. It drifted 
slowly, just right to keep a worm bait 
easing along the bottom, and the logs 
didn’t frighten the trout. 


| sess a fishing wizard could 


frees was one kind of raft that 
worked best, crude as it was—a 
huge affair 18 to 20 ft. long and 7 or 8 
ft. wide. Its size would easily hide the 
persons and shadows of two anglers 
from the trout. You could move around 
or sprawl out comfortably in the sun- 
shine. Frogs even took up quarters on 
this islandlike craft as we idled across 
the pond and paddled slowly back for 
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another drift with the prevailing wind. 
And the trout were suckers for this 
subtle approach. It was rare to make 
a trip across the small pond without 
getting at least one fish. 

The fishing technique was simply a 
matter of letting out enough line to 
keep your worm flirting with the 
bottom. At times two large night 


crawlers worked best, but generally a 
single worm on a hook sized to match 
it did equally well. As with most bait 
fishing, it took some practice to slacken 
the line and allow the fish to take the 
bait for just the right interval before 
striking, but we mastered that easily 
enough to make many limit catches. 
The trout we took averaged better than 
14 lb., with a few beauties up to 3 Ib. 

If you get a chance at an impounded 
lake that holds trout, especially 
brookies, it may pay you to try worms 
just above the dam. Spring is the best 
time for this. I remember stepping up 
to one such set-up just after the ice had 
gone out in the spring. I knew nothing 
of the water or country, so I started 
fishing just above the dam. The surface 
was calm, but the depths had a strong 
undertow where the water started to 
rush down to power-plant turbines be- 
low. 


ince I’m fundamentally an artificial- 

lure enthusiast, I started with wet 
flies, which wouldn’t sink deep enough, 
and then switched to spoons, which 
sank too fast and hung up hopelesslv 
and expensively on the bottom. The> 
I changed to worms, which for me is 
not as easy as it reads, and started 
hooking trout. 

In this particular place—and often 
in others like it—the undertow could 
be made to work for me. A worm would 
drift untouched until it started to suck 
into the strong current of the outlet. 
At that moment a trout would rush to 
grab it. If i got too cautious, fearing 
I'd lose my terminal tackle in the

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powerful suction of the outlet, I’d stop 
getting strikes. It was a question of 
learning the timing that would deliver 
the bait just right. That’s the art of 
good bait fishermen. 

There’s no substitute for practice in 
getting the feel of a bait drifting just 
right for a particular condition. Once 
you do, however, the pattern registers 
so that you'll probably repeat it with- 
out thinking. Drift a worm down- 
stream toward a flooded brushpile, for 
example. You'll get to feel and know 
when your bait is coasting in just 
right, even the moment when the strike 
should come. You learn that by letting 
a few baits bob along too near the sur- 
face without getting a strike, by hang- 
ing a few uselessly on the bottom, and 
by having another worm or two sucked 
in and snagged in the brushpile. 


any bait fishermen are finicky in 

their choice of worms for trout. 
The fish themselves are sometimes se- 
lective, but not so much so that any old 
worm won’t do a fair job if it’s served 
right. My favorite is a plump, lively 
night crawler. Trout are in a bad mood 
indeed when they refuse one of these. 
Fish them on hooks ranging between 
No. 4 and 8. The smaller red worms 
that are often raised commercially do 
about as well. They require smaller 
hooks, of course, say sizes 10 to 14, or 
even smaller. On the spur of the 
moment, I’ve also dug little worms out 
of streamside banks, worms that varied 
from pale pink to dirty white in color. 
These wild ones are extremely firm and 
| lively—and trout killers all. 

In the late summer and fall, when 
the water is low, grasshoppers may be 
supreme. I think Michigan gave me 
| my most vivid instruction on how ’hop- 

| pers can save a disillusioned purist. 

My artificial-lure companions and I 
were making a poor showing on this 
| trip, but all the time we were persist- 
| ently skunking ourselves another friend 
| was cleaning up with grasshoppers. 
| He’d just about exhausted his ’hopper 
supply when we finally came begging. 
No crisis in that, though. He and his 
son made a game of catching them, 
spreading a wide, fine-mesh net be- 
tween them and running pell-mell 
through the field. Scads of startled 
‘hoppers banged into the net and tan- 
gled there. 

By way of further demonstration, our 
friend asked us to fish the near-by 
stretch of stream with our artificials. 
We got a couple of small fry. He 
worked it behind us with his high- 
jumping bugs and caught three nice 
trout. We quickly armed ourselves with 
grasshoppers and ended the day with 
catches to be proud of. 

Another time I was staying at a camp 
in northern New York State where the 
folks expected me to produce in expert 
fashion. Artificials had been a bust 
and I was sitting on the bank dis- 
couraged when a grasshopper lighted 
on my waders. “An omen,” I thought, 
and caught it. 

First I floated the ’hopper over some 
good spots on a large fly. Nothing hap- 
pened. But that didn’t discourage me, 
since no fish were rising. I figured the 








"hopper should be sunk. Tearing the 
feathers off a big No. 6 wet fly, I ran it 
through the insect and cast it upstream 
It sank, and suddenly I was fast to a 
2-lb. brown trout. 

All that stopped me after that was 
my ability to catch grasshoppers. The 
15 I was able to flag down produced 15 
strikes from trout. I landed seven of 
these fish, the smallest of which 
weighed 1% lb. 

Each of these trout hit when the 
grasshopper was deep, nearly to the 
bottom, which I’ve since learned is a 
sound way to fish ’hoppers. The only 
other skill they require is delicate 
handling in casting them and in allow- 
ing a fish to take them solidly before 
you strike back. They tear off the 
hook easily. 

I’ve made some fine catches with 
natural nymphs, too. Catching these 
critters for bait, however, puts a high 
cost in labor on every fish they take for 
you. Yet there are lots of days when 
people tell you fishing is a silly busi- 
ness, “because they just ain’t bitin’.’’ 
And those are days you may save by 
some energetic groping under rocks and 
snags to catch some nymphs for bait. 

Nymphs recall a session on a stream 
where one worm fisherman, out of the 
many fly, lure, and bait men who were 
working it, had caught one trout in the 
past week. My dry flies were doing no 
better, which gave me the motivation 
to put in an hour or so groping around 
in the stream for live nymphs. 

I finally amassed a fortune of 20 of 
the largest nymphs available, cut the 
feathers off a No. 16 wet fly, and started 
drifting nymphs on this tiny hook. I 
had five nice fish when.my bait ran out. 
If I'd been more expert at hooking 
those that struck I’d have had about 
15 good trout. Live nymphs are tender 
things to keep on a hook and they re- 
quire precise handling on small hooks 
and fine leaders. If I were to set out 
to make a day of such fishing, I’d take 
a more limber rod than a stiff dry-fly 
model and work with more caution 
and delicacy than is required with arti- 
ficial wet flies. 


innows also make killing trout 

baits, particularly for large fish. 
They’re a somewhat troublesome bait 
to use, though, because they need to be 
kept alive or else fished so that they 
have a live action. It’s a real chore to 
keep a bait minnow alive while wading 
and fishing a stream. Fresh, firm, dead 
ones given a good action produce about 
the same, however. I'm a little skeptical 
of some of the preserved minnows used 
for trout bait. Trout often seem wary 
of the taste or odor of the preserving 
formula. It’s also a good idea to check 
local laws on use of bait minnows. 
Using young gamefish as bait is gen- 
erally illegal, of course, and some states 
also prohibit the use of any carp-family 
minnow, which includes goldfish. 

The brighter side of the coin is the 
fact that minnows are another of the 
natural baits that will occasionally take 
trout when nothing else will. 

I think the most neglected of all 
baits is the hellgrammite. Many 
streams contain them and the fish often

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go for them in a big way. Take, for 
instance, the time a friend and I fished 
a New Jersey tributary of the Dela- 
ware River for several hard hours 
without a spark of encouragement from 
the trout. We tried all our best wet 
and dry flies, bucktails, and spinners 
before I ever thought of hellgrammites. 
What reminded me was our nearness 
to a riffle on the Delaware where I'd 
seen a lot of hellgrammites while bass 
fishing. 

It took me a couple of hours on the 
rife to dredge up a dozen hellgram- 
mites, but they rewarded me with nine 
nice trout. They’re tough enough that 
the same one may catch two or more 
fish, the first strike and fight simply 
pushing the bait up the leader. But I 
must confess that I’ve seen the other 
side of the hellgrammite picture, too. 
It’s good in many waters, East and 
West, but in some it’s not worth a hoot. 

Still, trout are generally eager cus- 
tomers for natural bait. Don’t kid 
yourself, if you’re prejudiced in favor 
of artificials, that the fish don’t bite on 
real meat, something with odor and 
taste, when it’s skillfully presented. 
Even the tiny, lowly maggot accounts 
for many a lunker. And some of them 
strike on days when anglers who bellig- 
erently stick to artificials go home with 
clean creels.—Ray Bergman. 





CASTS FOR EXTRA FISH

of a pool, a loose, sloppy curve to the 
right—done from the left-hand side of 
the drop-off—is called for. Throw this 
curve with a short line, aiming 10 or 
12 feet above where you want the fly to 
hit, and power it with only the middle 
section of the rod. Don’t put the tip 
into it at all. The line will go out 
sloppily, with no force, and will fall in 
a curve to the right. The extra 10 feet 
of line cast in this casual way allows 
enough slack for a goodly float before 
drag sets in. In such a place it’s about 
the only cast that will consistently take 
fish. An upstream S-cast would fall 
over the fish and scare him. A straight 
line would be whisked out of there by 
the fast current. And if you creep up- 
stream to make a straight-across cast, 
the fish will see you. But that sloppy 
cast will bring rich rewards. 

Yes, curves get you fish—not only a 
leery trout in thin water, but a buster 
of a bass basking under a dock, or a 
flashy bonefish tailing on the far side of 
a mangrove shoot in salt water. It’s 
surprising how many times a curve is 
needed in the course of a day of fly 
fishing. 

The curve to the left comes in handy 
time and again, and is the easiest of 
the curves. Do it by holding the rod so 
that it points to your right a bit above 
the horizontal position. False-cast and 
then shoot the line harder than neces- 
sary for the distance. When the speed- 
ing line runs all the way out, pull back 
a bit with the rod tip. The jerk of the 
stop kicks the end of the line and leader 
around to the left.” 

With one important difference, this 








is exactly the same technique used to 
land the fly on the surface ahead of 
the line. The difference is in rod posi- 
tion: When you wish to have the fly hit 
the water ahead of the line, hold the 
rod at a very slight angle from the 
perpendicular, while for a curve to the 
left, landing the fly downstream from 
the line, the closer to the horizontal 
that the rod is held, the wider the curve. 
And for most purposes, the wider the 
curve the better. 

One of the prettiest casts of all is the 
roll cast, and it has as much practicality 
as beauty. This cast is invaluable when 
brush close behind you prevents a 
proper backcast. In such a position, if 
the line is brought in toward you and 
the rod raised to the 1 o’clock position, 
the line will lie in an arc between rod 
tip and water. Then whip the rod for- 
ward with the same wrist action used 
in a regular forward cast. The line will 
follow the rod, come in beside you, and 
roll on up and out, whereupen the fly 
will flip over and land gently on the 
surface. 

A roll cast made with a backhand 
snap of the rod often gets into a difficult 
spot on the fisherman’s own side of the 
river. On certain angles of retrieve, 
you can use it for a backhand pick-up, 
returning to your regular wrist posi- 
tion on the false cast. 

It’s also possible to shoot a roll cast, 
especially when using a heavy forward- 
taper line, but in such a case the line 
should be brought in to not more than 
25 feet before doing the roll. If a lot of 
line, say 40 to 60 feet, of such weight 
as a G-B-F or a G-A-F is left lying on 
the water, it will be almost impossible 
to do a roll because of that heavy 
weight so far out. 


Aw cast is especially good for a 
pick-up in fast water. Every time 
I think of this pick-up, I remember the 
day I was fishing the upper Potomac 
River near Shepherdstown, W. Va., with 
Paul Levering. At noon I came upriver 
and saw Paul standing knee-deep in a 
rife. He made an upstream cast, and 
as line and leader swept back toward 
him in the heavy current, he tried to 
pick it off the water. The line was mov- 
ing so fast that when he lifted his arm, 
hoping* to get line into the air, it rode 
in against him, wrapping around his 
legs, some of it tangling around his 
wrist and the fly rod until he looked like 
a pretzel maker’s nightmare. He turned 
to me in despair. 

“What am I doing wrong?” he 
wanted to know, when I moved in be- 
side him. ‘‘What causes all this mess?” 

“In water like this,” I said, ‘the line 
is moving so fast that when you try to 
pick it up your arm goes away back 
and you’re just pulling the fly in closer 
all the time. Half the time it never 
even gets into the air.” 

“What can I do?” he asked. 

“When the line and fly are riding 
down on you like that,” I said, “and 
when you raise the rod to pick the line 
up—right then you’re in a perfect posi- 
tion for a roll cast. The line is out on 
the water in front of you, your rod is 
high, so it’s no trouble to bring it back 
to the 1 o’clock position. From there

The most important rule of successful 
fishing is to fish where the fish are. That’s 
why more non-resident fishermen come 
to Maine than to any other northeastern 
state (backed up by published reports of 
license sales). 

Successful fishermen know from expe- 
rience that landlocked salmon (the Latin 
name comes from the name of a Maine 
lake), big trout (Togue, Brown, Brook 
and Rainbow) and largemouth and small- 
mouth bass thrive in Maine’s 2000 lakes 
and ponds and 5500 rivers and streams. 

These fish were caught in ’54 by mem- 
bers of Maine’s ‘‘The One That Didn’t 
Get Away Club’’: 


Lake (Togue) — 20 Ibs. 12 ozs.

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“Not by pulling back on the rod, the 
way you usually strike,’ I said. “But 
you can rush the roll cast. That’ll jerk 
the line toward you and hook the fish.”’ 

Carried still farther, the basic roll 
cast becomes the aerial roll cast, a

maneuver that will get a trout fisher- 
man out of many a jam when both he 
and the fish are surrounded by brush. 
I recall a perfect illustration. On Fish- 
ing Creek in Maryland, I was trying 
to get to a fish that lay in a small run 
at the head of a pool that was hemmed 
in with bushes. I was hemmed too, and 
the only way to cast was from a 20- 
foot opening in front of me directly 
across to the head of the pool, where 
the trout was slowly working his fins, 
waiting for a natural. 

I stripped off 15 feet of line and 
gripped the fly by the bend of the 
hook so it wouldn’t catch my fingers. 
Then I flipped fly and leader into the 
air ahead of me and started to feed 
line out through the guides. Then, line 
in air, I made a forward cast, picked 
the line up in the air, and made a back- 
cast. Still false-casting, I gradually got 
the line going in a neat vertical circle, 


| like a wheel rolling, a bit to my right 
| and a little in front of me. When I had 
| 15 feet of line out, I made a forward 
| cast and dropped the fly right on that 


| 
| 


trout’s nose. He took. 

If I had put that fly down on the 
surface in such a confined space, even 
once, for a regular retrieve and pick-up, 


the fish would have busted out of the 
county. Such a cast is seldom needed, 
but on occasion it’s the only one that 
can pay off. 

The roll cast is also a great help in 
freeing a fly snagged on a log or other 
obstacle. The harder you pull toward 
you, the deeper the hook sinks. But 
nine times out of 10, if you slack up 
on the line and do a roll cast to throw 
line out beyond the fly, it will pull the 
hook out, away from you. 

The way you retrieve the line is im- 
portant too, because it affects the pick- 
up and the following cast. Some anglers, 
particularly trout fishermen, work the 
line around their fingers, or make a 
figure 8 with it in the palm of their 
left hand. But for general mobility, 
quickness, and line control, the strip 
retrieve is best. 

To make it, the rod is held with the 
thumb and middle finger sticking out 
from the grip, the thumb over the top 
and the middle finger coming around 
underneath. Hold the line between the 
extended thumb and finger and strip it 
in with the left, or free, hand. At the 
conclusion of each strip, transfer con- 
trol of the line to the waiting thumb 
and finger and hold it taut until the 
left hand brings in the next strip. You 
can drop the line as it comes in, either 
in the bottom of a boat or on the sur- 
face of the water. It may also be held 
in coils in the left hand. 

With the strip retrieve, the line can 
be brought in as fast or as slowly as 
you wish, and you always have a tight 
line, ready for the strike or for the 
pick-up for the next cast. 


he fast-strip method is especially 

good in fast water. When fishing a 
rapids, a riffle, or a fast glide, I usually 
make a 25 to 35-foot cast upstream—a 
short line is always better in fast water 
—then give a couple of fast, arm-length 
strips as the line charges down. I raise 
the rod tip then and do a roll pick-up. 
Or, when the line is 15 feet above me, 
I might toss it up and backward and 
then deliver the forward throw. The 
result is the same. 

All these casts will be used many 
times in a season of fly fishing and they 
help to make fly casting great sport. 
But the cast that provides the fireworks 
is the double haul, a cast originally 
worked out by tournament casters. We 
owe them many, many thanks. 

Plenty of anglers who know the 
double haul never think of applying it 
beyond bass-bug fishing or salt-water 
fly fishing, where they’re using heavy- 
duty tackle. Yet the power supplied by 
the double haul is needed still more 
when the outfit is small, because then 
even the slightest wind will cause plenty 
of trouble. 

Last summer on the Big Hole River 
in Montana, Walt Weber and I were 
fishing a beautiful stretch ‘of water 
where we knew there were some good 
fish, We were using eight-foot rods 
and H-D-H lines, with 12-foot leaders 
tapered down to 4X tippets. Walt’s 
fly was a No. 10 Whitcomb and the wind 
was trying to blow it right back at him 
every time he cast.

where trout lie and where they feed. 
Often a resting trout, far from his 
feeding station, will nibble at a worm 
if it stays in front of his nose long 
enough. You gain confidence too. Un- 
like the beginner who starts out later in 
the spring with wet or dry flies, and 
often goes for long stretches without 
a fish, you catch trout right away 
often on your first trip. 

I don’t mean that worming is easy. 
It isn’t, and later in the spring it re- 
quires just as much skill as dry-fly 
fishing. But in April, trout find worms 
hard to resist. They aren't as easily 
frightened, either. They stay in deep 
water where, apparently, they feel 
secure. And since rivers often are 
muddy or slightly colored during April, 
the fish can’t see you so easily. 

Last April I stood beside a youngster 
I was teaching to fish with a worm 
We were on the Pequest River in New 
Jersey, and the stream was lined with 
fishermen. It was a beautiful day, but 
the stream was roily. You couldn’t see 
bottom in three inches of water. But 
the boy and I stood in a pool and took 
trout out from under the feet of other 
anglers. He caught four brown trout 
that day, the first he’d ever taken. To 
get a rise from that pool a month 
later, you had to sneak up as if you 
were stalking wild turkeys. 

Another example of taking trout on 
a crowded stream occurred on Cather- 
ine Creek April 1st last year. Fifty or 
more anglers almost completely ringed 
a deep hole in the creek, all fishing at 
once. It was one of the most fan- 
tastic sights I’ve ever seen on a trout 
stream. Most of those fishermen caught 
big rainbows—fish up to five pounds. I 
was told that more than 50 trout were 
caught in that hole that day, just a few 
miles upstream from Watkins Glen on 
New York’s Seneca Lake. 

For worming small creeks up to 20 
feet across, I like a 7'4-foot fly rod, 
since anything longer gets me into 
trouble with the bushes. I go for longer 
rods on larger streams that can be 
waded. But for big rivers in April, 
when they can’t be waded, I favor a 
spinning rod. 

The spinning rig I consider to be 
ideal I first saw used by Bill Bowen and 
his wife while fishing the Saranac River 
in the Adirondack region of New York. 
It’s made by attaching a round or bar- 
rel-shaped sinker to monofilament spin- 
ning line, putting on an eight-inch 
leader exactly eight inches above the 
sinker, then tying on the hook. It’s 
important to tie the leader to the line 
with a small, smooth knot that will slip 
easily through the guides. 

Reeling in line until the worm and 
sinker are side by side just one inch 
from the rod tip, you cast just as you 
would with any metal lure. The rig 
works as smoothly as a fine watch and 
permits long, easy casts. 

But worm fishing isn’t the only way 
you can fool trout during April. There 
are times when worms take a back seat 
in the trout’s April diet. 

A few years ago I fished the East

Fred Peters. We were staying 
Margaretville, N. Y., and went to bk 
one Friday night listening to a driving 
April rain beat an anvil chorus on the 
tin porch roof outside our windows. 
The Delaware flows through meadows 
below the town, and when it rains hard 
its waters get as muddy as a hog 
wallow. 

“Spinning rods and worms to- 
morrow,” Fred growled as he turned off 
the light. He’s a devoted fly-rod man. 

But he was wrong. During the night 
the wind changed, and by morning 
bright, warm sunshine was filling the 
room and robins were singing on the 
lawn. 

We lost no time getting to the stream. 
The river had run off during the night, 
leaving little ponds sparkling in the 
fields near its banks, and it had almost 
cleared. You could see bottom through 
quite a bit of water. 

Fred started with a bucktail streamer 
he’d had tied himself to imitate the 
dace native to the stream. I’ve found 
that in must April water, where trout 
feed on minnows, streamers are about 
the deadliest flies you can use. So I 
began with a brown-and-white bucktail. 

But the trout weren’t interested in 
feathers that morning. By 11 o’clock 
I'd gone to worms; Fred stuck to 
streamers. I caught two barely legal 
trout, which I put back with muttered 
comments. 

“Something’s wrong,” Fred observed 
as we went up on the bank for lunch. 

‘“‘What’s wrong is that the trout aren’t 
feeding,’’ I said. 

I went down to the river’s edge and 
stuck my thermometer into the water. 
It registered 60°. At that temperature 
trout feed every 12 hours. They were 
feeding all right; we were fishing in the 
wrong places. With water that warm, 
I reasoned, the fish wouldn’t be schooled 
up in the deepest holes. They’d prob- 
ably be out in the riffles, and possibly 
even in the tails of pools. 

Fred and I were discussing this when 
I noticed a flash in the riffle in front of 
us. There was another flash, and Fred 
cried, “A nice brownie. He’s nymph- 
ing.” : 


he riffle was wide, shallow, and long. 

Watching closely, we could see the 
trout’s outline as he worked nose down 
in the stones at the head of the riffle. 
His tail was up and waving violently, 
to keep him erect in the current. Dry- 
fly anglers call this tailing. He was 
dislodging nymphs. He’d poke among 
the stones, then suddenly dash down- 
stream, turn, and slowly swim back up- 
current to pick up his prey. 

We had no nymph flies with us, but 
we had several 18-foot, drawn-gut 
nymph leaders tapered to 5X, and a 
dozen No. 20 eyed hooks. I walked to 
the bottom of the riffle, careful not 
to disturb the trout, and picked up 
several stones. Under one I found two 
large May-fly nymphs, definitely June 
drakes with characteristic humped 
backs and huge bulging eyes, and, 
clinging to another rock a stone-fly 
nymph. 

Fred selected the largest May fly and 





I took the stone-fly nymph. We pinned 
them carefully onto the tiny hooks and 
sneaked out into the lower part of the 
rife. Fred took one side, I the other. 
Once in casting position, we waited 10 
minutes, then both cast upstream into 
the head of the fast water. 

I watched the water closely for a tell- 
tale flash that might indicate a trout 
had taken the nymph. I’ve found that if 
I wait until I feel the strike I’m usually 
too late. Nymphing is a delicate busi- 
ness, for the creatures are almost as 
fragile as jelly, and a trout can take one 
off a hook in a jiffy without getting 
hooked. 

In using nymph flies, sighting the 
flash in the water or detecting any un- 
usual behavior of the floating line is 
even more critical. I strained my eyes, 
saw nothing. The nymph floated un- 
molested down to my feet, and I was 
about to lift it for another cast when I 
noticed a large, torpedolike form drift- 
ing several inches behind my nymph. 
It was a good trout, but it was obvious 
there was something about the nymph’s 
behavior he didn’t like. 


held my breath as both nymph and 

trout drifted by me. Then the nymph 
slowly began to work toward shal- 
lower, slower water. In seconds the 
trout charged. I lifted my rod, and the 
battle was on. 

Several minutes later I waded ashore 
with a brownie struggling in my net. 
I saw that Fred had another on his 
rod. We were in business, and fishing 
live nymphs down a fast, shallow riffle 
had put us there. So far as I know, we 
were the only anglers on the river that 
day who used live nymphs. We saw 
men fishing worms, wet flies, streamers, 
and dry flies, but we took the most fish. 

Next to worms, for my money, live 
nymphs fished on the bottom of still 
pools or floated down shallow riffles 
are the best trout bait whenever natural 
nymphs are found in the water. Trout 
need lots of fat all summer, but espe- 
cially in April when they’re thin from 
their winter fasts, and nymphs are their 
No. 1 source of fat. 

Nymph fishing isn’t just another 
method of worming. It’s an art, and 
there’s no shortcut to perfection. How 
do you learn it? By spending hours 
on streams, watching nymphs and the 
way trout feed on them. In time you'll 
develop a sixth sense that will tell you 
when a trout has struck the lure on 
your leader. 

You might begin by noticing how 
many different kinds of nymphs there 
are. Then note where each kind lives. 
Some inhabit only swift, well-aerated 
riffles, others in sediment on the bottom 
of still pools. Pay particular attention 
to how slowly most nymphs creep or 
swim. That’s the exact speed at which 
you should fish nymphs. 

During April the most active nymphs 
are usually May-fly nymphs, stone-fly 
nymphs, and water worms. Find out 
which is doing what in the stream you 
plan to fish. This varies from day to 
day. Fishing with well-tied artificial 
nymphs can be as successful as fishing 
with live insects—and besides being 
much less bother, it adds the fun of 





fooling trout with imitations. 
is the best time to learn how. 

There are times, however, when trout, 
especially big ones, go for minnows. | 
Certain trout streams are famous for | 
their minnow and streamer fishing. | 
Among these is Esopus Creek, which | 
begins in the dark forests high on the | 
slopes of New York’s Catskill Moun- 
tains and flows none too gently to the | 
Hudson River. Up from the big Asho- 
kan Reservoir it is a magnificent trout | 
stream all the way to its tiny tribu-| 
taries. } 

One brilliant April morning, Fred 
and I took some dandy rainbows and 
browns on minnows from that lovely 
stretch of deep pools and roaring rapids 
that begins below Elmer’s diner just 
outside Phoenicia. Elmer’s is the gath- 
ering place for Esopus anglers. When 
we pushed our way into the place that 
morning Elmer was serving coffee with | 
both hands and at the same time dish- 
ing out the latest dope on trout. 

“There’s a whopping brownie in 
the hole in back of the diner,” he 
whispered as a steaming cup went by 
my ear to some angler standing behind 
me. “I hooked him yesterday and he 
cleaned me good.” 

That was good enough for Fred and 
me. We climbed down the rocky bank 
and started in at the pool. Fred crossed 
the roily creek without drowning or | 
even getting wet, but I stayed cau-| 
tiously on the diner’s side. 

For stream fishing I don’t believe 
it’s necessary to fish live minnows. Cur- 
rent and good fly-rod action usually will 
provide all the action the bait needs, 
but Fred and I had a few dozen black- 
nose dace in a minnow bucket packed 
in ice. 

A simple rig suits me. I use a double 
minnow hook with a long needle shank, 
eyed at the pointed end. I thread it 
through the minnow from vent to 
mouth, then attach the leader (or line, 
if I’m spinning) to the eye which sticks 
out a little beyond the minnow’s lips. 
The bait lies naturally between the two 
hooks, which are down near the tail. 
For April fishing I add a sinker to keep 
the bait close to the bottom. I’ve found 
that this rig, fished properly, will fool 
any minnow-feeding trout in any 
stream during April. 


April 





made my first cast so that the 

sinker would strike bottom and roll 
gently across the deepest part of the 
pool as I retrieved with short, sharp 
jerks. When I'd worked about mid- 
way down the pool I heard Fred yell. 
He was fast to a fish, a real tough baby. 

The Esopus is a powerful stream in 
April. It can sweep you off your feet 
quick as a wink, and can help a big 
trout go downstream on the double. 
Right away Fred’s trout jumped clear 
of the surface, dived back in, and pro- 
ceeded to tear up the pool. Fred lost 
his footing and splashed around for a 
bit, but managed to stay upright. Then 
the fish zoomed downstream and ripped 
line from Fred’s reel so fast he had to 
take off after it. 

I didn’t see the final rounds of that 
fight because at the peak of the commo- 





tion I got a savage strike: That’s often

the way it isin April. A fish fighting in 
a big pool, instead of putting all the 
others down, seems to stir them up. 
More than once I’ve hooked a trout and 
seen another dash up alongside and try 
to take the bait out of its mouth. 

But minnows aren’t the only good 
killers in April. Streamers and small 
wobbling spoons can be just as deadly 
if you fish them right. I'll never forget 
one April morning on the Battenkill, 
near Shushan, New York, up against 
the Vermont border. 

The river was several inches high 
and slightly colored, and a light snow 
was falling. I started fishing where a 
spring-fed brook pours into the river, 
and I never got any farther. Using a 
%4-ounce silver wobbler and a spinning 
rod, I took one brown trout after an- 
other from the mouth of that brook. 
There’s a deep hole there, maybe three 
or four feet down, and the trout had 
schooled up in it. 


Fee after time I cast to the mouth 
of the brook, let my wobbler find 
the bottom, then dragged it along bot- 
tom. The trout hit it savagely. Such 
drastic bottom-dragging often isn’t 
necessary, even in April. I usually try 
different depths and various retrieving 
speeds until I find the right combina 
tion. Ordinarily a few inches off bottom 
is about right. 

The prize April fool of our trout 
streams is the deep-water rainbow that 
goes up in little feeder brooks every 
year for a brief honeymoon. The spawn- 
ing rainbow runs anywhere from half 
a pound up. Ernest Gibbs took one 
from Catherine Creek on April 1, 
1953, that weighed in officially at 14 
pounds 4 ounces. 

Except in those states, including 
California and Oregon, where the trout 
season is closed during April, spawning 
rainbows offer the beginner his best 
opportunity to connect with big trout, 
and taking them on the last few runs 
doesn’t seem to hurt the stock. Watc: 
out if your rod is a slender one an:! 
you haven't had any big-fish experienc: 
I’ve seen more than one beginner, anJ 
old-timer too, standing along rainbow 
streams in April shaking all over and 
staring goggle-eyed at their smashed 
rods. You have to play those fish with 
plenty of line. 

New York starts its trout season 
April 1 in the Finger Lakes region, 
giving anglers a crack at the last of the 
spawning runs up the the streams that 
feed those deep, cold-water lakes. 
Starting as early as January, big rain- 
bows swarm up those creeks by the 
thousands. 

The run is a sight that has to be seen 
to be believed. Late one March I stood 
with Ed McCarthy, Stan Magee, and 
Wally Allen on a little bridge across 
Catherine Creek and stared down into 
one of its long pebbly riffles. The water 
literally was boiling with big rainbows. 

Salmon eggs, either a single egg or a 
cluster, are the best bait for these 
spawners. But fish eggs are illegal in 
many Eastern waters, including those 
in the Finger Lakes area. Good imita- 
tions, however, are highly effective, 
especially cotton balls, tapioca balls, 





vaseline balls, and red glass beads. I’ve 
caught rainbows on most of these—and 
added a new one last April when I was 
fishing Catherine Creek. 

The day was so cold it froze the 
water on my line, and there were snow 
squalls and wind. Everyone else up and 
down that creek was catching rainbows. 
but I wasn’t. Wally Allen took a couple 
on cotton balls, Fd McCarthy landed a 
seven-pounder on tapioca balls. I'd 
tried everything, but I was skunked. 

Along about 2 p.m. a fellow walked 
up and dropped his lure right next to 
mine. In two minutcs he was fast to a 
rainbow. Fifteen minutes later he had 
another one. Then a third. By that 
time I was talking to myself. I noticed 
that every time he baited up he turned 
his back to me and worked close to his 
chest. He’s using salmon eggs, I con- 
cluded. Just wait until a warden comes. 

No warden came. Try as I would, I 
couldn’t see what the magic lure was. 
F.nally one of his baits flew off as he 
cast. I almost fell into the water as I 
grabbed it—a kernel of yellow corn! 

“Looks like an egg,” the fellow 
grinned. “Has a sweet taste too. Fools 
‘cm all right.” 

I beat it to Watkins Glen and got a 
an of corn. When I got back the fel- 
ow had gone, taken his limit, I was 
old. So I hooked a kernel on my line, 
slipped it into the pool, and let the 
sinker roll it along the bottom under a 
big brushpile. You can’t be timid about 
getting fouled and losing a few “.oks 
in this kind of fishing. 

You can’t relax either. Rainbows 
pick up eggs gently, so gently you can 
hardly feel it, and they can detect a 
fraud and spit it out as quick as you can 
bat an eye. So you wait. I waited, and 
waited, and waited. Finally I felt a 
light pick at my line, set the hook. A 
great throbbing shot up the line, then 
the pool flew apart. My rod was almost 
jerked from my fingers. 

Vaguely I heard someone yell “Fish 
on. Lines out,” the standard cry on 
Catherine when an angler hooks a 
trout. The fish jumped, shook himself 
in rage, then headed for Lake Seneca, 
six miles downstream, and it seemed he 
might make it in six minutes... until 
another angler dashed into the rapids 
below and scooped him up for me. 

I laid out all seven pounds of that 
rainbow on the pebbly beach and took 
a good look at him. Big, broad- 
shouldered and deep-bellied, he stared 
back red-eyed and full of hate. Then 
he gave a mighty leap and almost made 
it into the creek. I finished him off, 
cleaned him out, and stuck him in my 
creel, where he promptly froze stiff as 
a board. 

If you’ve been casting flies into low, 
clear streams in summer and getting 
few trout over 10 inches, try fishing in 
April when even the smartest trout are 
fools. THE END 
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the second. From then on the growth | 
rate slows down, and the fish put on| 
around two pounds a year after the| 
third year. The world-record northern 
was a 46-pound 2-ounce specimen, taken 
from Sacandaga Reservoir, N. Y. in 
1940. It probably was over 16 years old.

We were looking for heavy concen- | 
trations of pike, and that’s what we 
found. 

We started fishing right after the 
guides landed us just below the rapids 
at the outlet of the lake, and my very 
urst cast brought action. I knew by 
the feel of the glass rod that I was out | 
of the two-pound class.

ihe tail end of Lake Victoria roared | 
above the huge rocks from which we 
lished, squeezing into narrow gut loaded 
with boulders and pike. Below us the 
cataract leveled into a_ treacherous, | 
seething torrent. Ralph and Cletus 
stayed with the fast water and the 
hungry wall-eyes while I moved down 
to where Ken was. He'd broken all his 
old fish records in the first few minutes 
and was weighing a pike as I walked 
up. 

“Five pounds,” he grinned, then care- | 
fully lowered the pike into the water. | 
He stepped back quickly, and the heavy | 
splash the pike made as it took off | 
missed him completely. This was Ken's | 
first experience with big fish, and he| 
was enjoying it. 

“What are you getting here?” I 
asked, relieved at being able to talk in 
a normal tone after moving away from 
the noisy rapids. 

“Pike,” he answered, ‘and they’re| 
not out very far.” 

I moved a few yards away from him 
and put my line across a short eddy. 
Almost immediately I was fast to some- 
thing heavy, and I had to reel fast to 
keep the monotilament taut as the fish } 
came head-on. Then line screeched 
against the drag as the fish reversed 
direction. My reel tension was too 
tight, and I reached hurriedly for the 
adjusting knob. Too hurriedly, for I 
turned it the wrong way just as the fish 
made a sudden lunge. The monofila- 
ment cracked like a pistol. 

Feeling foolish, I glanced to see if 
Ken had noticed. Fortunately he was 
busy with a fish, so I tied on a new 
swivel and fastened another red-and- 
white spoon to it. My spoons were a 
bit heavy for accurate casting with the 
light rod, but the waters offered a big | 
target and there were fish everywhere. | 

The pike wanted the lure presented 
fast. That’s when they hit it most fre- 
quently, at least—about every second 
or third cast. When I let the spoon} 
settle deep, a wall-eye would dart from 
under a rock and claim the hook. I was} 
soon thankful I’d brought the heavy 
monofilament, for the swirling water 
frequently fouled the hook on a rock, 
and sometimes it took considerable 
whipping and heaving to free the lure.

having a canoe handy, so Bruno went 
back up the lake for more supplies and 
the lighter canoes. But being stranded 
on the rocks wasn’t unpleasant. The 
sun was playing peekaboo with billowy 
clouds that drifted lazily through the 
blue sky, and each time the sun hid 
for a few moments strikes increased— 
especially from the wall-eyes. Someone 
was battling a fish practically all the 
time, and it was only when something 
larger than usual struck that any of us 
were aware the others were near by. 
It was dream-fishing, a simple process 
of cast, reel a few feet, then fight. The 
pike averaged five pounds and the wall- 
eyes about 2% pounds.

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outboard through the spray during the 
last few miles, so Cletus lent him a rod 
for a few casts from shore.

| straight, and Ken’s face took on a 
| pained expression. Slowly he reeled in

| “My reel stuck,” he explained across

| der the seat and reached for his casting 

equipment. 

Though the clouds were still overhead 
| the scenery brightened considerably, 
| and our probing of the deeper water be- | 
| gan to pay off. Nothing startling, but | 
| we were catching pike. Even when a| 
| strong breeze laden with cold rain blew 
|us back to camp, there were no com- | 

plaints. We had one full day’s fishing | 
coming up. 

The fish box was comfortably heavy 

with a dozen wall-eyes over five pounds | 
each, but we wanted a few pike to take | 
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home. Now we thought we had the an- 
swer to filling the space under the lid 
that we’d reserved specially for the long 
fellows. 

When we started out next morning, 
the orders were to get pike. We de- 
cided to settle for six, two each, as 
“take home” cargo, and we were de- 
termined to keep none under eight 
pounds. 

The canoes headed right back to 
where we’d taken the licking the day 
before. Again the sky was threatening, 
but we ignored it. We got a hint of 
what was coming as we pushed into 
the bay. Thinking that we were going 
to stop just beyond the weeds, I dropped 
my spoon overboard. 

“Let’s go on,”’ Ralph yelled above the 
sound of the motors. 


hen I nearly lost my rod as my cast- 

ing reel screamed like a banshee. 
The canoes stopped, and after a short 
tussle I reeled in a six-pound pike. How 
he ever caught up with the lure Ill 
never know, but I tossed him back. He 
was certainly fast enough, but not fat 
enough. 

We started fishing right up the center 
of the bay. In no time I caught a seven 
pounder. Ralph picked up one a 
pound heavier. Then I boated a nine- 
pounder; Ralph took one 101%. Things 
were happening in the other canoe too. 
Not furious action, but big pike—fish 
that had the entire bay to battle in. 
And they frequently used huge patches 
of it. 

Going through a narrow neck to work 
a near-by shore, we nearly lost Cletus 
off the back of his canoe. His lure was 
reeled in close so that it was riding on 
top of the water and skimming over the 
weeds just below. Suddenly there was 
a tremendous splash at the canoe’s 
stern, and Cletus grabbed desperately 
for his rod. He caught the butt, but the 
tip bent right over to the water. There 
was a furious commotion for a few sec- 
onds, then all was quiet, and after he’d 
reeled in Cletus held up a big wobbling 
spoon with its rear hook missing. 

We'd been warned against trailing 
our hands in the lake water, and Cletus’ 
experience gave dramatic evidence of 
the need for such caution. One of those 
pike could easily tear a man’s hand to 
shreds. 

We'd drifted close to shore when I 
hooked a fish that fought unlike any 
other I’d played. Though it seemed on 
the heavy side, it made none of the 
plunging charges that are so character- 
istic of pike. There was something odd 
about the fish, and when it came close 
to the canoe I saw what it was. The 
pike, apparently injured when a min- 
now or perhaps malformed at birth, 
was humpbacked. It weighed about five 
pounds, and I had Bruno hold it up for 
a picture before releasing it. At my in- 
sistence, he lifted it by pressing his 
fingernails in its nostrils. 

Usually we handled our own fish. 
The guides grabbed the pike uncere- 
moniously by the eyes with thumb and 
finger. We used a similar method, but 
we were careful to put all the pressure 
on the bony sockets just in front of the 
eyes so as not to injure the fish. It

usually kept them quiet and evidently 
did them no harm, for within seconds 
after being released the fish zoomed 
away. 

When a fish came in that was headed 
for the icebox, however, we got a firm 
purchase on the eyes to avoid any risk 
of violent flapping and twitching. A fish 
gripped this way usually will hold still. 
There are exceptions, however, and 
sometimes it’s necessary to drop one 
fast to prevent getting hurt. 

We headed back to camp early, but 
under the canoe seats were all the pike 
we needed. Most were well over eight 
pounds. Cletus had the usual pool sewed 
up with an 1l-pounder. The really big 
fellows—those in the 20-pound class— 
had eluded us, but we knew there were 
some sulking deep down there. 

As we were idling along on the way 
back, the outboard purring quietly, Ken 
and I both got strikes on our trailing 
lines. I took a quick swipe at the motor 
switch. We reeled in steadily, giving 
line only when we had to, and soon the 
pike were alongside. Not big, but a 
nice brace. We unhooked them, slid 
them back, and dropped our lines over 
again. This was strictly for fun; the 
fish box was full. 

The next strike came quickly on my 
rod, far behind the canoe and deep over 
the sand. I stopped the outboard and 
braced myself against the heavy pull, 
giving the reel hard thumb pressure. 
Reluctantly a weighty fish yielded slow- 
ly, a turn of the handle at a time. I was 
forcing him, but carefully. Halfway to 
the canoe the fish gave a mighty surge, 
and then my line lay slack except for 
the throb of the big spoon. 

A moment later Ken and I examined 
the broken metal strap where the heavy 
treble hook had been wrenched from the 
lure. I glanced far up the lake to where 
camp was hidden by the shadows of 
trees along the shore. Soon the shad- 
ows would reach to us. Ken was reel- 
ing in.

settles, for sometimes a trout will strike 
just as the bait touches bottom. Let the 
egg rest for a few minutes, then slowly 
lift the rod tip as far as you can. Take 
up the slack, let the egg rest, lift the 
rod again, and keep this up until the 
egg is back in the boat. Then cast 
again. 

Not all trout strike alike, but most 
will suck up a salmon egg while they’re 
moving. Because eggs are natural bait, 
trout usually don’t spit them out as fast 
as they do artificials. In any event, 
successful hooking means keeping the 
line taut and lifting the rod quickly but 
gently at the feel of a fish. The rod tip 
sets the hook.

Low hills rose out of the scrub jungle. 
Behind and to the right the jungle came 
to within 30 yards of the house, while 
on the left and in front it was a quarter 
of a mile distant. About 100 yards 
away on the left were half a dozen mud 
huts, and a couple of miles farther in 
that direction ran the railway and the 
main road, both winding through the 
scrub for hundreds of miles. It was 
very different from the beautiful high, 
blue mountains I’d just left. 

I was sweeping the surroundings 
with my binoculars when I saw a cloud 
of dust and made out a small black car 
bouncing toward the bungalow. It was 
the only sign of life in view, apart from 
one or two cows up near the station. 

A few minutes later the forest officer 
hopped up the three-foot-high base of 
the bungalow. “Have you eaten?’’ 
Khasim asked immediately, and before 
I could answer he said that his wife had 
sent some pilau which we must have 
later. Pilau is a boiled dish made of 
rice and chicken flavored with cin- 
namon and other spices. Mohammedans 
love it. Then John got the chairs and 
we settled down on the veranda for a 
chat. 

I asked Khasim what had been done 
about getting a local shikari (hunter), 
since I'd specifically requested one that 
was a good tracker. Khasim said the 
forest guard would know, and asked 
John where he was. He was squatting 
in the kitchen, we learned, and was 
promptly brought out. 

These guards, easily recognized by 
their green turbans and khaki tunics, 
go unarmed through every scrap of 
jungle, more often than not clodding 
along in heavy army boots. Many get 
killed by elephants, and I’ve always 
felt that one reason for it is that pride, 
and the code of regulations, require 
them to keep their prehensile feet al- 
most perpetually encased in boots. With 
them on, they can’t go quietly through 
the forests, run, or climb trees. 

The shikari, the guard told us, was a 
man named Lingam, and he was wait- 
ing in the kitchen to be called. A trifle 
irritated that he hadn’t come forward 
before, Khasim sent for him in a voice 
rather louder than was his custom, add- 
ing ‘“‘damn it’’ in English at the end. 

When 1 knew I’d be hunting in coun- 
try where the Telegu language is 
spoken, I'd worried a bit about whether 
my tracker would be able to speak 
Tamil. Language problems in India are 
extraordinary. The Telegu districts 
begin just north of Madras, and on the 
border the inhabitants of one village 
may speak Tamil while those of an- 
other only half a mile away speak 
Telegu, which is entirely different. Yet 
the villagers never make any effort to 
learn each other’s tongue. 

Looking at Lingam, I wondered 
whether he could speak at all. He was 
little and gaunt, naked except for a 
loincloth, and his hair was long and 
matted. He had the appearance of a 
wild man. I soon learned, however, 
that I’d done him an injustice by sizing 
him up as I did, for in his fashion he 





proved to be a man of keen intelligence 
with a. delightful_sense of humor.and 
remarkable fortitude. 

“What news?’ I asked him in Tamil, 
and was relieved to hear his faltering 
reply in the same language. “Tiger 
news, dorai,” he said. ‘Dorai must 
shoot it.” Between the forest officer, 
the guard, John, and Lingam, I soon 
began to get a patchwork view of what 
I was up against. 

Apparently the Marduru tiger had 
made his first human kill about seven 
weeks previously. The victim was a 
woman from the railway gang who had 
wandered into the jungle near the 
track. She was found that evening, 
partly eaten. Next on the list was a 
young girl who was grazing cows half 
a mile down the line from the station. 
So it went—a list of 16 victims, all 
women. Why only women? No one 
knew. I asked if a tiger had been 
wounded recently; none had. 

Apart from pug marks, drag marks, 
and occasional moaning at night, the 
beast had neither been seen nor heard. 
Lingam mentioned, however, that the 
hind pugs looked odd, that they some- 
times seemed “blurred.” I asked him 
whether the tiger’s pugs had been 
found near any kill other than human. 
No, though there’d been kills by other 
tigers. 

To me this indicated there was some- 
thing peculiar about this tiger which 
prevented it from killing normal prey 
—sambar deer and cattle. For that 
reason I felt it would be useless to tie 
up the usual bait. I asked how many 
tigers, apart from the woman-eater, 
were in the locality. Lingam said he 
knew of three. 


Q" toward 2 o’clock we dismissed the 
guard and Lingam. Khasim and I 
went inside to enjoy the pilau. I asked 
how he was coming along with his 
photography. The question delighted 
him, for cameras were his special love. 
But he was a mighty poor lover, and 
everything he photographed came out 
overexposed, underexposed, or out of 
focus. This time he beamed. “I’ve got 
it,’ he said. “I’ve got a photo of a 
tiger.” 

He said he was driving with his wife 
about three miles north of the railway 
station when she saw something brown 
lying in a clearing below the road. 
Khasim applied the brakes, reversed 
the car, and there it was—standing 
with its backside toward him. He 
clicked the camera shutter, and had 
the result in his shirt pocket. It was a 
picture of a tiger, all right, a tiger with 
an unusually short tail.

I felt very much alone as I stood on 
the veranda and waved good-by to 
Khasim an hour or so later.

I called Lingam and told him 
we'd go out at 4:30 to a water hole he 
said the tiger frequented. That gave 
me half an hour to get into khaki and 
check the 12 bore shotgun, which I 
always carried loaded with L.G., and 
my .375 Mannlicher-Schoenauer. L.G.

smell. 


e got to the water hole in about 
15 minutes and sat down with our 
backs against some dense thorn bush. 
There was a screen of scrub in front. 
At 6 o'clock I heard some sambar mov- 
ing about, and they seemed restless. I 
pulled a thread out of my handkerchief 
and hung it en a thorn in front of me. 
It swayed gently toward me; evidently 
the sambar hadn’t scented us. Then one 
sambar belled—a loud shonk—and a 
minute later a tiger let out a roar be- 
hind us. My hair stood on end. Then 
I heard him crash away, and, later, a 
belled farther away. 
At 6:20 I raised my rifle and found 
I could barely see the sights. I nudged 
Lingam and we got up and headed for 
the car. We picked up John at the 
station and went back to the bungalow. 
After dinner that night I drove the 
roads and tracks until 11 p.m., trying 
to pick up the tiger in my headlights. 
Normally this is forbidden—as is sit- 
a water hole—but a man- 
isn’t normal, and the rules are 
suspended for those who choose to hunt 
one. But all I saw was a sambar and

Next morning Lingam and I were 


| out at 5:30, and I drove to a fire line 


over by the railroad tracks, a place 
where the tiger’s pugs often had been 
seen. I’d hardly switched off the motor 


| when I heard sambar and peafowl and 
| found freshly made tiger pugs. 


A tiger 
roared from about 200 yards away. I 
quickly checked the rifle and the 12 
bore, and we hurried toward a wild 
mango tree. My intention was to put 
Lingam up the tree to see if he could 
spot the tiger in the scrub. 

When we were 30 yards from the tree 
the tiger roared again—this time from 
not more than 100 yards away. Lin- 
gam’s eyes fell on another pug mark, 
and I could tell by his tense look that 
it was made by the killer. There were 
some loose stones and an anthill near 
the foot of the tree, and as I turned to 
look over some lantana bushes Lingam 
put his foot on the-hill. The next second 
he let out a scream that almost curdled 
my blood. I thought he’d gone mad, 
but as I wheeled around I discovered 
to my horror that a huge cobra had 
him above the knee. 

A thousand thoughts ran through my 
mind—shoot the snake, hit it, stamp on 
it, choke it. I remembered the time a 
few years back when I stopped at a 
place where a road was being repaired. 


The workers were greatly excited. They 
told me a woman had propped her year- 
old baby inside a large drain by the 
roadside, and suddenly a cobra slithered 
down the pipe. When the child crawled 
toward it the snake lifted its head and 
spread its hood as if to strike, but when 
the child put out its hand the cobra 
drew back. The child made another 
grab and again the snake weaved out 
of the way, and in a minute or two went 
back up the drain. 

Though Lingam was no child, this 
cobra also retreated after a few 
seconds. As I fumbled for my hand- 
kerchief to make a tourniquet, Lingam 
grabbed the flesh above his knee and 
with one slash of his curved knife cut 
off a piece. Blood gushed out as he 
squeezed the wound, and he said to me, 
“Matches, dorai. Fire.’ We'd both 
forgotten the tiger, and it was only 
after I’d scraped some leaves and twigs 
together and lighted them that I re- 
membered it. I fired two shots in the 
air. 

When the embers were red Lingam 
scooped some up in a big mango leaf 
and crushed them into his open flesh. 
It nearly made me sick. Then I helped 
him back to the car, but he wouldn’t 
let me take him to the hospital. He had 
a bad time of it that day, mostly shock, 
but in the evening he drank a little 
milk. He eventually recovered, but was 
out of the running for the rest of my 
stay. I was given a gangling youth as 
a substitute shikari, some fourth cousin 
to Lingam. 

For the next three days I drew a 
blank. My nerves were on edge, and I 
was tired and jumpy. I imagined 
snakes in every bush. I’d get up at 4 
a.m. in hope of catching the tiger on 
his homeward way, stay out until 11 


- o'clock, sleep from noon to 3:30 p.m., 


and drive over the roads until midnight. 
Every afternoon the villagers came to 
the bungalow to inquire how I'd made 
out, and while it discouraged me to re- 
port failure they didn’t seem let down. 

But the people were tired, nervous, 
and afraid to sleep. They spoke in 
whispers. They wouldn’t call the tiger 
by its name out of a superstitious fear 
he’d come after them. They called him 
perria nurri (big jackal) or annai

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| left, some hair, an ankle bangle, some 
clothing, and a little flesh. My shikari 
told me she must have been a stranger, | 
probably from some outlying place, 
| coming in to find work. 

We hurriedly put up a five-foot- 
| square machan in a tree, about 10 feet 
above the ground, and then I went to 
the station and sent a message to the 
police outpost. Since I knew that no| 
one would be allowed to disturb the kill | 
until the following day, I went back to 
the bungalow and asked John what 
there was for lunch. “Done make 
brinjal and egg curry and rice,” he 
said. I’ve enjoyed Indian curry thou- 
| sands of times, and John makes it as 
| good as anyone, but I couldn’t look at 
it that day. 

At 4 p.m. I was up in the machan, 
hoping the night wouldn’t find me 
there. It did. Sunset in the jungle is 
lovely, but the hours that follow it are 
lonely and frightening. I tried hard to 
get a grip on myself as I sat still. I 
looked at the luminous dial of my watch 
time and again. Shortly after 7:30 I 
heard a soft sound behind me, some- 
thing like air coming out a toy balloon.

he skin on my face tightened as the

There is a world of enchantment 
right in the middle of the USA

I knelt down and covered the bend 
in the trail—a dangerous shot, possibly, 
but it had to be taken. Seconds dragged 
by, but there was no further sound. 
Then the shikari clicked his tongue, 
which meant he’d seen something. I 
quickly turned my head in the direction 
he was looking, and through the bushes 
I saw the tiger 20 yards away. He'd 
cut around the scrub and obviously was 
trying either to get away or to get 
behind us. 

I looked him over carefully as he 
came forward a few paces, and I saw 
why he was a man-eater. There was 
something wrong with his_ hind legs, 
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groups to inspire every American to 
save our irreplaceable natural resources 





and he walked as a dog would if you 
pressed down its hips. He was shaped 
like a hyena—high, normal front legs 
sloping sharply back to short, bent hind 
legs.

key on a violin. We had a deep, sturdy 
boat with a wide beam, but it was over- 
loaded with four fishermen and enough 
tackle and cameras to stock a small 
sporting-goods store. 

Suddenly Lou Bradford staggered up 
in the lurching boat, pointing. ‘There 
they are, Webby!” he yelled. ‘Look! 
They’re hitting!” 

Two hundred yards from us, in the 
middle of the lake, something was 
throwing water the height of a man, 
making the rough surface of the lake 
resemble an acre of geysers about to 
come alive. Daring the trough of the 
waves, Webby turned toward the dis- 
turbance and, in the bow, Mac worked 
frantically to unscramble the collection 
of rods. 

With the weather raging around us, 
it was several minutes before we 
reached the spot where Lou had first 
seen the action. Then Webby sat down 
and turned his prow at a less dangerous 
angle to the waves. I looked at him and 
he grinned, almost apologetically. 

“It sho’ looked like feedin’ fish,” he 
said, “but it’s only an island, with 
stumps just under the surface. That 
spray in the air is made by the waves 
hitting the tops of the stumps. That’s 
just how it looks when a school of large 
rockfish is feeding.” 

After the excitement, I was cold and 
wet and miserable again. We rounded 
a small point that jutted into the lake 
and broke the force of the waves. By 
the time Webby dropped anchor in the 
lee of a little cove, the rain had almost 
stopped. 

“This wind will die, too,’’ he said, 
“and when it does, I’m going to show 
you action like you never saw before.” 

I believed him. Webby Cross is typi- 
cal of many Carolina lowlanders. Raw- 
boned, tough, powerful, and a thorough- 
ly competent outdoorsman, he talked 
straight off the shoulder, and you had 
confidence in what he said. Like many 
of the fishermen who live near the 
Santee-Cooper area, he had given up 
almost all other kinds of angling, to 
devote every spare hour to the rockfish. 

Since colonial days the striper, or 
rockfish, has been a winter and early- 
spring gamefish in most southern riv- 
ers. They climb the rivers and creeks 
to spawn and then, like the Atlantic 
salmon, return to sea. When the locks 
of the dams on Lake Marion and Lake 
Moultrie were closed in February, 
1942, the spawning stripers were cut 
off from the briny bays and estuaries, 
but they seem to thrive in their new 
environment. To get the complete 
story, the South Carolina Wildlife Re- 
sources Commission recently began a 
study to determine whether any of the 
salt-water bass that congregate in vast 
numbers at the base of the dams are 
able to go through the locks, and what 
effect they have on the landlocked stock 
already in the lakes. 

Since the discovery of this new ad- 
dition to the fresh-water fighting clan, 
the Carolinians have developed a va- 
riety of special techniques of fishing 
for them. These include everything 
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from deep trolling with metal lines to 
angling among slashing schools of fish 
that sometimes converge on the acres 
of minnows. 

In the calmer water behind the point, 
we bailed out the boat, rearranged the 
scrambled gear, and passed around a 
jug of coffee. While I wiped the mois- 
ture off my camera, Webby scanned the 
lake with field glasses. 

“With these 8X lenses,” Webby ex- 
plained, “you can see fish striking half- 
way across the lake, and birds congre- 
gating even farther than that.” 

“Birds?” I asked. 

“A minnow leads a hell of a life,” 
Lou put in. “The fish drive him to the 
top and then the gulls and terns pounce 
on him. A concentration of birds usual- 
ly means feeding fish, just like on salt 
water.” 


‘he lake beyond the point wasn’t quite 

as boisterous as it had been, and 
scattered patches of blue sky had be- 
gun to peep through the overcast. We 
were having another cup of coffee when 
Webby took the glasses away from his 
eyes, sat down, and began to pull in the 
anchor rope. 

“I saw a fish break,” he said. 
we got into them last week.” 

We plowed out of the cove and made 
a half-mile run across the lake. The 
whitecaps had subsided to a nasty chop. 

“This is the site of an old plantation,” 
Webby said. ‘That line of stumps just 
under the water marks the boundary of 
the tulip garden, and beyond that a 
dozen springs flowed from under the 
hill. The fish stack themselves around 
that fresh water like cordwood.” 

I put out a trolling spoon and we 
made a long swing through the tulip 
patch, down the lane where many a 
cow had cut its hoofprints in days gone 
| by, over the nest of springs, and back 
| to the tulips again. I sat there, half 
| disgusted with everything that had to 

|do with striped bass. My mind was 
| making dates 1,000 miles away when 
| something hit me like a bolt out of the 
| void. For a split instant I couldn’t de- 
| cide whether Mac had cracked me be- 
| tween the shoulder blades with his 
| paddle or Lou had tried to yank the rod 
out of my hand. Then a surge of power 
hit the rod tip and my reel screeched 
like a soprano July fly, and I knew I 
had a good fish on. 

Webby had had a strike at the same 
| instant. His line cut the water with a 
soft swoosh like a jet almost out of 
sight, and holding his rod in one hand, 
he killed the motor and dropped anchor 
with the other. I turned my fish and 
brought him in a few yards, but then 
he ran again, with power that I couldn’t 
control. 

Lou and Mac had also gone into ac- 
tion. Mac tossed his jig overboard and 
it snagged on an underwater stump. 
My old fishing partner didn’t even try 
to work it loose—we had hauled up 
right in the middle of the bass school 
and time was too precious. Wrapping 
the nylon in both hands, he broke it, 
hauled in line, and tied on another jig. 

Lou had his own plug overboard and 
was fishing it in when my striper sud- 
denly about-faced and charged across

it, fouling us both. Lou pulled his jig 
up my taut nylon and worked it free 
with shaking fingers. 

Mac had snapped on another jig, but 
held his fire until my fish sliced past 
him and rounded the front of the boat 
into open water. Then he cast again 
and got a strike the instant his leaded 
feather touched the water. 

In the stern, Webby had taken the 
fight out of his rockfish and brought it 
close enough to net. Beyond him, where 
Lou’s jig hit the water, a striper boiled 
and missed. Lou yanked on the jig and 
a second striper hit it, throwing it a 
foot clear of the surface. Webby, with 
one eye on the stringer and the other 
out to sea, laughed. “He must’ve lam- 
basted that one with his tail.” 

The jig splashed again and a third 
rock hit it, throwing water 10 feet 
high. Lou fell against the line as if he 
were roping a steer and the nylon sang 
as the hook went home. 

My fish had been on about five min- 
utes and was beginning to tire. I 
hauled on line until the rod grunted 
under my fingers. Webby sat and 
watched me with an amused glint in his 
eye. Sweating like a field hand in a 
cotton patch, I dragged my first rock 
of the day to the boat and Webby slid 
the net around it. He estimated the 
weight at 10 pounds—not large, as 
stripers go, but certainly a challenge 
for any light spinning rod. 

Both Lou and Mac were still playing 
their fish, so I waited until Lou had 
pulled his catch close enough to clear 
the stern before I cast again. I worked 
the waters behind the boat and off to 
the starboard, without a strike. 

“They’ve moved out,’ Webby de- 
clared. ‘‘We made the mistake of land- 
ing right on top of them, but we can 
find them again.” 


was ready. The explosive action 
* after that first strike had keyed me 
up, and to get it again was something 
I'd come a far piece and waited a long 
time for. All at once it was easy to 
understand the incurable fever of a 
rock fisherman. 

We made another slow troll around 
the submerged plantation, but the fish 
were gone and there was no sign of 
them in the adjacent waters. By now 
the wind had almost died, leaving the 
lake calmer than it had been at any 
time during the day. 

“This might be a good time to look 
at the lower end of the lake where we 
saw a bunch of birds this morning,” 
Webby said. 

That part of the lake was patched 
with small islands which bordered both 
sides of a deep run. On our way out 
from the landing that morning we’d 
seen several large flocks of birds wait- 
ing around expectantly. We cruised 
slowly along the rims of the islands for 
half an hour. 

Suddenly Webby gunned his motor. 
“I see them,” he said. “Right there. 
Beyond the forked snag.” 

From a distance the mass of birds 
looked like leaves in a_ whirlwind, 
swinging between sky and _ water. 
Webby poured on the coal and we made

“It’s a school of small 
fish, and there’s only a chance that | 
some old lunker is cruising under them 
in deeper water.” 





y rod tip gave a little and I brought 

the striper in. He was slightly | 

smaller than a pound and I shook him 
off, just as the others had done. 

“Try to fish it on the bottom,” Webby 
advised. 

I shot the spoon again and fed out 
line to let it sink, but it never got any 
deeper than four feet before another 
rock nailed it and headed in the gen- 
eral direction of Pinopolis Dam. While 
I played the fish, Webby stuck his rod 
tip to its shaft in the water, and with 
a short line was plowing it back and 
forth as deep as he could reach under 
the boat. 

“Sometimes,” he explained, “this will 
lure a big one off the bottom.” 

A rock hit his small, flat minnow, but 
it was no larger than the others we had 
taken out of that school. We caught | 
and released 50 small rocks before | 
Webby reeled in his iine and laid the | 
rod in the boat. “A deep channel bor- | 
ders this flat,” he said. “If any big fish | 
are around, they should be there.” 

We moved 100 yards away from the 





for the third time and was making my 
final effort across the uneven lake bot- 
tom when it socked into something that 
felt like a stump. From habit, I set 
back on the rod and then knew I was |} 
hooked securely. I gave my line slack | 
and reached for the nylon at the rod tip | 








| to pull it loose. Just then, the stump | 
| on the other end lurched as if it had | 
| been blown loose with dynamite. 


I realized that some outsize creature | 
had felt the bite of my barb, and I) 
grabbed for the reel handle. But a loose | 
| strand of the monofilament had dropped | 
off the spool and around the reel. While | 
I tugged to pull it into place, the nylon | 
stretched to its breaking point and | 
snapped with the report of a .22 short. 
Webby said later that the big rockfish 
might have weighed 30 to 40 pounds. 

The rocks apparently knocked off for 
the day after that. The birds went 
back to their stumps and limbs pro- 
jecting above the surface of the lake, 
and the sun slid on toward the horizon. 

Later, we found out that while we 
were chasing the school of fry, Bill 
Brandenburg had caught a whole string 
of big ones in the water over the sub- 
merged plantation. 

With the taste of rockfishing I’d had 
that day, I knew I’d come back to the 
Santee-Cooper land for more of the 
same action.

belly was full and he began tracking 
toward the cow. 

He was 50 yards from the shoreline 
when he suddenly stopped and wildly 
| stared back at the willows. Something 
was there. I saw a couple of gray 
wraiths stalk through the brush, and 
then I recognized them as two of the 
largest coyotes I’d ever seen. For a 
moment I thought they were timber 
wolves. 

I took the .303 from its peg on the 
wall and was bolting home a shell when 
the coyotes broke from the willows and 
loped out on the lake in pursuit of the 
fleeing calf. I was about to touch off 
the shot when all hell tore loose out 
there in the snows. The cow came 
around in her tracks and, with a single 
grunt of rage, hurled forward at the 
coyotes. 

Although John Coyote is an outstand- 
ing hero when anything runs away 
from him, he becomes an abject coward 
when anyone calls his hand. As the 
cow bore down on them the coyotes 
spun around on their tails and beat it 
hell-bent for timber. But in two feet of 
loose snow the cow had the odds. She 
was on top of those coyotes when they 
were still 20 yards from the willows, 
and with a single flick of her hoof she 
caved in the skull of one as you’d crush 
an eggshell. It’s mate streaked off 
with slugs from my .303 kicking snow 
at its tail. 

I slid into my snowshoes and started 
down the lake. There was a $4 bounty 
on coyotes at the time, and money was 
no good to the cow. It was to me. 

All of that winter the cow and her 
calf stayed in sight of the house almost 
every day. In my neck of the woods 
the winters are as long as they are 
cold, which is very long indeed. And 
when the mercury sulks at the bottom 
of the glass and it’s too cold to tend the 
traps, I have to find something to 
occupy my time until spring and the 
wild geese come back. Taming a 
moose to the sound of my voice and 
the sight and scent of my person seems 
as good a way as any. 

It isn’t easy, but I’ve done it with 
fractious calves, belligerent bulls, and 
matronly, sour-tempered cows. And if 
once I ran into trouble (‘‘Never Trust a 
Moose,” OUTDOOR LIFE, September, 
1953)—-well, there are exceptions to 
every rule, aren’t there? 

I circled the tracks of cow and calf 
as they lit out through the woods. 
When they stopped I stopped too, 

| crooning, “Hi, moosey.” I played the 
crazy game from thicket to thicket and 
knoll to knoll for a couple of hours, until 
| finally we cried quits and I tracked 
| back to the house. 

Two days later I spotted the cow and 
calf browsing second-crop aspen along 
| one of the beaver ponds. This time I 
| had help in the shape of a patchy, tick- 
| infested old bull who often came nosing 
| around my doorstep, bumming a hand- 
out of hay. 

The bull was munching willows near 
| the aspen, and I cut in behind cow and 
'ealf and herded them away from the 


aspen into the bull’s patch of willows. 
Then I moved towards the willows my- 
self, calling ‘Hi, moosey.”’ It was talk 
that the old-timer had long since be- 
come accustomed to, and he paid no at- 
tention to it. But the irritable old cuss 
belched a time or two at the cow, as if 
telling her, ““You, get the blazes out of 
here.” 

The cow moved in until she was only 
a few feet from the bull’s heels. Then 
she stopped and watched me as I slid 
toward her purring my old tune. 

If bull had spooked, she would have 
spooked, but the bull was quite con- 
tented, and I was able to get within a 
dozen paces of the three of them. 

From then on it was just a matter of 
effort and patience, a couple of qualities 
without which no wild thing of the 
woods can be tamed. Whenever the 
cow and the calf showed up, I moved 
out to greet them. 

Finally there came a morning when 
my thermometer squeaked at 42 below, 
and the wind complained from the 
north. The cow, about to cross the 
beaver pond, spied a frosted bull pick- 
ing over a few straws of hay on my 
woodpile. And now, I didn’t have to go 
to her; she came to me. 

She cut up by the pond, her calf fol- 
lowing reluctantly behind her. I 
watched her a moment or so from the 
kitchen window, then went out, walked 
by the old gentleman at the woodpile, 
and on into the log warehouse where 
there’s usually a mouthful or two of 
hay awaiting unexpected guests. 

I forked up some of the bright clover, 
and moved out onto the ice to wait for 
the cow. She and the calf paused 20 
yards away, so I moved in on the pair 
of them, shaking the hay and giving out 
with “Hi, moosey.”’ 

The cold’s bitter nip played a final 
hand in the deal. At 40 below, all moose 
are ravenously hungry since they can’t 
satisfy their huge appetites with frozen 
twigs. I dropped the hay on the snow. 
Casting all discretion aside, the cow 
trotted over and nosed the clover. 

From that moment on she was mine. 
No matter where she might be when we 
met—on frozen beaver pond, at a sum- 
mer wallow in some far-off swamp, ina 
ravine or on a hog’s-back—my “Hi, 
moosey” would coax the wildness out 
of her. Moose never forget. 


ut there are times when the situa- 

tion gets ridiculous. Maybe I’ve no 
right to gripe when a bull moose knocks 
me flat on my back in the snow, but 
when I start to get up and find myself 
staring at the teats and belly of a cow, 
then surely I’m entitled to a word of 
complaint. 

There’s a popular notion afloat that 
moose, when fighting, do so with their 
heads. Sure, in the rut, bulls scar up 
one another with their headgear, and 
sometimes you'll run across the bones 
of a couple of bulls that have died with 
horns locked. But this type of scrap- 
ping usually happens only during the 
rut. Other times they’re up on their hind 
legs, swapping a type and style of 
punch unknown to the boxing ring. 

I’ve watched several such scraps from 
a distance, but common sense plus an 
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awareness of what happens when one 
moose licks another, has kept me clear 
of the fracas. You see, the moose that 
takes the whipping runs blind, and 
that’s dangerous if you’re within a few 
yards of him and there’s no tree handy. | 

In my correspondence with OUTDOOR | 
LIFE I’ve yarned about some of this 
brawling and feuding that goes on 
around my house, and I've often mulled 
over the idea of trying to get in on the 
deal at close range with my 35 mm. 
camera. But thinking the matter over 
is usually as far as I get. I’ve no} 
quarrel with life, so why toss it away? | 
Then one morning I said to my wife, | 
“You know, I’ve a hankering to get a} 
photo of a couple of those babies up on | 
their hind legs—” 

“You'll do nothing of the kind,” she 
exploded. “‘You and your moose. Didn’t 
that monkey business with Old Can-| 
tankerous put any sense in your head 
at all?” 

“If I could bring a couple to the 
woodpile—” 

“Not at the woodpile or anywhere 
else,” she raged. She finally gave in, 
just as’she always does.

Film Can as Fishing Float 


AS everybody knows, 35-mm. Koda- 
chrome film comes packed in a 
screw-topped metal can. But every- 
body doesn’t know that this little 
yellow container has countless uses for 
the sportsman—for instance, as a 
waterproof holder for wooden matches 
broken to about two thirds their original 
length; as a container for wet and dry 
flies; to hold fishhooks, swivels, split 
shot, and small sinkers. 

I use a Kodachrome can as a float 
for stillfishing, or to keep the bait off 
the bottom while trolling. The bright- 
yellow color makes it easy to see. To 
attach it to the line, you just take off 
the top, lay the line across the opening, 
and replace the top. The gasket inside 
the top cushions the line and keeps it 
from being cut, besides keeping water 
out. 

You can make the can float with any 
desired degree of sensitivity by putting 
in the necessary amount of water. If 
the float is too high, it will be dragged 
by the wind; if too low, it is hard to 
see.—Joseph I. Lisaius.

trying to revive Walker’s trout fishing, 
which was almost knocked out when 
|the Schurz dam, 10 miles upriver, 
| blocked the spawning runs. Some eight 
| years ago, Tom said, fisheries experts 
| netted 33 cutthroats out of Walker and 
| relieved them of their eggs. Two years 
|later the hatchery had enough six to 
nine-pound trout to let 9,000 be planted 
in the lake. The fish took hold and 
now, with an assist from other plant- 
|ings, they’re making a-real comeback. 
| They’re not too plentiful, but are run- 
| ning big—up to 14% pounds. 

Though Walker’s trout fishing is 
| strictly on a put-and-take basis, it’s 
| good enough to have caused sportsmen 
|to pay close attention to what’s being 
| done to revive trout fishing in Pyramid 
| Lake, 33 miles north of Reno, once 
|famous for giant cutthroats. The 
present world-record cutthroat, a 41- 
| pounder, was taken out of Pyramid in 
|1925 by John Skimmerhorn. 
| So far as native trout go, Pyramid 
Lake “died’’ in the 40’s when drought | 
and an overdraft of irrigation water 
dried up the Truckee River inlet, pre- 
| venting spawners from reproducing 
|naturally. But in the winter of 1953 
some big rainbows appeared in the lake. 
| Mystified at first, biologists later sur- 
|mised that the fish must have been 
| washed into the lake from the Truckee 
| during the 1951-52 floods. 

Figuring that those rainbows would 
make good brood stock, fisheries men 
took all they could catch and trundled 
them off to the hatchery, where they’re 

now producing offspring for restocking. | 
| There are plans for dredging a channel 
|in the Truckee inlet, and hope is that 
despite irrigation needs a flow can be 
| Maintained i: the river. Heavy plants 
|of five to six-inch hatchery rainbows 
| are being made, and the fish are grow- 
ling fast. Meanwhile alert fishermen | 
|are still taking rainbows out of Pyramid | 
| —some running to 1314 pounds. 

As to Walker Lake, Fergie’s con- | 
| vinced the trout are back to stay. | 
| “Come here in the fall,” he said. “It'll 
| be a cinch.” 

“O.K.,” I promised, “but right now 
I want to see some of those perch Lloyd 
Boone’s been boasting about.”

H°3 scarcely got the words out when 
all three of us got strikes.

smaller than Boone’s and he turned it |

chub! 

“Maybe you’re not getting your line 
;}out far enough,” Boone suggested. 
“You've got to troll at least 60 yards 
behind the boat. I suggest that you try 
| more line.” 

He was right. I switched from the 
reel I’d been using for bait casting to 
one that had 100 yards on it, and let the 
line pay out until I could almost see the 
spool’s cork arbor. We'd trolled less 
than 200 yards when I got a real strike. 
In the excitement I set the hook as if 
| I had a sailfish on. 

“Hey,” Boone shouted, “that’s a perch 
you've got, not a cutthroat.” 

“You said they were big,” I alibied. 

At first I actually thought I had a 
trout, but the fish fought more like a 
bass, doggedly rather than in runs and 








chub for forage.” | 
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| leaps. I won’t go so far as to say it 
gave me as hard a time as a trout would 
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have, but it stubbornly resisted every 
turn of the reel handle. 

“Don’t lose him,” Boone pleaded. 
You’ve got a good one.” 

The fish came through the last few 
yards of water willingly enough, but 
when it surfaced and was almost within 
reach it suddenly burst into life and 
thrashed around. A few minutes later 
the effects of the long struggle, which 
started at least 75 yards behind the 
boat, began to show. The game battler 
turned on its side, and I reached over 
and gilled it. 

“It’ll run 4% pounds,” Boone beamed. 

In the next. few minutes that perch 
was photographed oftener than Marilyn 
Monroe, and at the time it seemed just 
as pretty. About 14 inches long, it 
looked like a cross between a large- 
mouth bass and a grandpa crappie. A 
lot lighter in color than the small perch 
we hooked the year before, it was al- 
most silvery except for dusky splotches 
on its side. Its dorsal fin was bigger 
than a largemouth’s, and the rayed 
section had a more rounded outline. 

It was a good specimen of the species 
the gas-station attendant had properly 
named—Sacramento perch, the only 
warm-water fish native to California. 
Originally these fish were abundant 
in the Sacramento-San Joaquin river 
drainage, but they’re now quite rare 
and are found in numbers only in Clear 
Lake, in northern California, and in 
Walker Lake. How did they get into 
Walker? Tom Trelease told me the 
story. 

In 1889 Walker was planted with a 
load of Sacramento perch taken from 
Washoe Lake, north of Carson City, 
into which they’d been introduced ear- 
lier on a hit-or-miss basis common with 
fisheries men at the time. In those days 
if you had a lake to stock you just put 
in it every kind of fish you could catch 
and hoped some would survive. 

The gamble paid off in Walker chiefly 
because there were no largemouths 
in it to prey on the newcomers, and 
Walker’s trout and chub apparently 
didn’t disturb them. As the Sacra- 
mento-perch population in California 
dwindled, due to attacks on their un- 
guarded nests at spawning time by 
alien fish, Walker’s thrived. Few were 
taken by fishermen. The region for 200 
miles around was sparsely populated 
until the Navy opened its ammunition 
depot in the 30's.

Boone let us in on a secret. We had a 
record perch on our stringer if we 
v-anted to claim it, he said. There was 
a joker in it, he admitted, for so far as 
anyone knows there’s no record listed 
for Sacramento perch. If there were, 
perhaps that fellow from Fallon would 
be top man. But Boone is convinced 
there are bigger perch to be taken out 
of Walker Lake. 

In any case, Paul made the under- 
statement of the year when we were 
homeward bound that afternoon. 

“You know something?” he chuckled. 
“Maybe we should go back there 
sometime.” THE END

just how sharp I was to find out later 
—and he knew the water as he knew 
his own home.

No Knot in Fly Line 


ere’s a little scheme that does away 

with the knot in a fly line where 
it is attached to the leader. It works 
only on a braided line. 

Run a common straight pin up the 
center of the line about % in. and out 
through the side. Thread your leader 
in through the hole that the pin point

came out, and draw it through the end 
of the line. (Don’t try to thread the | 
leader up through the end of the line, | 
as it will catch.)

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hen I noticed that fish would some- 
times rise for my artificial flies 
| but wouldn’t take them, I wondered | 
whether they would take real flies. I 
set a live-fly trap over a dish of fish 
| cleanings in the back yard and soon had 
several hundred house flies, blowflies, 
| wasps, and hornets. 

I keep the flies alive in small wire 
|cages and drown them when I am 
| ready to use them so they will be easy 
| to handle and not dry out. In fishing 

them I put a plastic bubble on the end 
| of my main leader, with two very light 
18-in. drop leaders carefully tied to} 
about No. 20 small-wire stub fly hooks | 
| with turned-down eyes. A big fly will 
| hide this hook very nicely. Sometimes 
| I put a split shot a few inches above the 
| hook, especially in stream fishing where 
there is current, to keep the fly down | 
| and away from the main leader. 

All fresh-water gamefish and panfish 
will eat flies when they can get them, 
and there is nothing that looks so 
much like a fly as a real fly. I’ve been 

| surprised by the results I’ve had with | 
them.—George 8S.

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and began to browse. 

“Now,” said the stolid Indian Mike, 
and Ken maneuvered his 50-pound-pull 
bow into position over the scrub. We 
were still 150 feet away, and he was 
shooting in a strained position in a 
varying, unnerving wind. Then the 
string hummed and the arrow was a 
streak of color grazing the tops of the 
scrub. A complete miss, low! 

With the sound of the bow and rattle 
of the arrow, the caribou began angling 
away, trotting slowly, unfrightened. 
Before they’d gone 10 yards Ken had 
loosed another broadhead. This time he 
judged the wind just right. The arrow 
sunk out of sight in the stag’s fore- 
quarters. The pace of all three slowed 
now, but the male apparently didn’t 


| even realize he’d been hit. 


As they slowed, Ken’s third arrow 
caught the big black squarely behind 
the foreleg in the deep chest cavity, 
within an inch of the first hit. The 
caribou reared above the scrub, pawing 
the air with great splayed front hoofs. 
The two lighter-colored animals loped 
off through the bush and out of sight. 
The wounded stag walked heavily along 
the edge of the thicket and disappeared 
behind the low hill ahead. 

Now it was our turn to restrain the 
guides. Indian Mike teetered dis- 
gustedly from one foot to the other 
other after the first excitement abated. 

“Le’s go git im,” he demanded. ‘You 
hit ’im, by gol!” 

“Hit like that,’ Ken protested, “an 
animal has to lose blood. Let him go 


| along slow, then he won’t go so far.” 


“Caribou don’t bleed like that,” in- 


sisted Edgar. You’re going to lose that 


one, man.”’ 

“Can’t follow blood on moss here,” 
Indian Mike said. “Ain’t enough blood 
to follow.” 

Ken and I looked at each other and 


| hoped fervently that our experience 


with Michigan deer hadn’t been mis- 
leading. It had been a long trek up 


| here, Ken had done excellent shooting, 


and to lose the stag now We sat 
and smoked and hoped. Edgar fingered 
his .35 Remington nervously, a little 
hopefully, I thought. 


We had arrived in this back country 
along the west shore of Grand Lake 
several days before, leaving what 
seemed like the whole village of Deer 
Lake attending our departure with 
good-natured gibes and many openly 
sincere wishes for our success. To their 
knowledge—or to the provincial gov- 
ernment’s—taking one of these non- 
migratory, wary peninsula caribou with 
bow and arrow had not been done be- 
fore. 

This was our first foray into Canada. 
We had both used bows successfully on 
deer for several years in our home state 
of Michigan. But Newfoundland was a 
far cry from the deer country north of 
my home in Otter Lake, where my com- 
pany turns out custom equipment for 
bowmen. 

Ken Welch, who runs a sporting- 
goods shop in Brown City, near my 
home, was the mainspring of the trip, 
having learned of Newfoundland’s spe- 
cial caribou and moose season. He had 
interested Russ VanWald and his 
brother Charlie, two Michigan men 
who wanted to make the hunt with 
rifles. The four of us made the initial 
party. 


C= hospitality put us right at 
ease from the moment we hit New 
Brunswick and followed us as we 
traveled along the coast to North 
Sydney, Nova Scotia, where we took 
the steamer to Port aux Basques, New- 
foundland. From there we rode 165 
miles by train to Deer Lake and to 
more of the same warm interest. In 
fact, once Edgar Eastman, the burly, 
good-natured son of the barrens who 
was our head guide, was convinced we 
meant business, the village enthusiasm 
for our project was overwhelming. 

Before taking us on, Edgar showed 
good northland practicality by turning 
us over to Mike Stevenson, the elderly, 
leathered Indian who proved to know 
enough about caribou and woodcraft to 
justify every story we had heard or 
read about his race. We demonstrated 
our bows and arrows for him at an 
abandoned sawmill near by. Every lad 
in the village trooped out there with us, 
whooping and shouting encouragement 
and flattering us with questions. Hav- 
ing passed this test, we moved north 
by truck for a dozen miles. Then, when 
the road petered out, we took a boat. 

About 20 miles up Grand Lake, we 
set up our base camp. Then we walked 
in to the edge of the last big timber at 
the foot of a cliff and made the first 
hunting camp. There were eight of us 
—two gun hunters, two archers, and 
the four guides which Newfoundland 
law requires. 

On the first day in the bush the gun 
hunters scored with long shots. Then 
Ken and I moved farther inland with 
Indian Mike and Edgar, packing our 
sleeping bags and grub, turning our 
caps backward so_ the _ blackflies 
wouldn’t find haven from the wind 
under the brims. 

The first day had been cold, with a 
steady September rain falling, but after 
the gun hunters had done their work 
the wind blew away the worst of the 
clouds and the days following had been

morning the fog lay thickly in the 
ravines, and we could see why the 
guides had warned against trying to 
fly into the country. 

The fog didn’t bother the hunting, 
however, since caribou do not move here | 
in early morning. Indian Mike assured | 
us that it was folly to stir from the| 
fire before 10 a.m., and we hadn’t. In- | 
stead, we sat and digested the exotic | 
moose-and-partridge mulligan the 
guides brewed in the kettles the night | 
before. 

It had been a fine trip—until now. 

“Let’s go see the blood,” Mike de- 
manded after half an hour. He wouldn’t | 
be put off this time. It was about 1:30, | 
and we had foregone lunch when we | 
spotted the big black. 

We moved down to where the caribou 
had been hit. The blood was clotted | 
black on the moss carpet, a regular 
pathway of it, leading toward the low 
brush on the lee of the hill. We followed 
it only a few hundred feet. 

Indian Mike, leading again, stopped 
and waved. “He’s in there,” he said. | 
“Go git ’im.” 

At that moment the stag rose out of | 
the brush ahead and came trotting | 
purposefully toward us, shaking that | 
big rack as he came. Ken was in front | 
of me, facing the stag and holding his 
arrow for a good shot at a vital spot. 

“Shoot, Cliff!” Ken urged me, with- 
out thinking. I had only the little 
camera in my hand, which I might have 
thrown, but that was the extent of my 
ready armament. My 64-pound bow 
was looped over my shoulder. 

Edgar, standing behind me, was start- 
ing to unlimber his rifle when the stag, | 
now only half a dozen steps away, | 
veered to the left of us, looking big as 
a tank as he loped past. Ken’s bow | 
twanged, and the arrow ranged for-| 
ward through the animal’s rear flank | 
and protruded from behind its opposite | 
shoulder. The stag went another 20 
paces and sank forward on its nose. 

We all hollered simultaneously, prob- 
ably with the first breath we had taken 
in some time. Indian Mike came gallop- 
ing past me, chortling, “By gol. By 
gol.” 





hat afternoon, after dressing the 

18-point stag and turning him up 
to cool, we went out again. It was my 
turn to carry the weapon, while Ken 
followed with camera and wide grin. 

Plainly it was our day. We hadn't 
been out an hour when we saw sun- 
light flash on a rack across the small 
valley we were skirting. We glassed 
the place, found the solitary stag cari- 
bou, and I immediately put this one 
down as being almost hopeless.

However, Ken and 
Edgar squatted, giving Mike and me a 
better chance by being alone, and we 
started out. That was at 3 p.m.

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Indian submerged like a prairie dog 
| when the feeding stag’s head came up, 
and scuttled ahead swifter than I could 
| follow when the animal bent again. 

| We advanced a few steps at a time, 
bending to the scrub. Then the caribou 
would take this gain away from us by 
feeding forward along the side of the 
valley. At one time, despite our pre- 
| cautions, the stag spotted us, it seemed. 
He trotted to the middle of the hollow, 
looked around, thought it over while 
we cussed in the bush and lay down. 

We moved in. Half an hour later we 
were nearing the range. 

“Listen,” Mike whispered. ‘Last 
time it was too far. We get down 
closer this time.” 

And we did. As we approached the 
crucial spot the caribou got up, walked 
diagonally away from us, and went to 
feeding again. As he moved behind 
some tall growth we quickly maneu- 
vered so that I’d have a clear 60-yard 
shot when he emerged. 

We didn’t have long to wait. The 
caribou suddenly stood there, head up, 
peering ahead, striking a profile beau- 
tifully. When Mike gave the signal I 
took a deep breath, rose from the scrub, 
and released my arrow. Then I stood 
and watched bitterly as the wind 
whipped the arrow beneath him. 

The old boy started a trot, but the 
silent action of the bow and our bare 
emergence from the scrub hadn’t dis- 
closed our position. He actually came 
closer. 

I nocked another 495-grain broad- 
head into the sticky, waxed bowstring, 
came to full draw, and released when he 
was about 90 feet away, quartering 
toward us.

If possible, Mike seemed prouder than 
we did of this “first’”’ in Newfoundland 
hunting. 

We examined the heart of the 27- 
pointer. It was a chunk of gristle as 
large as a melon and the broadhead had 
sliced squarely through it. 

I hated to leave that rack behind, just 
as I hated to leave that wonderful, raw 
country. But I did, and in due time the 
mounted head was delivered to my little 
Michigan archery shop. Any time you 
like you can stop by and see what the 
keepsake of a good archery hunt looks 
like, leering down at you with 27 points 
and a bearded grin. THE END

A by its size. It’s generally true 
that big fish are old, but the 
type of water and food supply have 
| more: to do with size than age. 
| Two different authorities report a dif- 
ference of about five inches in the 
length of two bass the same age.

six years old; the other only 15.4. Such 
variations are to be expected. 

The only accurate way to judge the 
age of a fish is by its scales. Since they 
have the same scales from 
they’re hatched, growth

Most fresh-water fish live only a few 
years. One 12 to 15 years old is a real 
old-timer.

When insect life is abundant on lakes 
and streams, a salmon dry fly will often 
provide great sport fishing for black 
bass.

I like those made with speckled 
mallard or teal wings, and bodies of 
orange, red, or yellow in sizes 2, 4, 6, 
and sometimes 8—depending on the de- 
sires of the surface-feeding fish.

was sitting in the snow on the crest 

of a West Virginia ridge and study- 
ing the field below me with my 
| binoculars when I first saw the deer. 
| Its head was partly hidden by trees, 
| and I could see no sign of a rack. 

I'd been watching the deer for sev- 
eral minutes when it raised its head 
slightly, then went to browsing again. 
It was a doe. Presently it dawned on 
me that maybe it had been looking at 
something when it raised its head, so 
I shifted my binoculars a bit. And there 
stood the buck—truly a picture deer. Its 
massive, polished antlers were held high 
by a bull neck and majestic shoulders. 

It had always been my ambition to 
get a long shot at a good standing buck, 
and this was my chance. 

As the buck stood guard over his doe, 
I tried to judge the distance from my 
perch on the cliff to where the deer 
stood in a field across the river. A good 
300 yards was my guess, so I moved 
along the cliff to a spot where I could 
put my back against a ledge and rest 
the rifle in a crotch of a sapling. 

I had previously sighted in my scope- 
mounted .30/06 to hit on the nose at 
225 yards with the 180-grain bullet, and 
I'd also slipped three 150-grain loads 
into my pocket for just such a shot as

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| steps in the ice, and by digging, crawl- 
ing, and pulling myself up by trees, I 
finally made it to the top.

Question: What is the best length for a 
spinning rod for bass, bluegills, and crappies? 
What length of fly rod? What kind of line?—

Answer: I like a 6%4-foot spinning rod for 
bass and panfish. It should be of the medium- 
stiff class designed for 44 to %-ounce lures. 
For bass, use eight-pound-test line. For blue- 
gills and crappies, use a finer line, about three- 
pound-test. The fly line should be of a size to 
fit the rod. I like a 9 to 944-foot fly rod.—R.B.

into strips of the size and shape desired. Sub- 
merge these pieces for 50 hours in a brine solu- 
tion strong enough to float a potato. Then re- 
move them from the brine and bleach them in 
diluted hydrochloric or acetic acid until they 
turn white. Pack the whitened strips in air- 
tight jars filled with five parts of glycerin to 
one of a 1% solution of sodium benzoate and 
water. The strips may also be kept in a 10% 
solution of formaldehyde, but many anglers 
think the resulting odor is objectionable to fish.

Mechanical Thumbs 


Question: What do you think of the devices 
made for attachment to bait-casting reels to 
prevent backlash? John L. Warme, Wash. 


Answer: I have never tested a backlash de- 
vice that was an extra attachment to a standard 
reel. The reels with built-in mechanisms to 
prevent backlash work all right when they’re 
properly adjusted to the weight of the lure and 
the force of the casts you’re making. An angler 
with a trained thumb has a big advantage in 
preventing backlashes with most bait-casting 
reels. R. B

FACTS ABOUT TRAJECTORY 


lmost as soon as the average Amer- 
A ican can toddle, he begins to have 
dealings with trajectory—or, let 

us call it, the path of a missile’s flight. 
He throws stones at stray cats, tosses 
a bean bag to his playmate. Without 
thinking much about it, he is aware 
that the path of the missile is a curve. 

He quickly learns that if he wants to 
come close to a cat with a stone, or to 
his pal’s baseball mitt with a ball, he 
must aim above the place where he 
wants the object to land. He realizes 
that the faster a stone or ball flies, the 
farther it will travel before it hits the 
ground. He knows that a line drive hit 
hard by a powerful batter with a snap 
in his strong wrists will cover more 
territory than a ball hit half as hard 
but at the same angle by a less husky 
man. 

When he waters the lawn with a 
garden hose he notices that the big 
drops (of superior sectional density) 
fly farther than the small drops (of 
inferior sectional density). He prob- 
ably doesn’t know the term “sectional 
density,” but he gets the idea by seeing 





the drops travel faster because they 
are heavier. All in all, he has the 
working principles of trajectory pretty 
well in his head. 

But he can see stones and baseballs 
and drops of water, whereas he can't 
see a bullet in flight, so he assumes it’s 
governed by different laws—mysteri- 
ous laws he cannot understand. Actual- 
ly the bullet is just another free-falling 
body—like a home-run ball smacked 
into the left-field stands, a rock thrown 
at a cat, or drops of water from a hose. 

Be it a streamlined, sharp-pointed, 
boattail job, or a simple lead pellet, the 
bullet travels in a curve known as a 
parabola. Like the stone, the bullet 
must be aimed above the cat if it is 
going to scare it. Like the big drop of 
water, a bullet that has greater sec- 
tional density than another will travel 
farther, when given the same velocity, 
because it loses its velocity less rapidly. 

Over the years I’ve had many thou- 
sands of letters about trajectory 
enough to show me that a high propor- 
tion of readers find it a baffling business. 
One common notion is that after bullets 


leave the bore of the gun they somehow 
go up at a different angle from that at 
which the bore was pointed. Another 
notion is that for a certain distance a 
bullet does not drop at all. Still another 
is that for some strange reason two 
rifles of the same caliber and barrel 
length, shooting identical bullets at 
identical velocities, will send those bul- 
lets on different trajectories. Many 
proud rifle owners have assured me that 
they have the “flattest-shooting .30/06 
in the state.” Such a rifle is related, of 
course, to the “hard shooting” shotgun. 


rajectory of shot pellets and rifle 

bullets is mysterious only because 
the missiles travel too fast to be seen. 
The moment a bullet leaves the barrel 
it is, as we have seen, as much a free- 
falling body as a stone, a baseball, or 
a brick that topples off a roof. It is 
difficult for many to believe that if one 
could simultaneously fire a .270 bullet 
parallel to the ground at 3,140 feet per 
second, throw another, also parallel, at 
say 150 f.p.s., and drop a third from the

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same point, the bullet from the rifle 
would travel farthest because it started 
faster, but all three would hit the 
ground at the same time. 

Since bullets from a rifle start to fall 
from the line of bore as soon as they 
leave the barrel and are deprived of 
its support, to hit anything at any dis- 
tance you have to point the barrel up. 
Because bullets travel rapidly and be- 
cause most game is shot at no enor- 
mous range (as compared to artillery 
targets, let us say) this angle above the 
horizontal is usually too small to be 
noticed. But it’s there. With iron sights 
the effect is achieved by using a rear 
sight higher than the front sight. To 
see the front sight in proper relation to 
the rear sight, the barrel must be 
pointed up. The bullet then flies up- 
ward at an angle. It rises above the 
line of sight until it reaches the top of 
its trajectory. Then it starts falling 
until it recrosses the line of sight. It 
is said to be “sighted in’ for the dis- 
tance at which this second crossing 
occurs. 

These facts are helpful to know. With 
a scope-sighted .270 to he used in big- 
game hunting I like to do my first 
shooting at 25 yd. and to adjust the 
scope so that the bullet strikes point 
of aim at that distance. Then, since 
any error at 25 yd. is multiplied by four 
at 100 yd. and by eight at 200, I refine 
the sighting at 100 yd. and get the 130- 
gr. bullet striking precisely 3 in. above 
the point of aim there. 

I then know that the bullets will av- 
erage striking around 4 in. high at 150 
yd., about 3% in. high at 200, on the 
button at 275, and 2 in. low at 300. At 
350 yd. (because the bullet has lost 
velocity and is dropping faster) it 
strikes about 7 in. low and at 400 yd. 
15 in. low. As the velocity drops off, 
the angle of fall increases; and between 
400 and 500 yd. the bullet drops 26 in. 
more. 

One often hears of a “‘flat’’ trajectory 
or one that’s “flat as a stretched string.” 
Strictly speaking, there isn’t such a 
thing, as all bullets, shot pellets, and 
cannon shells start losing velocity the 
instant they leave the barrel and lose 
the push of the gas, just as a baseball 
starts losing velocity the moment it 
leaves the pitcher’s hand. Many think 
—why, I do not know—that a bullet 
gains velocity for a short time after it 
leaves the muzzle. It does not. It 
would have to be self-propelled, like a 
rocket, to do that. 


QO” thing controls this curved path 
of a bullet—and that is average 
velocity of the missile. An extremely 
high muzzle velocity means little, either 
in flatness of trajectory or in energy 
and killing power out where the game 
is, unless it is coupled with a ballistical- 
ly efficient bullet which maintains that 
velocity. 

An example is a round-nose 110-gr. 
.30/06 bullet. It starts out like a house 
afire at a muzzle velocity of 3,420 f.p.s., 
according to Remington figures, but at 
300 yd. the velocity has fallen off to 
1,710 because of the poor ballistic co- 
efficient (combination of shape and sec- 
tional density) and delivers only 715

foot pounds of energy. Un the other 
hand the Remington 150-gr. Bronze 
Point .30/06 bullet, which leaves the 
muzzle (again according to Remington 
figures) at 2,970, or 450 f.p.s. slower, 
reaches the 300-yd. mark at 2,240 f.p.s. 
and delivers 1,670 foot pounds of en- 
ergy. In spite of its much higher muzzle 
velocity, over 300 yd. the 110-gr. bullet 
actually rises a bit higher than does 
the 150-gr.—6.7 in. as against 6 in., or 
only slightly less than the 7-in. rise of 
the 180-gr. Bronze Point bullet, which 
starts out at the relatively humble 
speed of 2,700. 


hat is why anyone should cast a 

fishy eye on very light bullets of 
poor sectional density at extremely high 
muzzle velocities. What counts is not 
muzzle velocity, not instrumental ve- 
| locity at 60 ft., but average velocity 
over game ranges and impact velocity 
out where the game is. 

Ballistic tables nearly always give 
midrange trajectory figures which are 
distinctly confusing to many, especially 
since the apparent rise varies according 
to the height of the line of sight. Let 
us look at the dope for the familiar and 
widely used .22 Long Rifle high-ve- 
locity cartridge with the 40-gr. bullet 
| at a muzzle velocity of 1,335 f.p.s. We 
see that its midrange trajectory over 
| 100 yd. is given as 3.3 in. But that 
means from a line of sight as low as the 
| line of bore. Obviously there ain’t such 
an animal. 

Put a scope on that rifle, and our line 
of sight is 1% in. above the bore. Then 
our trajectory is apparently “flatter” 
for the bullet rises only about 2 in. 
above the line of sight in reaching 
100 yd., with rifle sighted in for that 
distance. 

Now let’s suppose we proceed to 
mount our scope 3 in. above the line of 
bore. Then to get to 100 yd. the bullet 
| rises only 1% in. above the line of sight. 

Next let’s see what happens to this 
| same .22 high-speed bullet if it is fired 
from a bore parallel with the earth. It 
drops about 12 in. below the line of 
| bore, or roughly four times the mid- 

range trajectory, in getting to the 100- 

| yd. mark. This bullet drop below the 
line of bore, with the bullet a free- 
| falling body, is called “total fall.” 

Now let’s look at the widely used 180- 

gr. .30/06 bullet. Ballistic tables reveal 

| that over a 200-yd. range the bullet has 
a midrange trajectory of 2.8 or rough- 
ly 3 in., and total fall is about 12 in. 
We begin to see that total fall is ap- 
proximately four times that of the mid- 
range trajectory. 

All this is a potent reason why any 
rifle should be sighted in (the bar- 
rel pointed up) for the longest distance 
that will not cause midrange misses on 
the animal hunted. Let us take an il- 
lustration. Joe Doakes has shot several 








ures, of 50 yd. So he sights in his .30/30 
to put the bullet right on the button at 
that distance. Then one day, across a 
ravine and about 200 yd. away, he sees 
a buck with a rack like the traditional 
rocking-chair. He puts that gold bead 
right behind the buck’s shoulder and 
touches off. He misses. He fires an- 





other bullet and another. He doesn’t 
get a feather. 

How come? Simple, my friend! With 
his .30/30 using the 170-gr. bullet and 
sighted in for 50 yd. the drop between 
50 and 200 is 12 in., enough to miss that 
buck with a center-of-the-chest hold. 

Now suppose brother Doakes had 
sighted in his .30/30 to put the bullet 
2 in. high at 100 yd. He’d have been 
on the button at 150 yd., and at 200 yd. 
the bullet would have fallen only 5 in. 
below point of aim. Chances are he'd 
get his trophy for the wall and meat for 
the freezer. 

For open-country shooting on big 
game, a 4-in. rise above line of sight 
is not excessive and will not cause mid- 
range misses with center-of-the-chest 
holds. With the 130-gr. bullet in the 
.270 and a 4-in. rise above line of scope 
sight, one has a “point blank” range of 
about 315 yd. before the bullet de- 
parts more than 4 in. from line of sight. 
With the 150-gr. bullet in the .30/06 at 
a muzzle velocity in the neighborhood 
of 2,950 f.p.s., the point-blank range is 
about 280 yd. That is also substantially 
the point-blank range of a .300 H. & H. 
Magnum with factory 180-gr. bullet. 

A 4-in. departure from line of sight 
is all right for big game, but far too 
much for varmints. Under no circum- 
stances should a varmint rifle give a 
midrange rise above line of sight of 
over 2 in.; a rise of 14% in. or even 1 in. 
is better. Varmints are generally small. 
Often, like woodchucks basking on 
rocks, they are lying flat and are power- 
fully easy to shoot over. Because the 
bullet cannot be allowed to rise much 
above the line of sight, the point-blank 
range must necessarily be shorter for 
varmints than for big game. 


sing the 100-gr. .257 bullet at 2,900 

f.p.s. as an example, it would be all 
right to sight in a scope-sighted .257 to 
put the bullet 3 in. high at 100 yd. The 
bullet would be on point of aim at 225 
yd. and 3 in. low at about 260. This 
would be a workable trajectory for 
deer and antelope, which measure from 
14 to 20 in. from brisket to top of 
shoulder. But with a coyote, which has 
only about 7 in. of meat to shoot at, 
allowance would have to be made for 
bullet rise and fall. Rise would be far 
too much for woodchucks, because the 
bullet would sail right over a chuck 
that was lying down at the high point 
of the climb. 

Best practice with a .257 or a .250/- 
3000 used on varmints is to sight in to 
put the bullet 11% in. above line of scope 
sight at 100 yd. The bullet is then dead 
on at about 175 yd. and 1% in. low at 
200. Since the .220 Swift shoots ‘‘flat- 
ter’? (keeps closer to the line of sight) 
because it travels faster, the same 
maximum trajectory height of roughly 
1% in., will put the bullet on at about 
250 yd. and only 3 in. low at 300. The 
.222 Remington, which is faster than 
the .257 but slower than the Swift, can 
be sighted in to put the bullet 1% in. 
high at 100 yd. and to drop about 3 in. 
at 300. 

It is difficult to quote absolute fig- 
ures, though, because average velocity 
over any particular distance with a 





bullet of given weight, caliber, and muz- 
zle velocity is governed by the shape of 
the bullet. A sharp-pointed 180-gr. .30 
caliber bullet will shoot flatter than a 
round or flat-nose one. Obviously a 
130-gr. .270 Remington Bronze Point 
will shoot flatter over a certain distance 
than the old 130-gr. Remington round- 
nose Core-Lokt. 

Also with the ordinary sporting rifle 
and hunting scope it is difficult to hold 
and see well enough to get definitive 
figures. Joe Blow may shoot his .300 
Magnum and get a certain drop from 
200 to 400 yd. John Smith, shooting the 
same load from a rifle of the same 
make, may get a figure that is a bit 
different. Joker in this is the human 
error. One chap may have his rifle 
actually sighted a bit high at 200 yd. 
and be unaware of it. The other may 
hold a bit high or low on the target and 
not know it. Another may be too poor 
a shot to make a group small enough 
to give reliable figures. Another may 
shoot in mirage at a false bull—a bull 
which ain’t where it looks to be. I 
would no more swear to the absolute 
accuracy of my own bullet-drop figures 
than to anyone else's. 


Q"s often hears of a particular rifle 
that “carries up” better than others 
of the same caliber, make, and barrel 
length. Answer is, of course, that the 
one that apparently shoots flatter is 
sighted in for a longer distance. Chap 
I knew claimed his .270 Model 70 was 
dead on the button at any range up to 
350 yd. He based this statement on the 
fact that he could shoot at rocks at any 
hunting distance and smoke them, and 
kill game with dead-on holds to 350. I 
took him out to the Tucson Rifle Club 
range and showed him that the musket 
was putting its bullets about 5 in. high 
at 200 yd. or what any other .270 on 
aim at 350 yd. would do. 

To sum up, then, there is no such 
thing as a flat-shooting rifle—only rela- 
tively flat-shooting rifles. A bullet 
starts dropping from the line of bore 
the moment it leaves it, but the faster 
it goes the farther it travels before it 
strikes the ground. Trajectory remains 
constant no matter how the rifle is 
pointed, but with a high sight line the 
curve is apparently flatter. Trajectory 
is governed by the average velocity 
over a given range and by nothing else. 
A bullet that has an average velocity 
over 300 yd. of 2,800 f.p.s. shoots flatter 
than one that averages 2,200, whether 
the bullet weighs 5 gr. or 500. Because 
total fall is roughly four times as much 
as midrange trajectory, it is smart to 
make trajectory work for you by sight- 
ing in for the longest possible distance 
that will not cause midrange misses. 

Actually the path of a bullet from 
muzzle to target is no more mysterious 
than the peg of the fielder from deep 
center to home plate. The bullet is 
subject to exactly the same laws as the 
baseball. Because it keeps on dropping 
from its original angle of departure, it 
must be aimed up if the fielder wants 
to throw a strike to the catcher and cut 
the base runner off. The only reason the 
bullet’s path seems mysterious is that 
we cannot watch it.—Jack O’Connor.

Moral is, it would be nice to have a 
powder slower-burning than No. 4350 
made in regular canister lots for the 
handloading trade. 


Scatter Loads 


kink which most shotgun users nev- 
er try and one which many have 
/never heard of is to use “brush” or 
“seatter” loads in full-choke guns to 
open up the pattern for short-range use. 

Each shell is loaded with cardboard 
partitions between portions of the shot 
charge. When it’s fired in a full-choke 
or a modified bore, the pattern will 
usually be opened up to about improved 
cylinder. As a general thing patterns 
are not as even as those thrown by a 
good improved-cylinder barrel and reg- 
ular ammunition, but they enable the 
one-gun man with a full-choke barrel 
to go in for fast, short-range brush 
shooting with some hope of hitting. 

Remington calls these shells scatter 
loads. Peters calls them spreader loads. 
In Winchester and Western brands they 
are called brush loads. 








Getting the Range

In the old days when breaking the 
targets that come right at the skeet 
shooter at Station 8 was considered ex- 
tra-difficult, a box of skeet shells con- 
tained two of those spreader loads for 
the two Station 8 targets. 

Just to see how well one could do on 
skeet with a full-choke gun and Rem- 
ington scatter loads I shot a round with 
the combination and broke a 23. My 
two misses were from carelessness, not 
from a poor pattern. 


Lee Magnums 


Mx interesting new series of wildcat 
eartridges has been designed 
by Bob Lee, importer, sporting-goods 
wholesaler, and rifle enthusiast. (Ad- 
dress: Lee Arms Corp., 700 Ibsen St., 
Woodmere, Long Island, N. Y.) He has 
based them on the British .425 Westley 
Richards case. To the American eye 
the case has an odd look indeed, since 
the head diameter is smaller than the 
case diameter. Apparently the original 
.425 case was designed to be used in 
standard Mauser actions with no bolt- 
face and extractor alteration. 

Being able to slap a Lee Magnum 
barrel on any standard action for the 
.270 or the .30/06 is an advantage, and 
the small head gives the cases a dis- 
tinctive look. Disadvantage is the fact 
that they are primed with Berdan 
primers. 

Monty Kennedy and Sam May of the 
Apex Rifle Co., 7670 San Fernando 
Road, Sun Valley, Calif., are doing 
stock, barrel, and metal work for rifles 
to Lee specifications. Calibers include 
.334, .358, .376, and .424. 

The .334 Lee Magnum gives the 250- 
gr. Barnes bullet (.333 in.) a muzzle 
velocity of 2,626 feet per second with 
75 gr. of No. 4831 powder and the 300- 
gr. bullet 2,425 with 70 gr. of the same 
powder. For the last load the energy is 
3,918 foot pounds. 

The .358 Lee Magnum gives the 250- 
gr. Speer bullet 3,010 f.p.s. with 84.5 
gr. of No. 4350, the 275-gr. Hornady 
2,840 with 83 gr. of No. 4350, and the 
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Lee Magnum cartridges: .334 (top) .358 








300-gr. Barnes bullet 2,700 with 85 gr. 
of No. 4831. Energies of all these loads 
are in the neighborhood of 5,000 foot 
pounds! 

Lee writes that he’s toying with the 
notion of having the Norma Projektil- 
fabrik of Sweden make cases for him 
with American primers. 


H. & R. Private Brands 


hrough dire necessity I’ve had to 

‘collect lists of private brand names 
used on American shotguns, rifles, and 
pistols, because I am always getting 
requests for identification. I once pub- 
lished in these columns a list of names 
used by Sears, Roebuck & Co., and 
Bob Quale, then Sears gun buyer, 
wrote me that I had some he did not 
have. 

On a visit to the Harrington & Rich- 
ardson plant in Worcester, Mass., I 
asked Frank Cowdrey about the names 
used on guns made by H. & R. for 
various concerns. He had a list com- 
piled—and I am overwhelmed! Seems 
they’ve stampec 172 different brand 
names on shotguns and rifles and 27 
on handguns. 

Once it was common for a jobber 
or even a large dealer to ask that his 
own brand name be stamped on guns. 
There might be 100 in the lot or 10,000. 
H. & R. handgun names _ include: 
Victor, Young America, Bull Dog, 
Scout, and Hunter. Here are a few 
of the H. & R. long-gun names, chosen 
at random: Bay State, Trustworthy, 
Sure Shot, Rex, Invincible, Black 
Prince, Green Big, Nitro Tiger, Colo- 
nial, Carolina Arms Co., Gibraltar, 
Peerless, Badger, White Powder Won- 
der, Popular, Midland, and Continental 
Arms Co. 

When more than one outfit uses the 
same name, it’s even more confusing. 
There is, for example, a Continental 
Arms Co. in New York City which 
imports fine foreign weapons. 


25/06 Dope 


he more I see of the .25/06, one of 

the most ancient of all wildcats, the 
more I think of it. Cartridge is simply 
the .30/06 case necked to .25 caliber 
with the same 17-degree, 30-minute 
shoulder slope retained. In the old days 
it wasn’t much good simply because 
with powders then existing the case was 
greatly over bore capacity. With the 
quicker-burning of today’s powders it’s 
still over bore capacity, even though 
it is a fine performer. With the slow 
powders it really goes to town. 

Some months ago I reported on a 
.25/06 which was strictly a varmint 
rifle with a 1-in-14 twist. I thought 
I'd like to try out a .25/06 with a 1-in-10 
twist. I borrowed one from Al Biesen, 
gunsmith and stockmaker of Spokane, 
Wash. Strictly speaking it wasn’t a 
.25/06 at all but a .25/.270, since it was 
chambered for the .270 case necked to 
.25, and of course either .270 or .30/06 
cases can be used. Al’s rifle was 
equipped with a good 6X Pecar scope. 
I got .25/06 dies from the R.C.B.S. 
Tool and Die Shop of Oroville, Calif.,

I was interested in what the .25/06 
would do with heavy bullets and slow- 
burning powder. It did plenty. With 
58 gr. of No. 4831 powder and the 117- 
gr. Sierra boattail bullet the velocity 
was 3,230, foot seconds—which for a 
bullet of that weight, sectional density, 
and wind-bucking ability is a lot of 
velocity. 

With the 125-gr. Barnes bullet and 
the same powder charge, velocity was 
3,180. Mind you, a 125-gr.

shooters very sad, as not a few people 
are convinced that their guns pattern 
best with that size. 

The United States is a country of 
mass production and mass distribution, 
and if a cartridge does not sell in profit- 
able volume the kiss of death is quickly 
upon it. Sooner or later a good many 
.25 Remington rifles have no doubt been 
made—in bolt actions, autoloaders, and 
pumps. It seems like yesterday that 
the .22 Savage Hi-Power was a hot item 
indeed. Any time factory rifles are no 
longer made for a certain cartridge it 
is headed for the bone yard in a hurry. 

In other countries cartridges are kept 
on the active list even if they have a 
sales volume that would drive an 
American loading company executive to 
the bottle. I once asked the head of a 
famous and hoity-toity British rifle- 
making firm how many cartridges 
were sold annually in one of the 
famous calibers for double-barrel ele- 
phant guns. “A few hundred. Possibly 
1,000,” he told me. 


Short Shots 


ew Remington slide-action Model 

572 Fieldmaster rifle in .22 caliber 
is a slick, streamlined, easy-working 
little small-game and plinking rifle. It 
has a magazine capacity of 20 short or 
15 Long Rifle cartridges and looks like 
a junior Model 760 big-game rifle. 

Norma Projektilfabrik, Amotfors, 
Sweden, makes ammunition for the 
Japanese 6.5 mm. Arisaka, which at 
present is available from Philip Jay 
Medicus, 18 Fletcher St., New York 38, 
N. Y., and perhaps from others. Norma 
also turns out excellent bullets in cali- 
bers from .25 to 9.3 mm. (about .36 
caliber). The 154-gr. Norma 7 mm. 
soft-point boattail has given me superb 
accuracy in a 7 x 57, a 7 mm. Weather- 
by Magnum, and a 7 mm. Mashburn 
Magnum. I find that 130 and 150-gr. 
Norma .270 bullets shoot beautifully 
too. Outfit also makes un-necked .30/06 
and .300 Magnum cases for American 
Boxer-type primers. Ought to make the 
wildcatters happy. 

S. F. Mutter of the Pendleton Gun 
Shop, 223 S. E. Court, Pendleton, Oreg., 
is making a muzzle brake which doesn’t 
look like the business end of a ray gun. 
He custom-builds the gadget to the 
same outside diameter as the barrel. 
With it Mutter claims the .300 H. & H. 
kicks about like a .30/30 and the .270 
about like a .25/35. I shot a .300 so 
equipped. Recoil was in fact a good 
deal less. Thing I liked about it was 
that muzzle blast wasn’t objectionable. 

New Savage Model 6 Deluxe rifle is 
a tubular-magazine autoloader with 
cheekpiece and Monte Carlo comb. 

Rumor is that a certain manufacturer 
is going to jump with a lever-action 
rifle chambered for the potent little .308 
W. C. F. cartridge. Another rumor: 
Same outfit will bring out a short .270 
based on the same case and also in 
a lever action. No official confirmation. 

E. C, Herkner, Boise, Idaho, manu- 
facturer of the Echo side scope mount, 
is now in production with a bench-type 
loading tool. Interesting departure is 
that case holders are screwed into place.

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Rechambering 9 mm. Rifle 


Question: I have a 9 mm. Mannlicher-Scho- 
enauer Model 1905 rifle made by Steyr. I'd 
like to rechamber it for .30/06. Can it be done? 
—Jim Barnes, Oreg. 


Answer: You can’t rechamber that rifle of 
yours for .30/06. The 9 mm. is about a .35 
caliber, and if you put a .30/06 chamber in it 
you would be shooting .30 caliber bullets in a 
.35 caliber bore. Rechambering a 9 mm. to 
.30 caliber is something like cutting a 4-ft. 
piece of string down to 6 ft. Also the 9 mm. 
Mannlicher-Schoenauer caitridge is not made 
in the United States. 

The only practical thing for you to do is to 
have that rifle fitted with a barrel for the 7 mm. 
Mauser cartridge, which is regular-y loaded in 
this country. You'd need no further alterations, 
since the 7 mm. Mauser cartridge works per- 
fectly through the magazine of the 9 mm, 
Mannlicher-Schoenauer. 

Any of a number ! \ baie? could fit the 
barrel for you.—J.O 


Both Use .30/06 


Question: A hunting friend claims that the 
Garand rifle uses .30 caliber ammunition that’s 
different from the 1903 Springfield's .30/06. I 
say they both use .30/06 cartridges. Who's 
right?—John Romano, N.Y. 


Answer: The U.S. caliber .30 M-1 Garand 
rifle and the Model 1903 bolt-action rifle called 
the Springfield are both chambered for the 
.30/06 cartridge and either of them will use any 
Standard factory or arsenal cartridge in that 
caliber.—J.O’C. 


Recoil and 12X Scope 


Question: I’ve been using a 10X scope on my 
.270 for long-range woodchuck shooting. The 
combination is fine except for shots beyond 
300 yd., when the scope hairs begin to cover an 
appreciable area. I’m thinking of using a 
Unertl 12X Ultra Varmint, but in view of the 
recoil of the .270 I’m concerned about the use 
of such a scope in target-type mounts. What 
do you think?—Robert C. Rustay, N.Y. 


Answer: You needn’t have the slightest 
worry about getting a 12X target-type scope on 
the .270. As you no doubt know, the target-type 
scopes slide in the mounts with the recoil and 
the scope should be returned to its original 
position after each shot. With an accurate .270 
and a good 12X scope, you should have no 
trouble making consistent kills to 300 yd.— 
J.O’C. 


Rifle Should Be Retired 


Question: In shooting my lever-action .35 
caliber Stevens rifle, I’ve found that the primer 
backs out 1/32 in., and in some cases the car- 
tridge case expands and a cracked ring is 
noticed. I believe there is too much headspace 
and immediately discontinued firing the rifle. 
Can you tell me where I can have this cor- 
rected?—W. H. Ellis Jr., Fla. 


Answer: You certainly have an old-timer in 
that Stevens lever-action repeater for the .35 
Remington rimless cartridge. It’s quite a rare 
rifle and I’ve never seen one myself. 

The partial head separation which you de- 


scribe and the protruding primer are both signs 
of excessive headspace. By all means, that 
rifle should be retired.—J.O’C 


Russian “Burp Gun” 


Can you tell me anything about 
the “burp gun” used by the North Koreans and 
Red Chinese during the Korean conflict? What 
size cartridge and bullet does it use, and what 
American cartridge compares with it?—Ollie L. 
O'Neill, Oreg. 


Question: 


Answer: That term “burp gun” is not a very 
definite one and I believe the reference is to 
one of the Russian machine pistols, probably 
Model 40 or 41. A‘l the Russian machine pis- 
tols, or submachine guns, are chambered for 
the 7.62 mm. Russian military pistol cartridge, 
which is just like the cartridge we know as 
the .30 Mauser or 7.63 mm. Mauser. In this 
country it’s loaded with an 86-gr. metal-case 
bullet and has a muzzle velocity of 1,420 feet 
per second in a 5%-in. barrel. What the ve- 
locity is in the longer submachine-gun barrel I 
can’t say. Like the U.S. M-1 carbine cartridge, 
the Russian 7.62 mm. pistol cartridge is ap- 
proximately .30 caliber.—J.O’C. 


1892 Saddle Carbine Safe 


Question: I have a Model 1892 Winchester 
saddle carbine which is marked .38 W.C.F. Does 
this gun take the .38 Remington and the .38/40 
as well? And if so, which would you recom- 
mend for general purposes?—James L. Fayard, 
Miss. 


Answer: Your carbine is chambered for the 
.38 W.C.F. cartridge, also known as the .38/40, 
and if the gun is in good shape it should be 
safe to use with current factory loads. Ammu- 
nition can be obtained in Winchester, Western, 
Remington, and Peters brands.—J.O’C. 


Shotgun Barrel Length 


Question: I have a 12 gauge double-barreled 
Stevens shotgun bored modified and cylinder. 
I'd like to cut the 28-in. barrels to 25 in. 
Would I have trouble with blown patterns if I 
did this?—Aaron Preston, Vt. 


Answer: I'd leave that double-gun the way 
it is. If you chop the barrels off to 25 in. you'll 
have only straight-cylinder patterns, which are 
often blown and always patchy and unreliable. 
—J.O’C. 


-40/82 Cartridge Obsolete 


Question: I have an old Winchester which 
takes a .40/82 rimfire cartridge. Is this a fair 
gun to use on small deer where the longest shots 
would not be over 150 yd.? Where can I get 
ammunition?—Fred R. Johnson, Mo. 


Answer: Your rifle is a Winchester Model 
1886, which has been obsolete for years. At one 
time it was chambered for quite a few car- 
tridges, most of them black-powder jobs. The 
.40/82 caliber was discontinued in 1911, and the 
manufacture of all Model 1886 rifles ceased in 
1935. 

The .40/82 cartridge would be all right for 
deer in brush, but now that it’s obsolete and 
will never again be made, the best thing for 
you to do is to hang that rifle on the wall.— 
J.0°C.

the time, just like you'd treat a dog.” 

“What happened to her?” 

“Tapeworms, probably. I figure she 
died in hibernation. Tapeworms, In- 
dians, and commercial salmon fisher- 
men are the worst enemies the grizzlies 
have, all along this coast. Indians are 
scared to death of ’em. They seldom 
tackle ’em on land, but when they’re 
in their boats they shoot at the ones 
on shore. Salmon fishermen do the 
same thing, because once in a while a 
bear tears up their nets.” 

“All bears that eat a lot of salmon 
get tapeworms,” Jim said. “Some know 
enough to eat a certain kind of clay 
that cleans them out and then eat other 
stuff for a while before they go back to 
fish. Others never learn this cure, and 
a lot of them die while they’re asleep in 
their winter dens.” 

Part of the information came more 
directly. One day we went up Mussel 
Creek, a tributary of the lower Klina- 
klini River. A run of salmon was work- 
ing up through a riffle, 75 yards down 
the slope, and we waited hoping a big 
grizzly might try a little fishing. Even- 
tually one did. 

“There he is,” Jim said. “By the log.” 

The grizzly had followed a trail to 
the edge of a thicket where a rotting 
log lay almost buried in moss. Then, 
silently, he had thrust out his head to 
see what was around before he ven- 
tured into the open. However, there 
was another log spanning the 25-foot 
rifie, and I was looking at it, so I 
didn’t see the bear until he started to 
cross the creek. 

As I saw him through the scope sight, 
he looked enormous. He waded away 
from us with his nose swinging and 
pointed very high, 


he didin’t pause or turn. When he came 
to the dense wall of underbrush along 
the farther. bank, he headed straight 
into it and vanisied. 

If this had happened 


crossed—and learned to regret it. For 
if a lucky bullet in the brain had killed 
the bear in the middle of the creek, the 
force of the current would have swept 
him along the bottom until he lodged, 
to stay, under some log jam down- 
stream. The brain is a bad place to 
shoot a bear, anyhow. It ruins the 
skull, which must be measured if the 
specimen is to be officially recorded. 
And if I'd hit the bear anywhere else, 
from the angle he presented, we’d have 
had to follow a wounded grizzly into 
the thickets. That is not to be recom- 
mended, as my friend, Dr. John E. 
Hammett, a New York surgeon, will 
testify. 

A few years ago, John was up in the 
Yukon Territory, hunting on horseback 
with his son and an Indian guide. He 
has had a lot of hunting experience, and 
when they spotted a good-size bear, he 
let his son take the shot. The boy’s 
bullet knocked the grizzly down, but it 
jumped up and disappeared into a 
thicket. Something made the Indian

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think the bear had gone on through to 
the next patch of cover, and on the far 
| side of the thicket they found tracks 
leading out. 

How hard had the bear been hit? 
The height and character of blood on 
| the willows could tell a good deal, so 
the hunters dismounted and searched 
for sign. It happened to be John who 
wandered close to where the wounded 
grizzly lay hidden. He didn’t even have 
time to bring his rifle to his shoulder. 
He shot once, from the hip, as the bear 
charged into him, and then he was flat 
on his back, with the bear on top. John 
threw up his right hand. The bear 
seized it in his mouth, and the thought 
flashed through John’s mind that his 
career in surgery, at least, was ended. 

Fortunately, his son and the guide 
came quickly and finished the bear. 
The doctor was covered with blood, but 
it was all bear’s blood. His single shot 
had shattered the grizzly’s lower jaw 
so that it couldn’t close its mouth to 
bite, and John’s only wounds were 
scratches on his hand, made by the 
bear’s upper teeth. 

Not many hunters have been as lucky 
as Dr. Hammett, so I decided it was 
| better to let that grizzly go than to 
| pursue him, wounded, in thick alders. 
Jim Stanton knew all about this, but he 
| Was annoyed by our bad luck. He re- 
| marked on the treachery of the wind 
| which had blown in our faces, then 
| switched at the critical instant. Other- 
| wise, he said, the bear would have 
| fooled around on the bank and could 
| easily have been killed. Jim began to 
get indignant. 

“Do you know what I really believe ?” 
he finally burst out. “I don’t think these 
big old males have as much courage as 
mice. Some of ’em will never even 
stick their noses out before dark, and 
all you ever see is their tracks.” 





hat set me to wondering. I knew 

two scientists, veterans of field 
work in Asia and Africa, who were con- 
vinced that the percentage of grizzlies 
that will attack a man without provoca- 
tion is at least as high as among lions 
and tigers. And, when I went to the 
Yukon in 1947, there was no bag limit 
there on grizzlies. I talked it over with 
| the conservation authorities in White- 
| horse. They fully agreed with me on 
| the economic value of the grizzly as an 
| attraction for American sportsmen. But 
they pointed out that attacks on hu- 
mans, in the Yukon, were reported 
every year. An Indian boy had been 
killed only a few weeks earlier, down 
in the Haines Cut-off country. Since 
he and his sister had been armed only 
with buckets for picking blueberries, 
the conservationists didn’t think the 
grizzly had been unduly provoked. I 
mentioned this to Jim Stanton. 

“In this country, they try to keep out 
of your way,” he said. “If you don’t 
bother ’em, they let you alone. I’ve 
guided hunters who have been all over 
the world, and they tell me that those 
other big animals do the same. It’s 
only the odd bear that will cause you 
| any trouble. 
| “Here on Mussel Creek,” he contin- 
| ued, “I was out with another man in a 








little kicker boat. We slipped up on a 
sow grizzly with a couple of small cubs, 
and she charged. Came right out into 
the water. We didn’t want to kill her. 
I headed the boat downstream a little 
faster than she could swim or run 
along the bank, but she chased us. I 
think it was the same bear we met 
three years later at the same place. We 
saw an old sow fishing with her two big 
yearlings, and all three of them charged 
when we were 75 yards away. We had 
to kill the sow, and the yearlings beat 
1” 


his, I pointed out, concerned a fe- 

male bear with cubs. It’s well 
known that these are sometimes dan- 
gerous, and when wounded grizzlies of 
either sex attack, nobody can blame 
them. I wanted Jim to tell me whether 
an old male grizzly, unwounded, had 
ever given him a bad time. 

“Once,” he admitted. “But it was my 
own fault. A long way up Mussel 
Creek, I have a little cabin on my trap- 
line. There’s a good riffle where the 
bears can fish, and for five or six years 
a great boar grizzly had it staked out 
as his personal claim. When he wanted 
salmon he kept all the other bears 
chased off. He used to bed down in a 
small patch of brush, and in the late 
fall, before he got ready to hole up, he 
was so fat and lazy that he stayed there 
as long as the fish were running. He’d 
sleep until he got hungry, then he'd 
catch a fish or two and go back to bed. 

“Well, sir, I didn’t see him often, but 
that bear and I were pretty well ac- 
quainted. On the trapline I carry a 
machete to clean out brush, and when 
I went along the trail and got close to 
where the bear hung out, I'd rattle the 
machete against my rifle barrel to let 
him know I was coming. When he 
heard it, he’d slip back into the timber. 
Sometimes I'd go and look at his bed 
while it was still warm. 

“At the start of one fur season I 
went to my trapline with a young Ger- 
man fellow who had been helping me. 
We were running late. I had my mind 
on getting the cabin straightened up 
before dark, and I just forgot all about 
the old grizzly as I neared his bedding 
place. The German was maybe 30 
yards behind. 

“The first thing I knew, the bear 
came charging down at me. We meas- 
ured afterward, and he was just 19 feet 
away when he started. I shot into the 
middle of his chest, but it didn’t slow 
him at all. When I had another shell 
levered in, I pulled the trigger with his 
neck right against the rifle barrel. And 
do you know what happened? That 
cartridge was a dud. The firing pin 
made a good dent in the primer, but 
it didn’t go off. The bear toppled me 
backward and ran straight on top of 
me, but I guess the .348 in his chest 
must have taken his mind off his work, 
because he kept on going. 

“We never did get him. It was too 
dark to track him that evening, and it 
rained during the night, so I lost his 
trail the next morning. I never saw 
any sign of him again.” 

When Jim was concerned with things 
I had never seen mentioned in books,

probably layin’ up right on a stump 
or log not far from one of ’em.” 

“Or else he’s 30 feet up in a thick 
cedar, where dog's can’t find him,’’ Tom 
said. 

“Could be,” Starback admitted, ‘but 
if he’s on the ground my old dog will 
sight-trail him in and jump him. Let’s 
take a crack at him.” 

Charley Welch just looked across at 
me, and I knew he was measuring in 
his mind that four miles of swamp. So 
was I. 

“You put your dog on it,’ Koboski 
suggested. “My Tip is too young for 
a track that cold. I'll keep him on a 
chain until things warm up, give Lead 
clear sailing.” 

They led the two hounds to the edge 
of the brush, and Starback unsnapped 
the Walker’s leash. Lead put his nose 
into the snow, sniffed the cold foot- 
prints, bawled a couple of times, and 
disappeared in the cedars. Ed plowed 
after him and Koboski ied the rest of 
us into the swamp at an angle, heading 
for an old logging road that would be 
easier walking. 

Lead talked every half minute or so. 
There wasn’t much to shout about, but 
he bayed enough to let us know he 
hadn’t lost the track. We found the 
logging road and followed it for half a 
mile, floundering through brush and 
snow and loading our shoes with slush. 
The road, such as it was, finally petered 
out and we stopped to await develop- 
ments. 

They weren’t long in coming. Off to 
our left and a quarter of a mile ahead, 
Starback’s old hound suddenly an- 
nounced a smoking-hot chase. There 
was a savage, eager howl, probably 
where the cat had bedded, then a chop- 
ping song that said Stubtail was up and 
going. 

Tom’s young black and tan lunged 
into his chain. Tangling himself in a 
willow clump, he chewed half of it off 
at the snowline before Tom could get 
the collar unbuckled. Then the dog 
raced into the brush, and three or four 
minutes later his rolling baritone bawl 
mixed with Lead’s steady chop and 
their happy, frenzied duet rang through 
the swamp. 

“That cat will shake a leg now, 
said with a contented grin. 

Hunting Stubtail is different from 
hunting any other of the big cats of 
this continent. Mountain lion and jag- 
uar can be followed on horseback, at 
least part of the time. You hunt Stub- 
tail on foot, because nothing that ever 
wore a saddle could get through the 
tangles he delights in. It’s hard enough 
to do it afoot. 

He likes cedar thickets so dense that 
a man has to bend double to get under 
the low branches. If there’s a windfall 
in the swamp, an area where bleached 
spruce and cedar trunks are piled like 
matchsticks, the cat makes for it. An- 
other favorite is an abandoned beaver 
meadow grown up with willows and 
alders as thick as the hair on a possum. 
You follow him, with a foot or two of 
snow underfoot and every branch and

twig ready to dump a few frosty pounds 
down your neck at a touch. 

Maybe I’m off my rocker, but there’s 
no other brand of hunting that packs a 
bigger wallop for me. Stubtail is sel- 
dom made to serve sportsmen as he 
could and ought to. 

He’s widely distributed, from above 
the Canadian border to deep into Mexi- 
co, Maine to California, from Florida 
to Puget Sound. There’s hardly a state 
of the 48 where bobcats aren’t found, 
and in most of them they’re more 
numerous than the average hunter 
realizes. Yet most of the country neg- 
lects the sport of bobcat hunting. 

There’s no denying that Stubtail does 
some mischief to better game. He feeds 
on just about anything he can catch, 
including frogs and snakes. In the 
north, snowshoe rabbits are his main- 
stay, in other sections cottontails are a 
staple in his diet. He takes grouse and 
and other gamebirds when he can get 
them, which isn’t often. He kills a few 
deer, chiefly youngsters and fawns. 
But when he’s hungry, a big cat will 
tackle a grown buck. 

Twenty to 30 pounds is a fair average 
weight for bobcats, but in the northern 
states and Canada, at least, some weigh 
more than 40. A friend of mine killed 
a 41-pound female last winter. 

The bobcat isn’t vermin. He’s game, 
and game capable of providing some of 
the liveliest fun a hound man can get 
mixed up with. 


ou need deer-proof dogs to hunt him. 

Over most of his range Stubtail 
and deer of one kind or another share 
the same haunts. A hound that will 
take a deer track is useless for cat 
hunting. In the North, where public 
opinion and the game regulations are 
strictly opposed to dogging deer, he’s 
worse than useless. When we speak of 
a good cat dog in these parts—and I'd 
guess there are fewer than 100 in all of 
Michigan—we mean one that will stick 
to his trade no matter how cold the 
track he follows. 

A good cat dog also has to have 
staying power. The bobcat doesn’t tree 
unless he has to. The jaguar and moun- 
tain lion seem to show little hesitation 
about climbing when things get too hot 
for comfort. Not so their short-tailed 
cousin. He knows he’s safer on the 
ground and goes up only as a last 
resort. 

When and if you finally overtake him, 
the chances of finding him in a tree are 
less than 50-50. Starback and Koboski 
have hunted cats for years and more 
than half their kills have been made on 
the ground. The bigger and heavier 
the cat, the sooner he climbs. It’s the 
youngsters that give the hounds a 
tough workout and are finally killed, 
if they’re killed at all, while running 
ahead of the dogs. A cat that weighs 
more than 30 pounds is likely to tree 
after a reasonable chase. His wind and 
legs give out. 

One cat will keep a full mile of 
swamp between himself and the dogs. 
The next is satisfied to stay just out of 
reach. Koboski killed a 30-pound tom 
a year or so ago that was loafing along 
no more than three jumps in front of 
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absolute zero.

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his hounds. The dogs were making a 
whale of a fuss, bawling their lungs 
out, but they didn’t try to close the gap. 
They were old enough to know better. 
Stubtail is hell on wheels in a scrap. 

It’s hard to believe, but the cat Lead 
put up along Brush Creek that morning 
was still ahead of the dogs three hours 
after noon. He refused to climb. He 
ran like a cross between a rabbit and a 
fox, circling, always working deeper 
into the swamp, farther from the road, 
while the dogs chopped and bawled and 
the five of us did our best to head 
him off. 

In the first five hours we ran him, I 
fought through every obstacle a cedar 
swamp can put in the way of a man on 
snowshoes. I clambered over blow- 
downs that would have made a bear 
think twice. I broke through shell ice 
behind two beaver dams. I clawed in 
and out of brush that gilled me like a 
fish net. Yet never once did I see or 
hear any of the other hunters. The 
steady baying of the dogs moved back 
and forth ahead of me, always stayed 
just out of my reach. 

In the middle of the afternoon I 
found where the hounds had driven the 
eat across Brush Creek on an aban- 
doned beaver dam. Half a mile ahead, 
in a patch of spruce, the dogs were 
still hammering along and they sounded 
as fresh and eager as when the chase 
started. I knew better than that, but 
there was no sign that either they or 
Stubtail would throw in the sponge for 
another hour or two. 


hile I was debating whether the 

tottering beaver dam would take 
me across the creek without ducking 
me in the black, ice-fringed water, I 
heard voices.

It was a long jump but he broke his 
fall against the lower branches of the 
pine. He hit the ground running, with 
Lead and Tip fairly tearing the swamp 
apart to catch him. I was so mad I 
could have booted myself all the way 
back to the road. 

“Don’t worry,” Ed comforted me. 
“He won't get far.” 

The dogs were too close to him now, 
however, and too worked up for the 
chase to last long. They drove him 
across the ridge, and within two or 
three minutes they treed him again. 
We heard the crack of Hartnell’s .22— 
and on the echo of it the noise of the 
hounds running once more. 

“Well I'll be damned,”’ Ed muttered. 
“We'll be here till dark.” 

But Stubtail’s luck was running out. 
Hartnell’s Long Rifle hollow-point had 
connected after all.

We were back across Brush Creek 
with the 32-pound cat before I realized 
the winter dusk was less than an hour 
away and that icy rain was still trick- 
ling down my shirt collar.

BUYING YOUR FIRST MOTOR 


eaders who are thinking of buying 
R their first outboard motors often 
write me that they are seriously 
confused. Some say they are mixed up 
by the number of makes and models on 
the market. Others seem to have trouble 
sorting out the different motor types. 
One man may want to know the differ- 
ence between a two-cycle motor and a 
four-cycle, or whether the water-cooled 
or the air-cooled type is better. An- 
other will ask how many cylinders to 
buy, or why some motors are listed as 
twin-cylinder-opposed, others as hav- 
ing two-cylinder alternate-firing. And 
so on. 

There also are many who seem left 
in a daze by the variety of convenience 
features on modern motors. A lot of 
people want to know how certain 
features work and whether they will be 
of any advantage in particular cases. 

The first-time buyer is better off to- 
day than ever before. He merely has to 
take advantage of what has been done 
to help him. It is practically impossible 
to find a motor that is a real dud 
mechanically, and manufacturers have 
done much to make buying easier. For 
one thing, dealers are becoming plenti- 
ful. You can find them even in many 
places away from the water. And the 
general caliber of dealers has greatly 
improved. More and more of them are 
going into handling boats, motors, and 
a complete line of accessories as their 
sole business activity. Accordingly, 
more dealers have, or are rapidly ac- 
quiring, a real knowledge of what they 
are selling and of boating procedure in 
general. 


ry ‘here are also more dealers of the 

financially able sort who can carry a 
worthwhile stock of models. This is im- 
portant, for it means less dependence 
on a manufacturer’s catalogue. You can 
see what you'll get, and there’s a good 
chance of getting a demonstration. A 
motor usually can be tried out on your 
own boat. If you are buying a boat as 
well as a motor, a demonstration is 
the best way of finding out what the 
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wnole outfit can do for you. Don’t 
hesitate to ask for such a demonstra- 
tion, for any live dealer knows it’s the 
best way to clinch the sale. 

An increasing number of dealers are 
offering financing plans. Favor local 
dealers first, if only because it is easier 
to check on their reliability. If there 
is no dealer in your area, write the 
head offices of several outboard motor 
manufacturers, such as you'll see ad- 
vertising here, and get the names of 
dealers nearest you. 

A dealer is pretty sure to be han- 
dling only one make of motor. All the 
nationally marketed makes are reliable, 
and most lines afford a good choice of 
models. A reputable dealer is sure to 
be handling reliable motors, and he 
can offer you valuable guidance. 

Be ready to take his advice. Chances 
are, some of your ideas will be im- 
practical, perhaps beyond what you 
care to spend, but he can explain what’s 


adres 


reasonable and what isn’t, and will 
finally fit you out satisfactorily. 

If you are buying a boat as well as 
a motor, the dealer’s first concern will 
be with the boat: how many persons 
you will want to carry; what you will 
use the boat for mostly; on what 
waters; whether you will be using the 
boat with a trailer, carrying it on a 
car, or merely leaving it in the water; 
how much speed you want; and what 
speed will best suit your other require- 
ments. Then he will know the boat 
you need. Likely it will be a model he 
has sold other customers. He knows its 
behavior with different motors and this 
knowledge will guide him in powering 
the boat for you. 


he size, or horsepower, of a motor 
pretty much determines its type. 
Its convenience features also will be 
largely in accordance with its size.

demonstration is the best way of 

finding out how modern convenience 
features work. As I’ve said, the size of 
the motor will pretty much determine 
what is provided. For example, if the 
motor is less than, say, 5 h. p., it will be 
a straight-drive one. That is, its pro- 
peller will be turned as the motor is 





cranked, and as soon as the motor starts 
|it will drive the boat ahead. In more 
| powerful motors the complete gear- 
| shift feature is common. A few makes 
at the lower end of this size bracket 
have the neutral shift. The latter’s ad- 
vantage over the straight-drive is that 
|it enables you to start and run the 
|}motor in neutral before switching to 
| the “ahead” position for running, and 
go back into neutral for maneuvering 
the boat. Reversing is accomplished 
by turning the motor so that its pro- 
peller drives the boat backward, which 
is possible because of the 360°, or full- 
pivoting, feature. Some straight-drive 
models also have this feature. 

If the motor has a complete gear- 
| shift the reverse as well as the neutral 
|}and forward positions are provided. 
| Provision also is made for quick and 
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easy attachment and detachment of 
remote controls for operating the boat 
from the steering wheel located for- 
ward. This makes for convenient opera- 
tion, particularly of a fast or large out- 
board or cruiser. 

A neutral-shift type, being smaller, 
is more apt to be operated aft. Indeed, 
it can hardly be controlled remotely, for 
its control cables and steering lines 
could easily get tangled in attempting 
to use its pivoting feature. All such 
features have been improved so that 
they can be considered foolproof. 


lectric starting is another common, 

or at least optional, feature on the 
larger motors and can even be had for 
some models as low as 16 h. p. This 
feature avoids manual starting, but 
still permits such starting if necessary. 
Starting can be done from up forward. 
This feature increases the weight of 
the motor about 10 pounds. The weight 
of the battery, a 6 or 12-volt dry or 
storage type, should also be considered, 
but it can be mounted anywhere aft in 
the boat. Some motors have the starter 
only, and some have an integral genera- 
tor to reaintain the battery. Without 
the latter, the battery must be re- 
charged. A good battery will give as 
many as 800 starts before that is neces- 
sary. Battery firms are now offering 
“power pack” units for such motors, 
including a suitable battery and a plug- 
in, shore-current charger in a compact 
container. 

Many ask if these new large motors 
are really quiet? The answer is yes. 
One trouble I find, though, is that some 
first-time buyers expect too much. You 
must realize that the terms ‘“‘quiet’”’ and 
“silent,’”’ applied to such motors, are 
relative. If you expect a motor to be 
really silent, buy an electric trolling 
one. But if you'll settle for the smooth 
hum that any fast-turning machine 
gives off, you'll not be disappointed. 
Unless you’ve used the old unquieted 
motors, it is impossible to appreciate 
what the manufacturers have accom- 
plished here. Each of them has tackled 
this noise problem in his own way and 
undoubtedly some have done a better 
job of it than others. What counts is 
that, in general, the methods used to 
muffie exhaust systems, to silence head 
noises, and to dampen vibration, partic- 
ularly that caused by the motor’s at- 
tachment to the hull, have eliminated 
any reasonable objection to an outboard 
motor as being noisy. 

The separate fuel tank, another con- 
venience that has become pretty much 
standard on big motors, can now be 
had for many smaller ones, too. In 
some cases such a tank is provided 
with the motor, and in some it is avail- 
able as an extra. Still others are engi- 
neered to take adapter fittings for such 
a tank. However it is done, this feature 
will be particularly appreciated on long 
runs or rough water. The danger of 
refilling the motor’s tank when the boat 
is pitching about is sufficient reason for 
wanting this feature. Also it helps in- 
sure against running out of fuel. You 
can carry spare fuel in an ordinary 
container, but will you always remem- 
ber to? With a remote tank I think

| you’re more apt to start out with it

needed. 

Some motors are described as having 
| pressurized fuel systems. For some 
makes the ordinary pressure system can 
be converted by fitting on a pump-type 
unit. Ordinarily, air pressure is utilized 
to force the fuel from the remote tank 
to the motor. But with the nonpres- 
| surized type, which is claimed to be 
safer, a pump on the motor, generally 
operated by crankcase impulse, draws 
the fuel to the carburetor automatically. 

Twist-grip control, a feature found 
on many motors, is particularly handy 
for fishing, as it gives you one-hand 
control of speed as well as steering. 

Another motor feature for fishing is 
a provision to facilitate running in 
shallow water. In such use, snags and 
weeds are pretty sure to be encountered. 
Some models have the lower end de- 
signed to lift easily and ride over ob- 
structions, and also to be less easily 
fouled by weeds. To help provide 
against propeller damage and cut down 
on replacement of shear pins, some 
manufacturers attach a rubber shock 
absorber. Others, even on their larger 
models, eliminate the shear pin entirely, 
using some sort of safety clutch which 
releases the propeller if it strikes an 
obstruction. 

Another popular convenience is the 
automatic boat bailer, a built-in bilge 
pump of good capacity. It is now fitted 
on only one make of motors, but several 
accessory firms offer bilge pumps for 
attachment to certain other makes. 

If you will be using your motor in 
salt water, be sure to take advantage 
of what has been done to “proof” 
motors against its effects. By doing so 
you'll avoid the troublesome necessity 
of having to flush your motor out each 
time you use it. You also may avoid 
eventual corrosion and clogging of the 
cooling system, which can happen even 
when flushing is done. More and more 
manufacturers are claiming that their 
motors are safeguarded for salt-water 


service, but unfortunately such protec- 
tion is one of those hidden features. 

To do it right, corrosion-resistant 
alloys must be used for parts apt to be 
affected. Then they must be given a 
special chemical treatment to increase 
their resistance, and all inside surfaces 
must be covered by some baked-on 
material. The entire design of the 
water-cooling system must permit an 
easy flow of water, without hard bends 
or pockets that prevent complete drain- 
age of the system during the motor’s 
idle periods. The drive shaft, propeller 
shaft, all exposed springs, and even all 
underwater screws should be made of 
stainless steel. Particular attention 
must be paid to waterproofing the 
magneto, and protecting the spark 
plugs, while critical bushings and other 
parts must be of some suitable ma- 
terial. From there on, it is up to the 
owner to use the rust-inhibiting lubri- 
cant specified for use inside the gear 
case, to combat any corrosion there. 
He should also keep all control link- 
age, etc., lubricated with waterproof 
grease. Then, if an occasional washing 
or wiping off is given to the outside of 
the motor to keep salt deposits from 
building up, your power plant should 
last almost indefinitely. 

Resistance to salt water has not been 
given the publicity that some other less 
important features have enjoyed. Those 
manufacturers who pioneered in such 
protection wisely waited until their 
measures had been given the test of 
time. Now, after about four years of 
such quiet testing, there is every in- 
dication that outboard motors can be 
made truly salt-water resistant. A 
friend of mine used a motor of this sort 
for a couple of years in southern Florida 
waters. When he tore the motor down 
completely, he found that all parts were 
in excellent condition. Naturally this 
“proofing’’ does not harm a motor for 
fresh-water service. Indeed it should 
help it. It can be regarded as another 
valuable step in the constant perfecting 
of outboard motors.—J. A. Emmett.

The high side 
cut off the wind so effectively that I 
was warm for the first time since leav- 
ing the cabin, and protection from 
smoke was almost as great a relief. 
Satisfied that we couldn’t be more com- 
fortable, we settled down for the night. 

Again and again I was disturbed by 
canoe ribs and my own ribs fighting 
for the same space. My wife fared bet- 
ter than I, because of her slightly 
thicker layer of adipose tissue.

brought in from the woodpile and a fire 
was blazing in the stove, it was not a 
bad place after all. It was protection 
from wind and rain. 

As I bailed the floor, I wondered if it 
was for the last time. The job pro- 
ceeded until I got down to the last two 
inches of water. I could not get it 
below that point, for that was the new 
level of the water table around the 
cabin. 

The underside of the mattress was 
saturated, the upper side quite damp. 
That night we slept fully dressed, sit- 
ting up, our heads resting on the table, 
our feet hooked over the chair rungs. 
A lookout had to be kept, because if 
the ice moved again, we might be 
flooded again. 

The next day, May 24, the water re- 
treated to the bank and began a slow, 
steady drop. The change and the fact 
that we could get to work made us 
much happier. 

Using an ice chisel to cut through 
the frozen banking, I chopped open the 
drain. The water on the floor oozed 
away. The torn linoleum was thrown 
out and all the furniture restored to its 
place. 

The floor and the lower walls had to 
be scrubbed free of clay or they would 
stay wet and rot. To reach the creek, 
our usual source of water, was impos- 
sible because huge blocks of ice cov- 
ered the entire bank. Fortunately, one 
of the chunks that dropped near the 
door was a clear blue, the type that 
furnishes the best of water for drink- 
ing and all household needs. The walls 
were cleaned of clay that afternoon, but 
the floor had to be left for attention on 
another day. 

Oui muscles and joints that night 
cried for a bed, but in spite of a fire all 
day, the mattress was still damp. The 
clay-covered, slimy, wet floor was no 
place to stretch out, so we slept on the 
bedsprings. One of us went each hour 
to the top of the bank to examine the 
creek. It continued to drop. 

Not until two days later, May 26, did 
we feel entirely safe. Only then did we 
undress for a night of uninterrupted 
sleep, the first in seven. Great blocks 
of ice still walled off our canoe path to 
the creek, but the water was flowing 
free to the river. The blocks would 
soon melt. Then we could slide a canoe 
down the bank and paddle away. THE END 


Identify Your Oars 


Men your oars with your name and 
address, and you'll have a better 
chance of getting them back if they 
are lost. One way to do this is to letter 
the information on the blade with nail 
polish, using a thick brush, and then 
ignite the liquid with a match. Repeat 
the process until the scars are burned 
so deep that they can’t be sandpapered 
away. A heated length of rod or a 
soldering iron will serve the same pur- 
pose. 

To mark a bamboo fishing rod, rub 
the varnish off a large enough area with 
steel wool and write your name plainly 
on it with India ink. Then replace the 
varnish to preserve the writing.—Elton 
Sarles.

new gun was beginning to feel more 
a part of my arms. “It fits me fine.” 

“I believe it does have enough drop 
for the boy, Charles,” Uncle Leon said 
to Father.

Father was pleased, but Mother asked 
fretfully when I would have a chance 
to use a shotgun in the city.

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blanketed the team in one of the sheds, 
out of the wind. We set out past the 
stock pens where cattle, furry in winter 
coats, fed at the hayracks. We had to 
pass through a hardwood grove, break- 
ing trail in knee-deep snow. Then I 
heard the crows. 


he harsh caw-cawing rose from 

hundreds of black throats. I learned 
that on a good day at the yards as many 
as 5,000 birds might be counted. Cer- 
tainly I’d never heard any such cawing 
as this. As we neared the edge of the 
woods, I saw the white, open field with 
something that looked like a small barn 
in about the center of it. I could see 
crows, too, high and low flyers circling, 
while scores of others clustered in a 
fringe of trees on the far side. Hun- 
dreds were on the ground feeding on 
the slaughterhouse refuse that was 
dumped every day to feed the hogs. 
Yes, it was something to see—this great 
congregation of ‘‘black devils,” as Dale 
called them. Flocks were coming in 
now in ever-increasing numbers, float- 
ing high with the wind or struggling 
against it, so that the ragged flight 
looked like bits of charred paper 
whipped haphazardly under gray clouds.

up with the .22. Uncle Leon turned | 
back amidst the grunting hogs, but they 
didn’t spook.

mean good weather, low-pressure areas 
bad, though other conditions such as 
moisture and temperature also are 
factors. In the northern hemisphere, 
winds blow clockwise around a high, 
counterclockwise around a low. 

A storm is usually preceded by an 
abrupt shift in the direction of the wind 
and by an unstable circulation of air 
which shows itself in many ways. 

Another key fact about weather is 
that warm air can hold more moisture 
than cold air. When a mass of warm, 
moist air is chilled by contact with 
colder air or with cold objects on the 
earth’s surface, water is precipitated 
as rain, snow, dew, or frost. Clouds 
and fog are composed of tiny droplets 
of condensed water vapor. 

The sky is one of your best weather 
indicators. As highs and lows march 
across the country, their changes are 
heralded by changes in the clouds. The 
drawing at the beginning of this article 
is a composite chart of the clouds that 
have definite weather meanings. You 
needn’t worry about the Latin names, 
as long as you know what the clouds 
themselves have to tell you. 

Level wisps of cirrostratus (1) pre- 
cede the long, slow rain of a warm 
front, often producing a halo around 
sun or moon. Anvil-top (2) perched on 
thunderhead always flows out in the 
direction the storm is going. Alto- 
stratus (3) gives a shapeless ground- 
glass look to sun or moon, means a 
warm front, with rain in 12 hours. 
Altocumulus (4) promises a wind 
change but no rain. Cumulonimbus 
(5), or thunderhead, usually moves 
eastward producing short, hard rain 
with clear weather to follow. Scud (6), 
or cloud fragments, foretells change to 
colder weather. High, small cumulus 
(7) indicates a cold air mass and a 
long, dry, fair spell. Turreted cumulus 
(8), darkening and enlarging, promises 
an afternoon storm. Line squall (9) 
does not itself produce rain but is fol- 
lowed by a hard downpour and quick, 
violent wind changes. Fog (10) form- 
ing at night lasts till next day; morning 
fogs burn out by noon. 

The barometer is the weather man’s 
most prized instrument, but it often 
contradicts itself. Rains do sometimes 
occur when the barometer is rising or 
when it is very high. Sea captains are 
among the most weather-wise of men, 
because they keep logs of the sky and 
weather. In the old days sportsmen 
kept diaries on hunting trips, and as a 
record of weather it’s not a bad idea. 

To go back to the idea that we live in 
an ocean of air: The trout fisherman 
knows that flies and water debris will 
collect on the lee side of a swirl around 
a rock, and particularly in coves pro- 
tected from the current of water. The 
same thing occurs in the currents of 
the atmosphere. The lee side of a hill 
will be where the insects collect, and 
where birds will be more likely to feed. 
In stalking game, all the rules about 
fishing upstream and choosing likely 
pools can be applied to animals or 
birds. THE END

and stretching the canvas. Its jaws will | 


grip even the narrowest edge, yet there 
is enough space in them for working

ping or wrinkling the canvas. The tool 
can be held straight up for working in 
places where it would be impossible to 
stretch the canvas properly with the 


fingers, as up against a cabin side or |

PACKBOARD FOR HEAVY LOADS 


‘hile the tumpline is our best 
W packing device to manhandle 

big loads of equipment and sup- 
plies over short distances such as canoe 
portages, the packboard known vari- 
ously as “Yukon,” “trapper,” and 
“Alaskan” beats ail other toting gear 
for moving heavy burdens on day, week, 
or month-long trails. This simple car- 
rier, consisting of four pieces of wood, 
two straps, and a canvas cover is a 
logical development stemming from the 
need for moving a wide variety of gear 
in wilderness country. It handles with 
equal efficiency and convenience ordi- 
nary camp duffel like tent and bedding, 
and less orthodox things such as an 
outboard motor, a case of canned goods, 
a tent stove, and a moose or caribou 
head with antlers. About the only limit 
to its adaptability is the user's strength 
and endurance. 


he generous capacity of this board 

results from its large frame and 
from the absence of a canvas bag which 
might be the wrong shape and size to 
hold the load you want to move. Models 
are available with detachable canvas 
sacks, and some campers use these for 
a miscellany of small items, but the 
majority of users prefer to wrap every- 
thing in a tarp or in the tent and lash 
that bundle to the frame. Big stuff like 
game heads needs no wrapping, al- 
though quarters of meat should be slid 
inside the customary muslin sacks 
which form a part of experienced hunt- 
er’s equipment. These exclude insects 
and protect the pack and the user’s 
clothing from blood. 

Comfort for the wearer is provided 
by the canvas cover which wraps clear 
around the wood frame. The load bears 
against one panel, your back against 
the other, and there is an air space 
between for coolness and protection 
against sharp-cornered articles which 
otherwise might gouge your flesh. To 
make a maximum air space, side mem- 
bers of this pack are set with their 
narrow edges toward the user. Differ- 
ent makers use bars of various dimen- 
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sions, but I find those measuring 5% x 
2% in. satisfactory. They provide 
ample breathing space for the back and 
reduce overheating and sweat. 

Overall dimensions of the frame run 
from 15 x 25 or 16 x 26 in. for small 
men to 16 x 27 or 17 x 29 for large ones. 
Some frames are made with equal 
width at top and bottom, but I like the 
top some 3 in. narrower for appearance 
and balance. Cross members are set 
flat to the packer as in other types of 
packboards, and the four members are 
assembled with glue, small angle irons, 
and screws. 

The canvas cover that wraps around 
the frame is cut so its edges lack 4 
in. of meeting. Grommets are clamped 
in each hem and then laced with raw- 
hide or with nylon fishing cord. The 
laced joint goes next to the load. The 
cover should be drawn very tight and 
kept that way while the pack is being 
used. Waterproof canvas will stretch 
less than plain fabric in changing 
weather and is more easily cleaned, but 
it traps more perspiration against your 
back. A good compromise is to water- 
proof only the outer panel and leave the 
inner one untreated. 

Carrying straps are preferably made 
of leather and should be 1 to 1% in. 
wide where they bear on shoulders and 
chest. Their lower ends, which fasten 
to the bottom of the frame, can be 
tapered to % in. to reduce weight. 


Keep the wood frame well varnished so 
it won’t absorb moisture and check. 
Spruce and oak are good materials for 
framing, if you belong to the do-it- 
yourself clan. Use the spruce for sides, 
the oak for cross members. 

Small metal rings or harness D’s in- 
stalled on the frame provide places to 
anchor the load. Usually three at each 
side and one in center of the bottom 
are enough. Or small loops of rawhide 
can be shrunk on to take the lashing 
rope. 


o put on a heavily loaded packboard, 

lean it against a tree or rock, kneel 
with your back to it, and put the straps 
on your shoulders. Then bend forward 
and rise by pushing up with the legs. 
By using the leg muscles instead of 
those in abdomen and back you avoid 
strains that could produce lameness or 
rupture. You don’t have to cast off the 
pack when you sit down on the trail to 
rest, because the lower ends of the 
frame bear against the ground and 
support the weight. 

This packboard, as I said before, is 
most efficient for moving loads of near 
maximum weight, and for irregular- 
shaped packages. Lighter burdens of 
regular camp gear which total no more 
than 30 to 35 pounds are effectively 
handled with standard canvas pack- 
sacks.—Maurice H. Decker.

Choosing a Knife 


Question: I’m about to buy a rather expen- 
sive knife that’s offered in several models. For 
general use in deer hunting and fresh-water 
fishing, what would you suggest as for size of 
blade, material, and shape of the handle grip? 
—W. C. Pitkat, N. Y. 


Answer: Of the many outdoor knives I’ve 
owned and used, those with 4% or 5-in. blades 
suited me best. I wouldn’t buy a longer blade 
except for a special use. I also like thin blades. 
With reasonable care, they’ll do most things 
the sturdier thick ones will and they’re much 
less clumsy for light work like whittling. In 
your case, you'll probably go fishing many times 
each year—where the short, thin blade will pay 
off—while the heavier job of dressing a deer’s 
a once-a-year task at most. The thin blade, 
will do that too. I like 
They don’t get as slick as horn 
or other hard materials when they’re wet or 
bloody. And I don’t care much for shaped 
finger grips in a handle, though that’s just a 
matter of personal preference.—M.H.D. 


Buckskin Lamp Shade 


Question: I wish to make a lamp shade from 
a deer skin. What are the steps in preparing 
the hide and fitting it on the frame?—James 
Hathaway, N.J 


Answer: First you need to work that skin 
into rawhide like this: Scrape the flesh side 
clean of all fat and membrane and soak the 
whole hide in a weak solution of lime and water 
Scrape off the hair and 
soak the skin overnight in a weak vinegar- 
water solution to neutralize the lime. Thin with 
a fleshing knife any thick spots in the hide. 
Otherwise they'll show up as dark spots. Lace 
the damp hide inside a sturdy frame, pulling it 
very tight. When it’s dry, scrape it on both 
sides and you’ve got rawhide. Cut your hide to 
fit the lamp-shade frame by tracing from a 
paper pattern you’ve previously cut to fit the 
frame exactly. Lace the rawhide shade to top 
and bottom wires with %4-in. rawhide thongs. A 
little shellac improves the lighting quality and 
finishes the job.—M.H.D. 


Boots for Abuse 


Question: I expect to do a lot of coon hunt- 
ing this winter and am looking for a pair of 
leather boots that will stand up in hard travel 
through snow and water, and over ice. I expect 
to wear them in weather ranging from 40° 
above to 10° below. Is there any one boot that 
will meet all these requirements?—Ronald Got- 
wals, Ind. 


Answer: High-quality all-leather boots kept 
well greased are fine for the wide range in tem- 
perature you mention, but prolonged use in 
water or slushy snow will wet them through. I’d 
pick either a rubber-bottomed, leather-topped, 
pac-style boot or a combination of light, all- 
leather boots and low storm rubbers. The latter 
versatile arrangement is popular in many north- 
ern states.—M.H.D, 


An Oven for Elk Hunts 


Question: I pack by horse and mule into a 
remote area to hunt elk each fall, and I’m dis- 
satisfied with taking in a lot of “store bread” 
soon becomes hard in this high, dry 
climate.

Bathing a Skunk 


Question: Is it all right—harmless, that 
is—to give a deodorized skunk a bath?

Cow-horn Craft 


Question: Can you advise me how to clean 
and work horns from cattle for use as gunracks, 
powder horns, and blowing horns?—Thaddeus 
P. Matthews, N. C. 


Answer: Select fairly long horns, which are 
already hollow and require no special inside 
cleaning. Boiling them a few minutes in soapy 
water will remove dirt and blood. If you wish to 
cut or shape them, an hour’s boiling will soften 
horn. Heated by this or other methods, the horn 
will be quite pliable until it starts to cool. The 
outside portions can be scraped smooth with 
broken glass, then sanded and waxed.—M. H. D.

WHAT DOES YOUR DOG SMELL? 


that the most important single qual- 

ity in a gun dog is its ability to 
scent game. Yet few know much about 
this remarkable faculty beyond the fact, 
perhaps, that it differs in character and 
intensity among the various breeds and 
also in dogs of the same breed. It’s 
something a dog is born with, some- 
thing which by training and application 
can be developed to an extent that en- 
ables him to select and identify odors 
and to become responsive to them. 

A dog’s olfactory nerves—which con- 
trol its sense of smell—are embedded in 
a patch of membrane located at the 
base of the skull below the eye sockets 
and in back of the nasal passages. The 
area occupied by these nerves is large 
in relation to the size of the dog’s 
head—much larger, in fact, than the 
comparable piece of tissue in man— 
and it is so situated that air breathed 
by the dog must pass over it on its way 
to the lungs. Tests have shown that 
dogs trained for the purpose can detect 
the smell of 1 tsp. of salt in 13 gal. of 
distilled water, and 1 tsp. of acetic acid 
in 1,200 gal. 

Even so, a dog becomes conscious of 
an odor only when the air on which it 
is carried enters his nose and actually 
comes in contact with his olfactory 
nerves. No dog can extend his nose 
like a piece of rubber hose and pick up 
scents that may be hovering over a 
meadow beyond some distant hill. Nei- 
ther can he easily locate and classify 
in the field smells that are highly dif- 
fused, weak, or static. That’s some- 
thing sportsmen who train and work 
dogs should always keep in mind, for 
however sensitive a dog’s nose may be 
it can transmit only what it receives. 

Field-trial judges must constantly 
take this into consideration, otherwise 
their decisions concerning a dog’s scent- 
ing ability would be unfair. Morning 
air, heavy with dew and moving slowly 
if at all, carries a much stronger mes- 
sage to a pointer than does light, more 
active air that has been warmed and 
dried by the sun. 

Birds and other field game invariably 
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[: sure many sportsmen will agree

move about early in the morning and 
late in the afternoon, and rest at other 
times. Their activity generates body 
heat which throws of odors far more 
likely to reach a dos’s nose than the 
scents they give out whon they are 
quiet and cool. 

There are numerous other factors 
that also must be borne in mind. Body 
smells of pen-raised and freshly liber- 
ated game, for example, are much 
weaker than those of native, wild game. 
I’ve seen many dogs I knew to be ex- 
cellent on birds walk within 3 ft. of 
recently released quail without being 
aware of it. 


The confusing influence of human

scent on such birds greatly handicaps 
a dog. That’s why many field-trial 
liberators handle birds with gloves that 
have been either artificially scented or 
stored in the pen roost. 

Scenting ability is hereditery and, by 
se'ection, has become distinctive among 
the various breeds of dogs. Training 
creates a pattern for the application of 
that ability, but it does not affect its 
intensity. 

The pointing dog, for instance, is a 
stalker, and when he hits game scent 
his inclination is to creep up to the apex 
of the scent cone. All that a trainer 
does is teach the dog to pause at a point 
in the scent line and hold still until the

Spaniels and other flush dogs ride the 
same cone, but since the stalking in- 
stinct hasn’t been bred into them they 
want to rush in and grab the bird. For 

| that reason they’re hunted close to the 
| gun. 
| 
| 
here are two distinct patterns in 
the scenting behavior of trail dogs. 
| Coonhound varieties, bloodhounds, and 
beagles, keep their heads down low, 
hold closely to the ground scent, and 
| follow the actual trail. If they hit a 
| break in it, they most likely will circle, 
pick up the line again, and go on with 
their foot scenting. The beagle that 
moves from hop to hop, putting his nose 
on each spot, knows what he’s doing 
but doesn’t do it very fast. 

In contrast, the foxhound breeds trail 
with their heads high, noses taking in 
air-borne and brush scent, sometimes on 

| the line and sometimes many feet to 
the lee of it. These hounds are at their 
best on fast-moving game such as red 
foxes, coyotes, and wolves. They aren’t 
so good on rabbits and coons, for they’re 
inclined to drive them to holes or trees 
too guickly for the guns. 

Dogs often are slow in properly ap- 
plying their scenting ability in the field. 
Few are of any real value in this 
respect the first year they’re hunted. 
A good example of this was a redbone 
hound, coming on two years, owned by 
Hernan Ortiz of Durango, Mexico. 

“That Chico just come along for the 

| ride,” Hernan said, indicating the dog, 
as we climbed the hills for bears or big 
cats. “He wouldn’t know a game trail 
from a tortilla except one is good to eat. 
| He will fight, though.” 

Early next morning we came across 
a deer carcass. “It’s a bear’s kill,” 
Hernan said. ‘“Trail’s about 20 hours 
old.” The dogs pottered around, but 
none did much of anything. Chico 
chopped a couple of times. When we 
started to move on, Chico wasn’t with 
the pack, and when Hernan bugled for 

| him he didn’t come. 

Three hours later, while glassing the 
valley below, we picked up Chico run- 
ning steadily and unmistakably on a 
trail. It took us two hours to work 
down to the spot where we'd seen him, 

|} and when we got there the leader of 
the pack took the line and carried us 
forward. The moon was high when we 
finally reached the end of the trail and 
found a bear backed against a rock 
ledge and a dog that long since had 
tongued himself silent. 

Good cold-trailers are as scarce as old 
dumb pheasant cocks, and they have an 

| extremely acute sense of smell. One of 

the most remarkable cold-trailing per- 
formances I know of was put on by a 
bloodhound that ran a 105-hour-old trail 
to a successful conclusion. 

Well-trained hounds are able to detect 
even the slightest variation in the di- 

| rection of a scent. While a hound may 
| not know which way a foot was point- 
|ing that laid a trail, he can sense the 
direction in which the scent will get 
stronger. I’ve seen coonhounds back- 
trail to a den tree after hitting the line 
| shortly after a coon came out. The coon 
‘had been curled up in a small, warm

Precision turned from aluminum 
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place all day, and was giving out a 
much hotter scent when he left the tree 
than when he was in fullflight. The 
dogs weren’t at fault in back-trailing. 

Game that is walking slowly often 
leaves little behind for dogs to work on. 
I once saw a coon amble across a road 
and walk leisurely into a field, but when 
I put my dogs on its trail they acted as 
though they’d never sniffed coon scent 
in their lives. Out in the field, however, 
where the coon took alarm and galloped 
off, they hit the trail solid. For the 
same reason, hounds frequently have 
trouble following a feeding trail, and 
also in trailing sow coons and vixens 
in whelp. 


lot of misconceptions about scent- 

ing ability have arisen out of the 
behavior of dogs when bitches are in 
season. “They can smell ’em a mile 
off,” I’m often told. That might possi- 
bly be true in cases where a good breeze 
was carrying such a scent undiluted, 
but it’s highly unlikely. 

I once had kennels located less than 
200 ft. from a country road down which 
many dogs passed—retrievers, pointers, 
and setters. Not once during the six 
| years I ran those kennels did any male 
| dog scent or come to one of my bitches 
| that was in season. But if I’d led a 
bitch in that condition out across the 


| road and back to the kennel, very likely 
| all the dogs that came by would have 


| been gathered around next morning. 


Not infrequently male dogs become 
aware that a neighborhood bitch is in 


| season (even though she may be kept 


indoors) by hitting her owner's trail 
after he’s stepped into or brushed up 


| against some of the bitch’s secretion. 


This may so stimulate the male dog’s 
glandular system and affect his body 
odor that other dogs crossing his trail 
will note his excitement and become 
privy to the news. 

Dogs are quick to notice changes in 


| the moods of people around them, say 


from pleasure to anger, even though 
they may be given no outward evidence 


| of it—such as a snap of the fingers or 


an altered tone of voice. They do so by 


| detecting the odor differences that re- 
| sult when glandular secretions are af- 
| fected by changing emotions. The dogs 


may not respond to the scent changes, 


| however, unless experience has taught 


them what they mean. 

I’m often asked why it is that some 
dogs take a dislike to certain persons, 
even on first meetings. There may be 
many reasons for this, some remote. 

For example, I know an unusually 


| friendly Boston terrier that had to be 


put out of the room whenever a certain 
neighbor visited the family. The neigh- 
bor owned a chow that always brought 


| him his slippers in the evening and slept 


by his bed. Down the street from the 
house in which the Boston terrier lived 
was another chow that gave the terrier 


| a licking every time they met. In this 
| case, it’s possible that the terrier asso- 
| ciated the neighbor with chow scent— 
| something quite disagreeable to him. 


It’s impossible to know what a dog is 
scenting when he smells a human being. 
He may be taking in the odor of the 
person himself in one of a variety of

moods, may be sniffing clothing, or may 
be absorbing some alien scent that has 
attached itself to the person. 

It’s well known, however, that dogs 
have a tendency to attack people who 
are afraid of them. There are various 
explanations for this, including the 
theory that since fear is a negative 
impulse the odor it imparts to persons 
stricken with it causes dogs to react 
negatively. 

Sportsmen sometimes ask me if there 
is anything about a dog’s physical ap- 
pearance that would indicate whether 
or not the animal is good at scenting. 
There’s very little that I know of, and 
certainly nothing conclusive. Research 
suggests that dark pigmentation in the 
area of the nasal passages improves 
scenting ability, and because of that 
some fanciers have a preference for 
gun dogs with dark-colored noses. 

The length of the ear, to a certain 
extent, also is considered to have a 
bearing on scenting. Though there may 
be no scientific basis for this belief, 
it’s a fact that breeds noted for their 
scenting ability have long ears. Ear 
trimming originally came into vogue 
not for looks but to combine the virtues 
of an open ear with the scenting attri- 
butes associated with the long ear. 

There’s much about scenting that 
may only be speculated upon, but one 
thing about it is certain. Whether a 
dog’s sense of smell is keen or dull, he 
inherited it from one or both of his 
parents. They’re the ones to check on 
if you’re sizing up a new prospect for 
the trail.—McDowell beisetet

Answer: The best is broken cover with 
enough open space to give the dog a chance to 
range and to teach her to go searching for 
birds. Don’t put the dog in too heavy or thick 
cover during the training period. If you do 
you'll lose sight of her and probably make her 
cover-shy.—McD.L. 


Not Too Old to Learn 


Question: I hunted my dog when he was a 
pup, but haven’t had him out much in the past 
few seasons. He’s four now and he'll retrieve, 
but he can’t seem to find birds. Is he too old 
to train?—Ceci] Mansur, Mo. 


Answer: No, but he may not respond so 
readily as would a younger dog. Try to re- 
kindle his interest by training him on pigeons. 
Break him to point and to work these, and he 
shouldn't have too much trouble shifting over 
to gamebirds. But if this doesn’t stimulate 
him, I'd suggest you get a younger animal.— 
McD.L.

Arkansas Reservoirs 


he northern Arkansas Ozark coun- 

try has two outstanding reservoirs, 
created by the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers, each excellent for a family fish- 
ing vacation. They are Norfork Lake, 
covering 22,000 acres, and a fine pro- 
ducer of large black bass, and Bull 
Shoals on the upper White River. Each 
is long, narrow, and deep. Bull Shoals 
is the larger, covering about 45,000 
acres. 

Rainbow trout up to 8 lb. have been 
caught below the dam at Norfork. Ac- 
commodations in that area are excel- 
lent, although it pays to get reservations 
in early, since the tourist traffic grows 
yearly. Bull Shoals dam may be ap- 
proached from U.S. 62 out of Cotter, 
Ark. The most central spot from which 
to visit both lakes is Mountain Home, 
Ark., whose business is largely that of 
catering to fishermen and vacationists.

1118 Washington Ave., | 








ishing bear-handed 











ngenuity makes the fisherman, they 

tell me. I wouldn’t know about that, 
but I do know that ingenuity can be 
dangerous, as it was once several years 
ago when I used too much of it on a 
fishing trip and got myself in trouble. 

It was during the annual Utah State 
Agricultural College summer school 
hike, when we went into the heart of 
the Bridger Wilderness Area in the 
Wind River Mountains of Wyoming, not 
far from the Cook Lakes. Most of the 
streams and lakes in the region were 
stocked with rainbow, native, brook, 
lake, and brown trout, and both the 
Cooks, the Upper and the Lower, were 
filled with California goldens. 

My buddy, Bill Bell, and I decided 
that before we went home we’d spend a 
full day fishing the Upper Cook. We 
wanted a fresh limit of those golden 
beauties, and we also wanted a crack at 
the prize for the biggest fish caught on 
the trip. The day before we were to 
break camp, Bill and I got up early and 
gathered up our fishing gear. For no 
particular reason, I took along my .22 
Colt Woodsman automatic. 

We'd fished the Lower Cook and most 
of the Upper when I came upon a little 
stream about 3 yd. wide which ran 
through a grassy meadow to the lake. 
There were thickets of willow along its 
banks. Bill was quite a distance behind 
me, so I decided to do a little exploring. 

I walked down to the stream and 
started to lay a choice fly on the water 
when I heard a loud splash. As I turned 
to see where the disturbance came from, 
I got a jolt. A large brown bear was 
fishing in the stream not more than 20 
ft. from me. 

Peeking cautiously from behind a big 
rock, I saw the old boy standing in the 
middle of the stream. He had one paw 
raised and was watching the water in- 
tently. Suddenly he gave a quick swish 
with his huge paw and sent a large trout 
sailing onto the bank. Then he splashed 
out of the water and pounced on his 
prize. With the fish securely in his 
mouth, the bear sauntered over to a flat 
rock not 5 ft. from where I was hiding 
and laid down his catch. Then, without 
looking around, he turned and headed 
back to the stream. 

By this time I was getting bold. Evi- 
dently the bear was too wrapped up in 
his sport to notice me, and I was getting 
too good a show to leave. You should 
have seen that trout; it must have been 
close to 4 lb. The more I looked at it 
the more I kept thinking about that 
camp big-fish contest. Maybe this was 
my chance! Why not? It wouldn’t be 
much of a risk to sneak over to that 
big fish, grab it, and get back without 
being caught. It was worth a try. 

I crept from my cover and moved 
across to another rock. The bear was 
still preoccupied, so I snatched the trout 
and made a fast get-away. 

No sooner had I finished examining 
my loot, a 22-in. California golden, than 
the bear had another one on the bank. 
Again he jumped out of the water, 





picked up his catch, and ambled over to 
where he’d put the first trout. I thought 
there’d be trouble when he found the 
other fish gone. But he calmly dropped 
the second trout, eyed a clump of wil- 
lows not far away, turned, and went 
back to fishing. I learned later that his 
mate was resting in that clump of wil- 
lows. Maybe he thought she’d needed a 
snack and had made off with his first 
trout. 

The second fish looked larger than the 
first, so I decided to try my luck again. 
This time my snatching went even bet- 
ter than before. I got back safely and 
waited. In a few minutes the bear 
tossed a third fish on the bank. It looked 
even bigger than the first two, so I made 
ready to stage another little theft. 


his round started out exactly like the 

others. The bear went through his 
act, only this time he didn’t hurry back 
to the stream. He kind of lingered. 
Meanwhile, I crept out to get th2 booty, 
but just as I was putting the grab on it 
the bear looked over his shoulder. I 
was caught in the act! The bear spun 
around, let out a hoarse, threatening 
bawl, and came charging after me. I 
was trapped. 

The best thing I could think of to do 
was to get on top of that big rock. It 
was about 7 ft. high, but I scrambled 
up, and on the way I grabbed my rod 
and carrying case. When the bear came 
within range I rammed the aluminum 
case at him. He ignored it. I threw my 
hat at him, and then my rod. He just 
kept coming. Accidentally I touched my 
holster. I’d completely forgotten about 
my .22 pistol, but I whipped it out fast 
and was just about to shoot when I 
heard a yell. 

“Don’t shoot!” 

It was Bill, who had come in sight 
just in time to see the bear’s mate com- 
ing out of the willows. He thought I 
was aiming at her. 

I turned back, and none too soon. The 
bear was starting up the rock when I 
opened fire. The slugs didn’t even faze 
him. I kept firing; he kept coming. The 
bear lashed out at me with his paw. His 
claws grazed my face, leaving three 
stinging gashes. 

I fired again. Luckily the bear was 
off balance, and the shot started him 
rolling down the rock. He hit ground, 
scrambled to his feet, and ran toward 
the willows. Bill came up just as the 
wounded animal and his mate scurried 
off. As I sat down on the rock I could 
feel exhaustion sweep through me. 

After a while I hunted up my case, 
fly rod, and hat. Then I remembered 
the goldens. They were just where I’d 
dropped them, so I picked them up 
carefully and put them in my pack. 
Despite everything I might still win the 
big-fish contest. 

Soon after we got back to camp the 
news spread around about my big gold- 
ens. Everyone thought I’d copped the 
prize, but just as I was about to con- 
gratulate myself on my expert thievery 
two fellows came in from one of the 
lakes with three fish bigger than mine. 

Oh well, my fish had something theirs 
didn’t. Mine were caught bear-handed!
